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Two Fires Continue In Fells; 
Chief Predicts Two-Week Blaze 


Two separate fires ripped through the 
Fells this week, reducing large areas of 
groundcover to smoldering ash and 
sending a blanket of smoke over down¬ 
town Winchester. 

The first began Friday, the second 
Sunday. By Tuesday, 20 men and four 
engines had been called in to the woods 
near the town reservoirs. 

Both fires were still burning 
sporadically on Wednesday, and ac¬ 
cording to Fire Chief Robert McElhin- 
ney, neither will be completely under 
control for another two weeks. 

“It just sits under the ground and 
smolders," said the chief. "We go home 
at night, and the flames are all out. Then 
in the morning, the sun comes up and 
heats the ground, a little breeze comes 
up, and the fire takes right off again." 

“It’s amazing," he added. “You come 
here In the morning, and everything’s 
o.k. Within a matter of minutes, the fire’s 
back again." 

The first fire started Friday af¬ 
ternoon, according to McEihinney, on the 
south end of the South Reservoir. 

Eight men started battling the blaze 
Friday, and by Sunday, six regular 
firefighters and five call firemen were at 
work in the smoky Fells. 

“We had it just about under control 
Sunday," said McEihinney, “then we 
were notified of this one." 

“This one" consumed virtually every 
piece of brush on the small peninsula 
between the Middle and the South 
Reservoirs. 

Only six firefighters, including five 
call men, could be spared from the first 
fire to fight the second. 

Six-man crews, equipped with only 
one pumper, struggled to control the fire 
for two days. On Monday afternoon, they 
got help from the state Office of 
Environmental Management, which sent 
six men and two trucks. 


The two men had been fighting the fire 
in the Winchester Fells since early in the 
morning. 

It was now 2 p.m., and from the way 
the fire was raging across the peninsula 
between the Middle and South reservoirs, 
it didn’t look as if the two would get it out 
before they went home at dark. 

Not that they expected to get it out — 
the fire had already been burning for two 
days, and by now it was deep into the 
ground. 

Ken Duffy had gone to the fire just 
after starting his 8::M) a.m. shift with the 
Winchester Fire Department. 

Peter Brownell had been in the smoky 
woods even longer — since dawn. He 
wasn’t a regular firefighter, like Duffy, 
he was "on call” whenever there was a 
fire. 

The rest of the.time, he works as a 
mechanic in a Woburn garage They 
don’t pay hiji^ when he’s out fighting 
fires. 

With the help of three other call 
firemen and a department lieutenant, the 
two were trying to fight a fire that 
covered the entire 1200 square feet of the 
peninsula. 

It wasn't easy. 

Most of the fire was underground, 
turning three feet of pine needles into a 
bed of coals. Working on this kind of fire 
was a frustrating job — no sooner did the 
two firemen put out a flame in one spot, 
than it would truvel through the needle to 
another. 

“You don’t get a break," said 
Brownell. "You bust your back to get the 
fire out in one area, and then another side 
goes up.”. 

The equipment they had to work with 
wasn’t helping the pair uny. They only 
had one pumper, Engine (i, which only 
held enough wuter to pump for fifteen or 
twenty minutes.

Bus Fares May Double

From Royal Kitchen To 
Winchester, Chef Pleases

MBTA officials say they have devised 
a plan to solve the transportation 
system's financial crisis. 

But it means express and other bus 
fares could double on Aug. 1 for Win¬ 
chester and other communities. 

If the MBTA Advisory Board ap¬ 
proves the proposed rate increases later 
this month, the current $16 million MBTA 
deficit will be “wiped out and the T will 
be allowed to run without interruption," 
MBTA spokesman Paul DiNatale said 
last week. 

But DiNatale also confirmed that 
fares for buses serving Winchester "will 
be substantially increased." 

The fare for the commuter rail which 
goes from Winchester to North Station 
however, is expected to remain at $1.25 


When Randalls' restaurant owner 
.John Drougas began inquiring around 
Boston for a chef last summer, he 
never thought he’d wind up hiring the 
man who cooked for the royal family 
of King Constantine of Greece. 

But he did. And being employed for 
the royal family is not even the most 
intriguing episode in the adventure- 
packed life of Chef Jimmy Podogyros. 

The chef at Randalls is definitely 
"a man with a past.” And it runs like 
the screenplay of a James Bond 
movie. 

Throughout his 57 years, men have 
sought out the slight but strong 
Podogyros asking or demanding that 
he work for them, cook for them and 
even divulge wartime secrets to them. 

But Jimmy, as his friends and 
customers fondly call him. is his own 
man. He is also a self-made man. And 
he has had to struggle, often against 
frightening odds, to maintain his 
identity and to do what be wants to do, 
the way he wants to do it. 

His vibrant green eyes flash with 
anger, then twinkle with delight as he 
recalls experiences that make the 
hairs on your neck bristle and leave 
you gaping in amazement. 

When King Constantine was exiled 
from Greece in 1971, and the country 
was taken over by the dictator, 
George Papadopoulos, the dictator 
told Jimmy that he must now cook for 
him. And that’s not all — Jimmy was 
supposed to do it all for free. Or he 
would be killed. It was that simple. 

Jimmy obeyed, but not for long. 

His brother, Jimmy Bouliakes in 


Lynn and a friend in the American 
embassy secretly helped Jimmy 
obtain all the necessary papers to 
leave Greece. All Jimmy had to do 
was escape. 

He waited for the right moment. 
Papadopoulos was planning to hold a 
party for 250 international diplomats. 
Jimmy and his cooks had spent a 
week preparing. 

On the day of the party, the last- 
minute preparation was scheduled to 
begin at 2 p.m. But at 10 that morning, 
Jimmy and his wife, Dina, boarded a 
TWA plane and headed for Logan 
airport and freedom. 

Jimmy still has to contend with 
men seeking him out to cook for them. 
Even as he cooks in Randalls, Jimmy 
says other restaurant owners con¬ 
stantly approach him and try to coax 
him into working with them. None, of 
course, as persuasive as 
Papadopoulos.. 

“Other men come to ask me to go 
with them but I say no because I like 
Drougas and I like Winchester 
people,” Jimmy explains. 

Jimmy has said "no” to men 
before. 

During World War II, Jimmy and 
several English Commandos were 
captured by the Germans. 

The Germans wanted information 
about the Commandos from Jimmy 
and they tortured him. But to no avail. 

"1 told them nothing," he said. 

Jimmy has worked hard to get 
where he is now and has seen enough 
of the world to know when he has what 
he wants.

"She had gone to Winchester Hospital 
first,” said Perritano, "and they referred 
her to Choate, where they are equipped to 
handle this type of situation."

A Choate official called Winchester 
police at 6 p.m. Sunday to report the 
hospital had a patient who said she had 
been raped earlier that day

Residents* Response 
To Water Ban Mixed

Sprinklers didn't sprinkle. Hoses 
didn’t hose. And yet, Winchester didn’t 
wither up and die during the first few 
days of the selectmen's program of 
voluntary water restrictions last week. 

The board of selectmen last week 
asked residents not to water outdoors 
during daytime hours and to restrict 
nighttime watering to one-and-a-half 
hours between 7 p.m. and 7 a m. The 
restrictions are an attempt to conserve 
water in the midst of what Water 
Department Superintendent Richard 
Warrington says is the second worst 
drought cycle in more than 1(H) years. 

The voluntary program is a three- 
week trial to determine if mandatory 
restrictions are necessary or if residents 
can sufficiently reduce daytime water 
usage on their own. 

An unscientific and very random 
survey by automobile last Friday found 
only a few "violators" and a great many 
inactive sprinklers. Many of those not 
following the restrictions said they had 
not heard about or did not understand the 
restrictions. 

But some said that, restrictions or no 
restrictions, they were going to water 
whenever they wanted. 

Ted Burleigh, of 7 Sheffield rd., who 
was watering his garden and brown 
patches of the grass in his front yard, 
said he hadn’t heard about the restric¬ 
tions but had always believed in watering 
“moderately." 

"I paid a lot for this lawn and I've 
been working on parts of it that have 
burnt and on my garden out back." he 
said. "But I'll stop watering now." 

One of Burleigh's neighbors, who 
asked not to be identified, also had a 
sprinkler running on her front law. She 
said she had “skimmed" the lead story 
about the restrictions in last week’s Star 
but had not fully understood the 
situation. 

"1 didn’t realize there were any hours 
involved,” she said. "My landscaper 
turned the sprinkler on this morning but 


had neither heard ol the ban nor received 
any instructions regarding it But In- 
stepped watering and said he would 
speak with his employers 

Other residents, however, said they 
were not sure if they would fully eoinpK 
with the restrictions 

Eugene Allen, of 37 Cambridge st , 
said he didn’t know about the ban I 
guess I'll try to follow it," he said “But I 
don't like to do my watering at night 

"I just don't know what I’ll do," Allen 
concluded. 

Mrs. Gilda Lopez, of 17 Plymouth st . 
who bad two sprinklers running in her 
trout yard, said she had read about the 
restrictions but bad forgotten to follow 
them. She said she regularly waters her 
back lawn around (I or 7 am. and her 
trout lawn around 5 p.m 

"I'll try to follow the ban," said Mrs 
Lopez. "I don't think I'll water the trout 
so much But I'll water the back " 

Mrs. Helen Shasta, of 34 Grove si , 
agrees with the restrictions in principle 
But m terms of practicality, she isn't so 
sure. 

"I think it's a good idea," Mrs Shasta 
said "We want to be able to conserve the 
water so we have it in the house." 

But she added that, although she and 
her husband are not at home during the 
daytime, they don't like- to water at night 
"I think we still will use the hose on the 
weekends," she said. 

A resident of Glen Green said she had 
completely misunderstood the hours ol 
the voluntary ban. She said she thought 
that watering during the daytime was not 
restricted. 

The woman, who declined to give her 
name and insisted that her house number 
not be used, said she and her husband 
would probably not follow the reslric 
(ions. 

"We don't have a pool or anything." 
she said. "I think the ban should just be 
expected of people who have both pools 
and sprinklers." 

And three sprinklers were in use at 111 
Everett st. A nurse who answered the

Jordan said several boys have also 
asked him for a "mohawk," a cut that 
clips everything except a strip of hair 
about two inches wide down the middle of 
the scalp. 

"Most of the kids who want mohawks 
do it on a bet,” Jordan said. "I make sure 
to get the mother's consent before giving 
one of those." 

Andrew Monaco, of Monaco’s Barber 
Shop at 41 Church st., said a few dozen 
boys have asked him for whiffles the past 


“Some kids who want whiffles have 
girls and other guys come in with them," 
he says. “They get a razzing along with 
their haircut.” 

Like Harvey’s, Monaco’s charges the 
same price for whiffles as for other 
haircuts, although Monaco said shearing 
scalps requires much less work than 
most cuts. 

But Monaco said that if parents have 
their way, he won't be getting many 
more requests for whiffles. "Generally 


speaking, parents aren’t too crazy about 
them," he said. 

“Things have reversed in the past 20 
years," he added.

Holton Street Residents Sing 
The Blues Over Trucking

They’re still singing The Holton Street 
Blues in North Winchester these days. 
The East Street Blues and The Cross 
Street Blues are also getting to be tired 
and mournful refrains in that neck of 
town. 

For the last decade and a half, the 
residents of that section of town have had 
to put up with an increasing volumn of 
tractor trailer truck traffic roaring along 
their narrow residential streets en route 
to and from a nearby industrial park. 

Last week, The Star reported that the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council was 
conducting a study of the truck traffic 
problems and potential solutions for the 
North Winchester neighborhood of 
Holton, Cross and East streets. This 
week, The Star talked to residents of the 
area about the trucking problem. 

Ask any resident in the neighborhood 
and they are quick to point out the 
problems of noise, pedestrian danger, 
and property damage that have gone 
hand-in-hand with the growth and 
development of the industrial area. 

"When my children were younger, I 
told them they couldn’t even ride their 
bikes on the widewalk — it’s too close to 
the street," said Donna Osborne, of 161 
Cross st., who serves as chairwoman of 
the Holton Street Study Committee. 

"In this area, the kids can't even cross 
the street until they’re old enough to 
really watch out for themselves," added 
Teresa Ewald, of 3 Holton st. 

One major complaint from residents 


is that some truckers violate the night 
lime “no trucking" rule, despite a 
number of signs displaying the ban that 
is now law in both Winchester and 
Woburn. 

“There's at least one a night going 
through here, and it's much more ob¬ 
vious now that the windows are open," 
Ewald said. “1 was awakened at 5:30 the 
other morning by a truck." 

"If a truck comes through at two 
o'clock in the morning, there’s no way 
you can get out of bed and into the street 
and get a license plate number,” she 
added. 

Some residents, like Joan Tartarini, 
of 1 Holton st., have called the police to 
register complaints about mid-morning 
truckers. But Tartarini said it usually 
takes a few minutes lor a patrol car to 
arrive in the area, and without a 
description of the truck, little can be 
done. 

John McKinley, Winchester Safely 
Officer, said that the nighttime ban is 
really just “a smokescreen.” 

"What the law says is that there is no 
trucking between the hours of to p.m. and 
6 a.m. unless a delivery has to be made," 
he said. “Well, who in hell would be 
driving a truck at that hour if he weren’t 
making a delivery?” 

So why does the law exist at all? 
“Mainly to satisfy the public," McKinley 
answered. 

"The trucks have a right to come 
through — to make a delivery no 
matter what the law here says," he said. 
"If we took a trucker to court, we’d lose."

The trucking during the daytime is 
constant, sometimes causing traffic to 
back up in the middle of the afternoon. 

“Starting at about 3:30, you have a 
traffic jam. It's like Boston!" com¬ 
plained Cathy Benincasa, of 9 Holton st. 

And quite a few residents say they 
have seen large trucks that couldn't turn 
sharply into the correct lane of traffic cut 
across the wrong side of the island at the 
intersection of Cross, East, and Holton 
sts. 

"But no one (official) is ever here to 
see that,” Benincasa added. 

She also mentioned her unhappiness 
with the fact that Winchester supplies the 
industrial area which is almost entirely 
in Woburn, with sewage disposal and 
water, as well as police and fire 
protection. 

Local officials confirmed that the 
town does supply those services despite 
the fact that the majority of the park is in 
Woburn. 

Water Dept. Superintendent Richard 
Warrington explained that Winchester 
receives all sewage coming out of the 
complex and said that he doesn't know 
how much more the town sewage system 
could absorb. And he also confirmed that 
more warehouses are being constructed

Government Regulations 
Cause Housing Crisis

Government interference in the 
housing market has helped create an 
"acute" crisis in Massachusetts, the 
president of the greater Boston Real 
Estate Board told about :io Winchester 
realtors last week. 

In an effort to rally support for bills 
before the state legislature that would 
increase the money available for home 
mortgages, George E. Slye told the 
realtors: "If we do not gel on the ball, 
we’ll all be selling hamburger." 

Slye said the state faces a severe 
bousing shortage, with about 44,000 
families looking for places to live while 
only 11,000 dwellings arc expected to be 
produced this year. 

He blamed the shortage of homes 
heavily on the government. "There are 
so many rules and regulations involved 
m building a house, it’s difficult to build 
anything in the community," he said. 

Although many of the regulations 
were created out of sincere concerns, 
their overall effect has been to stifle the 
housing industry, Slye said, adding that 
governmental structures tend to lx' 
inefficient. 

"Town governments and town 
meetings are the truest forms of 
democracy but also the most expensive," 
lie said "Water fluoridation and leash 


law issues take more time and in 
volvement than an $899 million bond 


Slye also criticized rent control laws 
and restrictions on condominium con 
versions, saying removal of such 
regulations would greatly ease the 
housing shortage. 

"The hysteria against condominium 
conversion is extremely high," lie said 
"Being anti-condo is like being anti 
Saturday just because you had a 
hangover one Saturday doesn’t mean you 
should never live through another 
Saturday again." 

Slye said residents in buildings that 
could be converted into condominiums 
are not entitled to many of the con 
siderations they demand "It’sa glorified 
term of squatter’s rights just because 
you occupy an apartment doesn’t mean 
you should have complete control over 
it," he said. 

Because the largest all time period of 
new family formulations in the state is 
expected to occur between 1984 and 1987, 
Slye said realtors and the government 
must get together to make more housing 
available. 

"If we can not produce the new 
families' piece ol the rock, there will lie 
very serious consequences," Slye said

The Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is gathering ammunition to 
challenge New England Telephone’s 
(NET) rate practices in a public hearing 
scheduled for July 22. 

The hearing, granted by the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities (DPU), is the 
next step in a continuing two-year battle 
between the Chamber and NET over the 
rate structure applied to Winchester for 
the past 55 years. 

“The Selectmen and the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce had petitioned 
for this hearing, so significant con¬ 
sideration will be given to all testimony 
given there,’’ said Frank Falacci, 
Director of Utility Community Relations. 
"We want to hear the opinions or the 
residents and businessmen in Win¬ 
chester." 

The DPU will study the testimony 
received at the hearing and determine 
whether future hearings should be held 
or any other steps completed before 
reaching a decision on NET’s rate 
practices for Winchester. 

The Chamber, representing 10 
Massachusetts towns, has also filed a bill 
with the legislature demanding the op¬ 
tion to purchase flat rate service for 
Winchester town offices, businesses and 
churches. 

Currently all non-residential phone 
users pay a "measured" rate, meaning 
that after making 90 calls a month, each 
call is charged the price according to toll 
call rates. 

This means that after 90 calls a 
month, non-residential customers pay 
almost 11 cents for a call to Boston as 
well as to a neighboring community such 
as Woburn. Winchester residents are 
offered a flat rate option. 

Town offices, churches, schools, fire 
and police departments and most 
medium and small businesses in Win¬ 
chester are paying far more than they 
would pay if they were located in an 
adjoining community with a flat rate 


structure, said Chamber Executive 
Director Rita Spence. 

Flat rate service is offered to nearby 
communities including Arlington, 
Stoneham, Woburn and Lexington. Town 
Comptroller A1 Faggiuno reports that 
based on comparisons with Stoneham’s 
calling patterns and rates, town offices of 
Winchester could save $20,000 or more a 
year with flat rate service. 

To prepare for the hearing, the 
chamber is now compiling a one-week 
calling pattern study of a sampling of 
churches and businesses. The Chamber 
hopes to use the results to prove Winc¬ 
hester needs and is entitled to flat rate 
service. 

Senator Samuel Rotundi and 
Representative Whip Saltmarsh spon¬ 
sored the bill which the Chamber filed 
last February with the legislature 
requiring NET to offer a flat rate option 
to ail communities in Massachusetts. The 
hill is still being reviewed by the 
Government Regulations Committee. 

Spence said that although the 
Chamber is fighting a big utility com¬ 
pany with a lot of money and resources, 
she is optimistic about the chances of 
obtaining a flat rate option. 

"Normally, a major utility with paid 
lobbyists and attorneys can simply out¬ 
last any group which offers opposition,” 
she said. “But," added Spence, “the 
Chamber has been fortunate in having 
such members as Atty. Robert Bigelow, 
such town employees as Comptroller A1 
Faggiano, and such legislators as Rep. 
Saltmarsh and the staffs of Congressman 
Markey and Senator Rotundi on its 
Telephone Committee. 

“We’ve also received support from 
telecommunications expert Lee Selwyn 
and from Winchester’s Board of Select¬ 
men,” continued Spence. 

"All these individuals volunteering 
their time to undertake this massive 
project has gotten us to this point," she 
continued. "1 think it's what will lead us 
to a successful resolution.”

Peter Fischer of the Economics and 
Technology firm in Boston said he hopes 
the hearing will move the DPU toward 
reevaluating the whole issue of local 
calling area rate structures. 

Representing various large city in¬ 
stitutions, businesses and towns, Fischer 
and other telecommunications experts 
worked and eventually helped defeat 
NET’S request to reduce the number of 
towns that can make toll-free calls to 
Boston, Sudbury, for example, would 
have had to pay a toll rate to call Boston 
under NET’S proposal. 

“In this (Sudbury) case, the com¬ 
mission saw the validity of the small 
town’s assertion that it was absurd to 
start reducing the Boston calling area," 
said Fischer. "We believe it should be 
increased." 

Robert Kelly, NET’S Division 
Manager, said that the phone company is 
pursuing equitable rate structures. 

"Our statistics have shown us that 
there is a large discrepency between 
communities in their calling volumes to 
Boston, with some towns making many 
more calls to Boston than others,” Kelly 
said. 

“What happens is communities who 
do not call Boston that often are sub¬ 
sidizing communities who do,” he con¬ 
tinued. 

Kelly said NET’s goal is to apply 
uniform measured service to equalize the 
expense for the customers. 

"Our story is one of fairness with a 
long term goal resulting in a more usage- 
sensitive pricing system," he said adding 
that “a flat rate option for Winchester 
would cost the phone company a loss of 
revenues and some additional hardware 
"as they anticipate an increase in calls 
with a flat rate option. 

“We hope and expect the DPU to look 
favorably oq our case and allow Win¬ 
chester to have -the option of flat rate 
service,” Spence said.

Keep Cronies I Touei in^ 

ijponios have just 
finished blooming in 
eastern Massachusetts. 
Most home gardeners grow 
at least one or two clumps 
of these colorful perennial 
flowers However, each 
year many peony plants 
fail to flower and produce 
only leaves or a few 
shriveled up flower hurls. 

This is a matter of great 
concern to the amateur 
gardeners who have 
provided loving care for 
their plants throughout Ihe 
season In most instances, 
the conditions can be 
rectified another year with 
proper cultural practices. 

The disease called 
Botrytis Blight is Ihe most 
common cause of damage 
to peony flower buds 
Sprays or dusts, including 
the fungicide ferham, 
applied weekly from Ihe 
time the leaves emerge in 
early spring until flowering 
should eliminate fungus 
damage. Removal of old 
foliage and removing il 
from the garden after it has 
been killed by frost in the 
fall will eliminate many 
overwintering fungus 
spores. 

Peonies planted with 
the tops or crowns ol the 
roots more than two inches 
below the soil surface may 
produce leaves, hut no 
flowers. Be sure when 
transplanting not to sei the 
rooLs too deeply! In many 
cases peonies do not flower 
the year following tran¬ 
splanting, this is natural 
since the plants have 
become established in the 
new location before flower 
buds will develop. 

Poor soil fertility may 
also be responsible for lack 
of flowers.

Welcome To The Year Of Prop. 2.5

Today’s Chilling Draft 



“Before the spending cuts I was well-read. Now I just 
know things.” 


Yesterday marked the 
beginning of the 1982 Fiscal 
Year, the year of Proposition 2.5. 

At this time last November, 
people all over town were 
predicting either a total disin¬ 
tegration of all town services, 
the closing of schools, or, on the 
other hand, incredible tax 
savings. 

None of these things has 
happened. Some programs have 
been hurt, most noticeably the 
Recreation Department, but the 
services most people feel are 
essential — police, fire, and 
public works, remained almost 
untouched. 

No schools were closed, but 
the school system did have to 
shoulder a $1 million cut. The 
School Committee and ad¬ 
ministration are still trying to 
work out how many teachers will 
be leaving their classrooms in 
September. 

And of course, there was no 
tax cut. Thanks to the assessors 
(and the “Thanks,” for you 
property owners, is not meant as 
praise) Winchester will actually 
be collecting more in property 
taxes this year than last. 

But even if Prop. 2.5 didn’t cut 
anybody’s taxes, it did teach 
some lessons about the way town 
government is run in Win¬ 
chester. 

There just isn’t any "fat,” 


that buzz-word of Citizens For 
Limited Taxation, which can 
easily be cut from town gover¬ 
nment. 

Town officials, both elected 
and appointed, spent thousands 


of hours trying to find that fat, 
trying to find something they 
could get rid of without hurting 
the town. 

It just simply couldn't be 
done. Town government isn't big 


enough to be hiding some 
political appointee, who sits at a 
desk all day and collects a check. 

Even if town officials had 
overlooked such a person, Town 
Meeting would have caught him. 
Town Meeting members were 
eager to cut the budget, yet when 
the session was over, they had 
actually put money back into the 
budget. 

And the cuts that were made 
weren't of useless programs or 
people. Someone was hurt by 
each cut — either the child whose 
summer camp program was cut, 
or the student who won’t have 
music lessons next year, or the 
senior citizens who must now 
pick up the tab for the ad¬ 
ministrator of the Jenks Center. 

One curious thing came out of 
these cuts people realized they 
had to have programs, but 
couldn’t expect their govern¬ 
ment to pay for them. 

So civic groups jumped into 
take up the slack. The Historical 
Society donated money to keep 
the town archivist. The Tennis 
Association donated money to 
keep summer tennis instruction. 

For years, these types of 
extras were added to the town 
budget. Now, people have 
learned that those who use will 
have to pay. 

The only other thing they 
learned was — you can’t escape 
taxes.

“I don’t see any reason not to make it mandatory 
because there wouldn't be much difference between 
voluntary and mandatory restrictions in the results.

I always like it when 
it’s hot and there is a water shortage because then I 
don’t have to water my lawn. I am sufficiently 
responsive to do it voluntarily but I'm skeptical that 
people will try to get away with what they can. I find 
it infuriating when I’m willing to cooperate and 
others aren’t.”

The women are out of the way 
now. 

The one really big roadblock 
in the path of carrying out a 
widespread registration for the 
draft has been eliminated. 

Last week, the Supreme 
Court overturned a Philadelphia 
federal court ruling that the 
military draft law was 
discriminatory on the basis of 
sex because it called for the 
registration of men only. 

Ever since former President 
Jimmy Carter included women 
in his 1980 draft registration 
plan, the constitutionality of the 
draft law, last used during the 
Vietnam War, has been 
questioned. 

But now the matter has been 
resolved. The Supreme Court 
ruled that because of combat 
restrictions on female soldiers, 
the registration of women along 
with men would make the con¬ 
cept of “equality” meaningless. 

As the court’s judgment sinks 
in, the alternating cheers and 
protests of women can be heard 
across the nation. And they will 
be repeated, and repeated again. 

But one aspect of the ruling 
which may receive less attention 
is what the ruling means for 
young men. 

Now that the Selective Ser¬ 
vice System doesn't have to 
spend extra money to register 
women or extra time worrying 
about the sticky business of 
prosecuting female objectors, 
it’s all that much easier to go 
through with the registration of 
males. 

What the Supreme Court 
really said last week had less to 
do with women than men. 

The real message behind the 
6-3 decision is that it’s time to get 
down to business and males are 
once again the only business at 
the Selective Service. For that 
reason, it’s time that young men 
started seriously thinking about 
draft registration. 

For the last year, registration 
has been a cause for some men to 
rally over. Beyond that, 
however, it hasn’t been real to 
many men. 

But two weeks ago, the 
Selective Service mailed letters 
to 150 men who were reported by 
.their relatives, acquaintances 


or themselves as not having 
registered, according to Betty 
Alexander, public affairs officer 
for the Selective Service. 

And that happened before the 
Supreme Court’s male-only 
registration ruling. Those letters 
are only the beginning of what 
will probably be a much stronger 
enforcement effort on the part of 
the Selective Service, an effort 
which, until now, hasn’t really 
existed at all. 

In Winchester, nobody knows 
exactly how many 18-, 19- and 20- 
year-olds have registered for the 
draft. The Post Office keeps no 
official records of how many 
men have passed through their 
doors over the last year. The 
Selective Service only has 
national figures available. 

But Alexander says her 
agency is currently compiling 
registration statistics by zip 
code. Specific figures for Win¬ 
chester and other small towns 
will be known within the next few 
months, she said. 

So the local rate of non- 
compliance won’t be a secret for 
much longer. 

But what does noncompliance 
mean? How serious an offense is 
it? 

Dick Clinton, a Winchester 
postal clerk, remembers many 
young men asking him what the 
penalty is for not registering. He 
told them that he doesn’t know. 
Neither does Anthony DeBiase, 
head of the WHS guidance 
department, who counsels 
teenagers who will soon be 
required to register. 

According to Alexander, the 
maximum penalty for evasion is 
a fine of $10,000, imprisonment, 
or both. 

But if local authorities don’t 
know the penalties, how many 
teenagers do? And how many 
have really cared? 

It’s time to start caring. It’s 
time that teenage males started 
thinking about what registration 
could mean for them r ’because 
registration is really with us 
now, in full force. . 

The Selective Service System 
isn’t kidding around anymore. It 
is getting down to business.

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Postal Workers Picket In Rain

Neither rain nor sleet nor snow 
supposedly keep postmen from 
delivering the mail. It definitely does not 
keep them from picketing. 

Braving heavy rains Friday, 25 
Winchester postal workers marched in 
front of the Winchester post office for one 
hour as their part of a nationwide “in¬ 
formational picket.” 

The national picket was an attempt by 
postal workers unions to press their 
demand that Postmaster General 
William F. Bolger negotiate their con¬ 
tract in good faith, union spokesmen 
said. “We want to impress management 
that we’re united and we want a con¬ 
tract," said Jack Barry, President of 
Local 25 National Association of Letter 
Carriers, (NALC). "We want wage in¬ 
creases, better working conditions and 
we want our salaries to maintain cost of 
living increases." 

Barry refused to specify wage and 
work demands saying, "We prefer not to 
negotiate through the press." 


Postal workers claim Bolger has 
stalled the initiation of bargaining talks 
56 days beyond the time negotiations 
should have began. They also claim that 
Bolger is now only meeting with union 
representatives for two hours a day. 

Negotiations began June 22 for postal 
contracts which expire July 20. Talks 
were scheduled to begin April 22. But on 
that day, Bolger informed union officials 
that he was petitioning the National 
Labor Relations Board (NLRB) to allow 
him to negotiate one contract for all 
postal unions. 

There are four unions involved in 
processing the mail and Bolger claimed 
he should only have to negotiate one 
contract to cover all of them, according 
to Jean O’Neill of the Postmaster 
General's Community Division office in 
Washington D.C. 

O’Neill said Bolger felt that additional 
problems could result between his office 
and the unions and among unions 
themselves if the postal service has to

work out separate contracts for each 
union. 

“Different contracts could lead to 
suspicion and more friction among 
unions,” O’Neill said. "Especially when 
you consider that a clerk and a mail 
handler work side by side," 

Letter carrier Bob Donaghey of 
Brookside ave. said it would be im¬ 
possible to write up one contract for all 
the unions. 

“It’s like getting electricians and 
plumbers to go under the same con¬ 
tract,” he said. “You just can’t do that 
because we have different needs. Bolger 
is basically a union buster." 

O’Neill, however, claims that since 
four unions are all involved in the 
processing of the mail, it would be more 
efficient to negotiate one contract. 

The Baltimore office of the NLRB 
dismissed Bolger’s petition saying that 
'it had no merit,' according to O’Neill. 
She said Bolger then appealed to the full 
NLRB board and they too denied the 
appeal. 

"Bolger then notified all the unions 
that he was prepared to bargain im¬ 
mediately with them even though 
collective bargaining would be more 
difficult without a defined unit struc¬ 
ture," O'Neill said. 

“Bolger has sat down with each of the 
unions and said in his opening statements 
that while it would be difficult to a 
bargain separately there was no reason 
to believe they could not achieve set¬ 
tlement," O’Neill continued. 

"We have every intention of reaching 
an agreement that is not only fair to the 
employees, but to the American public,” 
O'Neill said. 

Winchester postal workers, however, 
were not assured. 

Toting handmade signs that read, 
“Contracts Not Conflicts," “No Contract, 
No Work," and “We Deliver, Bolger 
Destroys,” they picketed in front of the

Winchester post office. Workers were 
asking concerned citizens to write to 
their congressmen to insist that the 
postal service negotiate in good faith. 
The picketers were out of uniform and 
marching after working hours. 

Calling the NLRB delay a "slap in our 
face," letter carrier Paul Burke of 
Richardson st. said "This picket is to 
show them they won’t get away with 
contract stalling." 

Letter carrier Steve Queen of Loring 
ave. called the delay “a trick of the 
administration" and said, “I just hope to 
get a fair contract — or some contract 
anyway." 

But other workers said they wanted a 
bit more. 

“We want more pay and we want to

stay equal with inflation,” said Jim 
McHugh of Woburn. 

The current three-year contract calls 
for salaries to be adjusted in accordance 
with inflation twice a year. Postal 
workers claimed that there has been 
some talk to only adjust salaries to in¬ 
flation once a year. 

According to O’Neill, Bolger never 
said he would not compensate workers 
for inflation twice yearly. 

“The White House has been talking 
about eliminating the twice yearly in¬ 
flation compensation,” O’Neill claimed. 
She also said that Bolger is only sitting 
down at the bargaining tables for two 
hours a d@y because he is not supposed to 
negotiate. 

“Bolger doesn’t bargain, he just runs 
the postal service," she said. “He has a 
whole team of people who are at the 
bargaining table promptly at every 
session talking until the unions want to 
stop and we have every intention of 
coming up with a contract by July 20. 

If a contract has not been reached by 
that day, the picketing letter carriers all 
agreed that they do not want a strike. But 
some said the possibility does definitely 
exist. 

"We don’t want to strike," said letter 
carrier Paul Burke of Richardson st. 
“But if Bolger sticks us in a corner, we 
have no place else to go.”

in the park. 

"Something will probably have to be 
done up there in the future in terms of a 
formal agreement with Woburn,” 
Warrington said. “We wouldn't be too 
happy about any additional flow." 

Police Lt. John Frongillo said his 
department responds immediately when 
they receive a call from any part of the 
complex. 

Fire Department Capt. Charles 
McNutt explained that Winchester and 
Woburn have an agreement under which 
they both respond to a fire in the com¬ 
plex, no matter which side of the town 
line the alarm is on. 

If the alarm comes from the Win¬ 
chester part of the complex, Winchester 
responds with three engines, a ladder 
and an ambulance, and Woburn sends 
one truck. 

If the alarm comes from the Woburn 
side, Winchester sends only one truck 
and the rest of the force stands ready. 

Some Holton st. residents also said 
that incoming and outgoing trucks often 
drive up onto the curb or grass when they 
pass one another on the narrow street. 

“There's no use in planting anything 
down by the street," Osborne said. Her 
words are confirmed by the sight of 
weeds growing between the sidewalk and 
curb all along the road. 

Gwald said she saw a passing truck 
knock a branch off a tree and onto her 
lather’s parked car without stopping to 
check for damages. 

And thus Holton st., once lined with 
large, leafy trees, is now not quite as 
green, according to some of the residents 
who have lived there for years. 

"Now the big problem is gypsy moths 
and losing trees to them,” Benincasa 
said. “Well, you wouldn't believe how 
many trees we’ve lost to the trucks. 

“Hither they knock the branches off 
or we lose them to pollution," she said. 
"And the dust in the houses is in¬ 
credible." 

As far as the noise that results from 
the closeness of the industrial complex, 
trucks aren’t the only offenders, 
residents said. Freight cars along the 
railroad tracks, which run behind Holton 
st., can be just as bad, and, at night, 
sometimes even worse, they claimed. 

“All you hear all night long, until 
about two or three in the morning, is 
train cars banging together," Benincasa 
added. Her annoyance was seconded by 
her neighbor, Marian Comia, of 179 Cross 
st. 

Altogether, they say, life in the area is 
not a totally pleasant experience. 

“A lot of people who live on this street 
have summer homes to get away from 
this," said Benincasa. “Some others 
would like to, but can’t afford it." 

And for those who can’t, The Holton 
Street Blues go on and on.

Engraving 
Tools Loaned 
At Public 
Library

Residents can now protect their 
property from burglary in an easy and 
effective fashion. 

With the assistance of three com¬ 
munity groups, the Winchester Police 
department has organized a program to 
loan residents tools to engrave iden¬ 
tification numbers on their property. 

“Operation Identification" will go into 
effect July 6 and all local residents can 
borrow the equipment at the library. 

The Jaycees donated 12 electric 
engraving pens for the Crime Watch 
program. 

In addition to marking property, 
special stickers will be available to place 
on property and doors or windows to 
notify burglars that inscribed objects 
cannot be resold easily. 

The stickers were donated by the 
Winchester Lodge of Elks. 

Starting next Monday, the engraving 
tools will be loaned out from the Win¬ 
chester Public Library. Acting Director 
Martha Ladd arranged the logistics of 
the loaning program with Crime 
Prevention officer Kevin Mawn.

Local residents can borrow the tools 
using their library cards. Residents 
without cards can obtain them and 
borrow the engraving tools 
simultaneously, as long as they bring 
identification showing they are Win¬ 
chester residents. Stickers can bo ob¬ 
tained at the Police Department. All 
crime fighting tools are free of charge. 

“Operation Identification is one of the 
most successful crime watch programs," 
said Police Chief John P. McHugh. “It 
discourages burglary and theft of 
valuables and provides a way for 
residents to easily identify stolen 
property when it is recovered by police." 

Crime Watch is a statewide crime 
prevention program now operating in

more than 23U Massachusetts com¬ 
munities. The object of the program is to 
teach citizens how to protect their 
property as well as to rob criminals of an 
easy payday, according to Mawn, who 
coordinated the Operation Identification 
program for Winchester. 

An identification program was in¬ 
stituted in Winchester in 1972 and 
“worked out very successfully," ac¬ 
cording to McHugh. But Winchester has 
had a turnover of 400 to 500 families a 
year and police now want to reach these 
new people, according to McHugh. 

“We’re appealing to them (new 
residents) now and to those who didn’t 
know how to become involved before," 
said Mawn. 


"Now is the time for residents to 
engrave their valuables. Since school is 
out and homes will be vacant for summer 
vacations," McHugh said. 

"Not everything can be engraved so it 
is not a cure-all," continued McHugh. 
"But it can deter crime."

I'li love ol his customers and the 
pride Jimmy lakes in his work is 
domed each night at Randalls 
o si iurant on Ml. Vernon st. When 
Randalls evening rush subsides, 
Jimmy leaves Ihe kitchen to walk 


briskly through the aisles, anxiously 
questioning everybody to see whether 
the food was enjoyed. 

"I am very pleased because 
nobody complains,” Jimmy said. 
"Every 10 minutes I come out to the 
dining room to check my customers 
and ask if (hey like their food.” 

The answer is always the same. 
“Ilelicious!" As the compliment is 
uttered, Jimmy’s deeply creased face 
breaks out into a hearty smile, his 
vibrant eyes sparkle and he clasps a 
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customer's hand or kisses a cheek 
with delight. Nothing seems to make 
him happier than pleasing people and 
in Randalls, he does a lot of that. 

"I give to the people from my 
heart,” he said placing his hand over 
his left side for emphasis. “Never 
mind if they're rich or poor — I see 
them all with the same eyes.” 

The status of a person definitely 
does not impress Jimmy. 

While he was working at The 
Driftwood Restaurant in Boston, he 
was asked to help out at the White 
Mouse for two weeks since Gerald 
Ford was throwing a big party. 

Along with two chefs from Swit¬ 
zerland, Jimmy prepared a dish of 
lilet mignon, pate, shrimp and lobster 
arranged in rows surrounding a 
"globe.” 

The "globe" was two hemispheres 
placed together and was covered with 
holes, forming continents. The reason 
lor the holes was discovered when 
Mrs. Betty Ford lifted the top half of 
the "globe” and doves flew out. 

Jimmy said he does not recall 
much of his two weeks at the White 
House because he "didn’t think much 
of it.” 

Jimmy has worked in restaurants 
since he was 12 and the impressive list 
of past employers includes Maxime’s 
in Paris in 1950 and Anthony’s Pier IV 
in Boston. He speaks five languages 
and has worked in restaurants all 
across Europe and cooked for top 
world celebrities. 

Jimmy's career officially started 
in Athens where he attended a 
culinary school called The Tourist 
School of Greece for two years. 

He did so well at that school that in 
1949 the Greek government’s tourist 
bureau sent him to complete special 
training in the International Cooking 


School of Switzerland. 

It was a two-year school but 
Jimmy finished in only nine months. 
To earn his degree, Jimmy completed 
several "tests” of devising and 
preparing original dishes. The judges 
awarded Jimmy 167 points — 107 
points more than the other 700 chefs 
enrolled in the school. They decided 
there was nothing else they could 
teach him. 

One "test” was a salmon dish 
which was prepared so that it looked 
like it was in an aquarium. Jimmy 
said he surrounded it with live fish 
and cut the salmon so that it was 
impossible to detect any incisions. 

Jimmy also prepared six small 
lobsters to resemble three brides and 
three grooms. Lighting from un¬ 
derneath the plate formed a house 
they were "walking" from. 

Another creation was a pheasant 
and capon dish. Jimmy opened up the 
pheasant carefully, leaving all the 
feathers intact. He cooked a capon 
inside and arranged the end result to 
look like a live bird. 

"His imagination never ends,” 
said Sophia Drougas. "Everyday he 
changes the specialties." 

Jimmy’s endless imagination is 
matched only by his perserverance. 

He was not satisfied with excelling 
at the International Cooking School 
so he devised a way to continue his 
studies when the school informed him 
there was nothing else they could 
teach him. 

The Greek ambassadors from all 
over the world invited him to be their 
guest in their foreign posts. But 
Jimmy did not treat the experience as 
a vacation. 

In each different country he went 
to the best chef at the best restaurant 
asking if he could work for them — for 
free — to widen his own culinary 
knowledge. 

First he went to France, the apex 
of world cuisine. Then on to Hungary, 
Serbia, Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, Holland — 
and throughout Europe, Asia and the 
Middle East, staying for a short time 
with the top chefs of each country. 
Each time he left he was paid even 
though he had not asked for any 
money. He left with a wealth of 
knowledge. 

Jimmy made a giant recipe book 
that he used for a time afterwards, but 
he has no use for it anymore. Pointing 
to his head and grinning 
mischievously, he says, "It’s all in 
here.” 

Jimmy thoroughly enjoys his 
profession and he not only invents 
different dishes all the time, he names 
them also. "I like a lot of variety," he 
said. Jimmy has specialties from all 
over the world and naming them is not 
a haphazard process. There is a story 
behind every name. 

In fact, it was Jimmy’s practice of 
naming each dish that landed him his 


position as chef lor King Constantine. 

Jimmy had seen a filet mignon dish 
called Mendallion Jacqueline Onassis 
in the Belle Helene retaurant in 
Athens. 

Jimmy had cooked for Aristotle 
Onassis and he knew Jacqueline 
somewhat but he did not like her. 

He improved the Belle Helene 
version of the dish and renamed it 
Mendallion Anna Maria, after King 
Constantine’s wife, whom he liked 

Jimmy said seven other hotels 
adopted the dish. Mendallion Anna 
Maria is two small filet mignons with 
a chicken liver sauce over one filet 
and a mourney sauce over the other. 
Asparagus and fried bananas 
surround the meat. Jimmy serves it 
with a green pea, rice and mushroom 
mixture topped with a glazed tomato. 

Above this dish on his menu, 
Jimmy listed another filet mignon 
dish called Poppuette De-Sa Mazeste, 
translating into “the greatest per¬ 
son." Jimmy said he did not have any 
particular person in mind when he 
named the dish. 

Someone else, however, thought he 
did. 

Shortly thereafter, King Con¬ 
stantine and a friend made a surprise 
visit to the restaurant. When Con¬ 
stantine saw the menu with the 
Poppuette dish above the Mendallion, 
he assumed the Poppuette referred to 
him, was flattered, and ordered the 
two specialties. 

Poppuette De-Sa Mazeste is a 
rolled filet mignon stuffed with a ham, 
mushroom, egg and cheese filling and 
covered with a Madeira sauce. 
Asparagus in a sauce vinigrette and 
carrots julienne accompany this dish. 

The King was highly impressed. 
But Jimmy was not hired yet. 

The next week, Constantine’s 
mother, Queen Frederique, came in 
with three friends. They were 
traveling incognito but Jimmy 
recognized them. He did not show 
them a menu and prepared four of his 
best dishes for them. 

The Queen was so impressed that 
she told the King about Jimmy. The 
royal family then checked out Jim¬ 
my’s politics and his history and 
approved of him. 

One week later, Jimmy was the 
Chef for the King. He cooked for 
Constantine from 1969 to 1971 when he 
was exiled. 

While he was in Italy, his most 
popular specialty was named the 
"Breast of Sophia Loren.” It is a filet 
mignon surrounded by 16 different 
vegetables, topped with a white 
Mornier sauce and garnished with a 
burnt onion ring and a mushroom cap. 

After Sophia Loren got married, 
she and another actress went to 
celebrate at Vladimiros where Jimmy 
was the chef. They were both 
disguised as “ordinary people." 

Loren ordered the dish named 
after her. and liked it so much that she

the fire — not even trying to put out the 
small flames and smoldering needles all 
around them. 

The road would block that fire after it 
traveled a few feet. That much brush 
would have to be lost — the real fire was 
on the other side. 

Once the tank was filled, Duffy got 
behind the wheel of the squat pumper, 
and with Brownell beside him, headed 
down a trail that was never made for a 
truck. 

Engine six had already broken one 
axel traveling through these woods to 
light this fire. If it broke one on this trip 
the truck would be stuck in the midst of 
flame and smoke. 

"As you can see, this is a really 
beautiful area," said Duffy, as he pulled 
up. It must have been once, green run¬ 
ning down to the edge of the reservoir. 
Now it was black. 

Brownell took the hose over his 
shoulder, and hauled it up and over a 
steep hill. On the other side, flames leapt 
up in yet un-torched bushes. 

He only had about 400 feet of hose to 
work with, but he kept circling around, 
trying to get close enough to put out a 
section of the fire that was flaming up 
taller than he was. 

The spot was 30 feet farther than the 
stream of water could reach. 

“Forget it," yelled Duffy, "there's no 
way we can reach that. It'll just have to 
burn down to the water.” 

There was enough water in the truck 
to douse about 100 square yards of 
ground. Then it was hack to the pump on 
the other side of the fire. 

By the time they got back to the fire, 
the spot they had just hosed down was 
starting to smoke and burn again. And 
the fire had consumed the last 30 feet of 
brush to the water’s edge. 

“What can you do, it’s a small truck,” 
said Brownell. “We just start to put it 
out, the wind kicks up — and bango, the 
whole Fells goes up." 

Duffy said that he thinks the whole 
mess was started by a campfire. 

“There’s a campfire right near the 
origin of the fire,” he explained. “As a 
matter of fact, they’re still pouring water 
into that area right now." 

“Almost any fire we fight up here, 
there’s a campfire nearby. They 
probably don’t mean to start it, maybe 
they just covered it with dirt and didn’t 
water it down. 

“Then a wind comes up. . .” he 
concluded. "We’ll be here for weeks.”

Residents and businesses who ex¬ 
perience more lhan four false alarms in 
one year with their security systems will 
have to pay a charge of $25 per incident 
starting in mid July. 

The Board of Selectmen Monday 
unanimously approved this regulation 
proposed by the police department which 
the board hopes will have the effect of 
reducing false alarms from last year’s 
level of 2,OOt) and thus ease the response 
burden on the police. The charge will be 
paid to the police department 

The Board plans to ask the Govern¬ 
ment Regulations Committee to approve 
this regulation, with some amendments, 
as a by-law. The by-law would then need 
linal approval in ihe loll town meeting 
before it becomes law. 

Selectmen only have Ihe power to 
impose a charge lor false alarms while 
the regulation stands, but a by-law would 
empower the town to issue penalties. The 
town could then issue fines of up to $100 
dollars for repeated false alarms. 

"The most pressing need for this 
regulation is that it becomes distressing 
to the police department to have all these 
false alarms because they respond to 


each one," said Randall. 

The new by-law would, however, offer 
some leeway to owners of security 
systems. The selectmen Monday also 
created an appeals board to give alarm 
owners a chance to dispute their fines. 
Selectmen Michael Saraco and Wade 
Welch were appointed to the sub 
committee and town employees with 
technical expertise may be added later 

The police bad volunteered to act as 
the appeals board but Selectmen 
chairman Eddie O’Connell rejected that 
idea saying. "They can’t be both judge 
and jury.” 

Selectmen also rejected part ol the 
police department proposal calling lor a 
$10 fee for appealing a penalty. “We want 
to make it easy lor someone who has 
repeatedly been penalized," said Town 
Manager Tom Groux. 

Selectmen rejected three other 
penalties in Ihe regulation because they 
do not have the authority to impose them. 
McHugh and Mawn had asked that three 
actions intentional false alarms, 
lailure lo register alarm devices, and use 
ol exterior audible alarms — be 
punishable with a fine of $100. These 
additions may be added to the proposed 


by-law. 

Selectmen will also add a provision 
specifying that ownership of buglar 
alarms be kept confidential. 

Since 1975 every document in the 
hands of a public official is public in- 
lormation unless a statute specifies 
otherwise. 

Although Randall noted that police 
will probably not release information on 
burglar alarms ownership without a 
court order, he wanted to clarify the 
confidentiality aspect in Ihe by-law. so 
the issue will not arise. 

"Every person will agree that it is not 
a good idea to post a list of all people that 
have burglar alarms or to have that 


information available to anybody,” 
Randall said. 

Six months ago. concerned citizens 
and the police department asked the 
selectmen to investigate the problem of 
noise and lost police man hours caused 
by false alarms. 

"It was Cliiet McHugh who came up 
with tiie method," said Groux. "The false 
alarms are not always intentional but 
often occur because ol inadequate in¬ 
stallation and improper use ol the 
system 

"Alarms are a good thing," Groux 
siad "But when they are abused, it puls 
an extra burden on the police and neigh 
hors."

1 Condo Plan Gets 
Mixed Reviews 


By GREG ANKIG JR. 

Preliminary plans to develop a 
condominium project north of Plato terr. 
drew restrained praise from the Plan¬ 
ning Board Monday night. 

Richie Whitten, a member of the 
group devising the plans, told the board 
that the proposal includes about 114 
housing units in an as yet undetermined 
number of buildings dispersed in clusters 
over 65 acres. The units would be 
designed primarily for elderly people, 
Whitten said, with no building greater 
than three stories high. 

Grouped in clusters of differing sizes 
throughout the area, the buildings would 
be accessible from a road to be built off 
North Cambridge st. Whitten said the 
planners had not yet decided how many 
housing units would be contained in each 
building. 

The site for the project is the heavily- 
wooded, hilly area west of Wainwright 
i d. along the Woburn town line, south to 
Pluto terr. In additon to the housing 
units, the project would feature a 
recreational facility and would leave 
much of the scenery intact, Whitten said. 

Although board members were 
generally enthusiastic about the project 

to be called Sachem Woods — they 
(jointed out that important details still 
needed to be worked out. The board was 
especially skeptical about the prac¬ 
ticality of having only one access to the 
project. 

Board member Clarence S. 
Borggaard said if everyone living in 
Sachem Woods were to use a car, the 
entrance would probably become 
overcrowded. One entrance would also 
be inconvenient for the condominium 
residents, he said. 

“If you have to drive in the opposite 
direction from where you want to go, 
people will be upset," he said. “You don’t 
want to drive a mile to go 400 yards." 

Board member Charles N. Tseckares 
agreed, adding that other problems could 
arise because police, fire and ambulance 
vehicles might be slowed by only one 
entrance. 

Board chairman Marion G. Crandall 


asked the developers about creating an 
alternatin' or emergency access to the 
project north through Woburn. Whitten's 
brother, Chub, who also has been 
working on the plans, responded that the 
land necessary for anothei access road 
was loo expensive. 

Robbie Whitten added that having 
only one access helps the project to be 
self-contained and limits interaction with 
residents of homes bordering the 
development “(The project' doesn't 
depend on neighbor cooperation," he 
said. 

Before the project can he built, tbe 
area under consideration must be 
rezoned through a Town Meeting vote. 
Currently, only single family homes may 
be built on the property 

If Town Meeting votes to rezone the 
district, the developers must then 
receivea special permit to build from the 
Board of Appeals, which acts on a 
recommendation by the Planning Board. 

The Planning Board told the 
developers last night they will need to 
change the zone to a "planned residential 
district." Planned residential districts 
permit garden apartments and town 
houses of three stores or less a- well as 
one-family homes. 

Tseckares said that because the 
project requires less than two housing 
units per acre ot land, the plan would 
easily conform to the sis unit per acre 
limit for planned residential districts 

Before attending Town Meeting, 
however, Crandall said the developers 
should come to the Planning Board’s 
Aug. 17 meeting with more detailed plans 
including a description of the drainage 
system to be used. 

After next month's Planning Board 
meeting, Robbie said the planners would 
like to present the final proposal for the 
project to the Nov. 2 Town Meeting, lie 
asked the board members whether they 
thought Winchester residents would 
approve the zoning change for the 
project. 

Tseckares responded that, although

The School Committee unanimously 
approved reappointment and tenure for 
three third-year staff teachers Monday, 
but not before voicing their disapproval 
of the tenure system. 

A fourth teacher, Marilyn E. Stone, 
did not receive School Committee ap¬ 
proval. 

Stone, a part time Social Studies 
teacher at Winchester High School was 
not reelected to a fourth year and con¬ 
sequently tenured because the School 
Committee agreed she was a good 
teacher but not a superior one. 

"I feel that, at this time, it is im¬ 
portant that we hire superior teachers, 
rather than merely good teachers," said 
School Committee member Constance 
Papas. 

The committee approved the reap¬ 


pointment and tenure of Sandra .1 
Beachman, a foreign language teacher at 
McCall Junior High School; Pamela E. 
Brooks, a Social Studies teacher at 
Winchester High School and John A. 
Pirani, an instructor with the AID 
program at Winchester High School. 

All three will instruct in full-time 
positions in the HIH1-H2 school year 
The vote was taken because new full 
and part-time teaching positions opened 
up within the school system. 

Under the tenure system, the School 
Committee must vote on whether to 
rehire a teacher after that teacher has 
taught for three years. 

A tenured teacher receives the 
equivalent of a lifetime contract and can

Purity Supreme's plans include changing 
the store entrance to face Skillings rd., 
rebuilding the Main st. facade and 
planting trees. 

"We got the CARD plan fast and we're 
using it fast," said Economic 

Fells Fire 
Put Out 
By Rain 

The fire which destroyed 20 acres of 
brush in the Winchester Fells last week is 
out, thanks to the week-end's rain. 

But now town officials are burning to 
increase patrols in the Fells, and prevent 
further blazes. 

The town's Water Department has 
already stepped up patrols in its section 
of the Fells, and Town Manager Thomas 
Groux has asked the Metropolitan 
District Commission to do the same. 

According to Fire Chief Robert 
McElhinney, the fire, which had been 
burning on two sides of the South 
Reservoir for nearly a week, had been 
doused finally by Sunday’s rain. 

“The rain really helped out,” he said 
Monday. “We’re pulling hoses out of 
there today. We went through the whole 
area this morning, and there wasn’t a 
wisp of smoke.” 

The chief said that the Fire Depart¬ 
ment nearly had the fire under control by 
Friday night, but there were still a few 
patches of smoke, and a few "hot spots" 
burning underground. 

"But the heavy rains really knocked 
the heck out of those," he added. 

McElhinney said that even if some hot 
spots, underground patches of fire, 
survived the rain, his department should 
be able to put them out quickly when they 
flare up. 

“If we have any, we'll be able to 
handle them with a couple of tanks of 
water,” he said. "It would have been a lot 
tougher to control them if it hadn’t 
rained.” 

But McElhinney added they might 
also be tough to control if none sees the 
flames. Patrols in the Fells are needed, 
he said, to keep an eye on the area. 

The town Water Department has 
already decided to increase its patrols

There is probably only one man in 
town everyone could trust with just about 
anything. 

John Carroll. 

The forty-nine year-old Carroll, 
usually clad in a conservative short- 
sleeved shirt, a jacket, and at times, a 
baseball hat, has turned errand running 
into a small and successful business. 

If anyone in town needs to run an 
errand, but doesn’t have lime, John 
Carroll is hailed. 

On almost any day, he can be found 
rushing off on an errand or joking with 
townspeople downtown. 

What started out as a favor for Terry 
Mack at Puffer Insurance 25 years ago 
has now turned into "somewhat of a 
business" for Carroll, Mack said 

Because of his trustworthy 
reputation, “people think nothing of 
giving him $50 dollars to deposit into 
their private bank accounts," said police 
officer Kevin Mawn, whose known 


Development Coordinator John Con¬ 
nery who was instrumental in obtaining a 
CARD designation for Winchester and in 
obtaining the loan for Purity Supreme. 

“Let's keep it (CARDi rolling and use 
as much of that ten million dollars as we 
can," Connery continued. “Let's use it 
and get every penny of that available 
money." 

Under the CARD program, ten million 
dollars in low-interest loans is available 
to businesses for improvements that the 
state hopes will also revitalize downtown 
centers. These loans are backed by 
taxfree MIFA bonds. MIFA sells the 
bonds to banks who then loan the money 
to businesses. 

MIFA spokesperson MariJo 
McCarthy said one of the main reasons 
MIFA approved Purity Supreme’s 
request was that Winchester officials had 
presented the plans for the project to her 
and stressed their importance to Win¬ 
chester's overall revitalization. 

"John Connery and Rita Spence 
(Chamber Executive Director) indicated 
that it was important for the downtown 
center to have a supermarket within 
walking distance of the shopping area," 
she said. “And we agreed." 

Connery recently completed a study 
of Winchester center and discovered that 
one third of the shoppers there are drawn 
to the area because of the supermarket. 

George llumann, Vice President of 
Real Estate at Purity Supreme, said they 
are contacting all the local banks in 
Winchester now to work out the details of 
the bonds. 

"The sooner we get that money, the 
better," llumann said. 

According to McCarthy, Purity 
Supreme now has the freedom to sign 
contracts and make official renovation 
plans. If they work quickly, McCarthy 
said Purity Supreme could obtain their 
final MIFA vote by August (i. The final 
vote releases the money for a bank to 
purchase loans. 

Winchester officials and Purity 
Supreme not only worked together to 
obtain the bonds, they have also worked 
together to design the plans. 

Economic Development Committee 
Chairman Dan LaGatta said the 
$1,745,000 bond approval had "very 
important implications for Winchester’s 
overall revitalization." "It's a large 
piece of land (Finast lot) lying there thal 
was not contributing to the center at all," 
LaGatta said. “Now it will be an asset to 
the downtown." “We worked with them 
(Purity Supreme) and they were very 
good about letting us help to design the 
storefront, the parking area, the planting 
of the trees, etc.,” said Connery. "This is 
a real coup for the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Committee." 

As a result of cooperation with the 
town. Purity Supreme agreed to use a 
split rib cement block for the store’s 
exterior Main st. facade to prevent 
graffitti from being inscribed on the 
store. Connery said that this material 
will probably cost Purity Supreme about 
$20,000 more than the cost of a smooth 
surface type of brick, originally planned 
for the store's Main st. exterior.

Carroll since Carroll's father ran a 
Maple Leaf Meat Truck in Winchester. 

“He recently developed a price list 
and has a book where he records what 
he’s doing and where he has to go," Mack 
said. "He loves working here." 

"I charge50 cents for food orders and 
errands to the bank and post office," said 
Carroll. "But for coffee and Irappes, I 
only charge a quarter." 

Carroll has been running his small 
business for 2lf years It went into full¬ 
swing two years after his family moved 
into Winchester. Carroll continues his 
services in Winchester but now lives with 
his mother and father in Stoneham 

"I used to hang around town a lot and 
eventually became friends with lots of 
people,” he said. 

“That’s when it all started." 

In town at 10 a.m. and out at 4 p.m., 
Carroll works hard but does it all purely 
for enjoyment, lie really doesn't have to 
work because he receives a sizable 
allowance from his parents every month. 


"I like it a lot,” Carroll said. “It’s a 
good job." 

“He really performs a wonderful 
service lor the people,” D'Este Hanson, 
owner of Winchester Health Foods said. 
"We all appreciate him so much, it’s nice 
to have him around town." 

In addition to his interest in baseball, 
basketball and hockey, Carroll devotes 
most of his energy to his work in town. He 
looks forward to coming into town and 
seeing all his friends. He estimates that 
he knows almost 61) percent of those 
working in the downtown area. 

“I don’t know all their names," he 
said. "There are too many of them. When 
I see them, we stop and talk. Sometimes 
I'll go for a coffee with them." 

Shopkeepers call Carroll the most 


dependable, efficient, cheerful and 
conscientious person in town, adding this 
is quite an achievement for a han¬ 
dicapped person. 

Carroll has been handicapped with 
epilepsy for 3H years. And he was doubly 
handicapped Irom a knee injury 
resulting in blood poisoning and brain 
damage when he was 11. 

Carroll’s hardship began one night 42 
years ago when his parents went out to 
the movies. According to his father, 
Carroll's babysitter was busy watching 
TV when he caught his knee on a chair 
and was injured. 

"At that time there was no penicillin 
which could have cured the blood- 
poisoning," he said. 

"We tried to save some money and not 


call for our doctor to come, which would 
have cost us $2,” the elder Carroll said. 
"I was only making $24 a week.” 

Instead, Carroll was brought to 
Cambridge Hospital where he was given 
an ace bandage and was instructed not to 
take it off. 

"At one point, John was in so much 
pain that I removed the bandage, Carroll 
said. “It was hot enough to fry an egg on 
it.” 

John’s leg was infected and was ex¬ 
tremely swollen. An operation to stop the 
blood poisoning was too late. “The 
poisoned blood already traveled up to his 
brain," Carroll's father said. 

Carroll’s fate was decided. He was 
unable to attend a public school on a 
normal basis and learn with children his 
own age. 

Carroll, however, hasn’t had an 
epileptic seizure for five years and has 
never had an attack in town, his father

Minuteman Council Proposes Budget For Seniors 


The Minuteman Home Care Cor¬ 
poration (MHCC) Area Agency on Aging 
Advisory Council recently recommended 
a budget for Fiscal Year 1982 which 
reflects a new emphasis on support for 
advocacy efforts for elders and a 
focusing of resources for those elders 
with few service options. 

Anticipated cuts on the federal level 
will mean reductions in transportation, 
employment and legal services for the 
elderly. The Advisory Council made the 
recommendation for the use of funds 
under Title III-B of the Older Americans 
Act to the MHCC Board of Directors, 
which will act on the Council’s proposal 
at its Aug. 3rd meeting. 

The FY 1982 Title III budget was 
developed as part of an annual update of 
a three-year Area Plan which was ap¬ 
proved by the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment of Elder Affairs in 1981. 

The budget was planned in an¬ 
ticipation of level funding for the Older 
Americans Act programs in FY '82, a 


result of limited federal dollars for 
human service programs. 

The Council used service-need 
priorities determined in last year's Area 
Plan to make their funding recom¬ 
mendations. Transportation to medical 
appointments, rated the number one 
need, will be expanded when two new 
handicapped-equipped vans are received 
late in 1981. 

However, budget limitations have 
forced a reduction in operating funds for 
the current program from $57,000 in FY 
1981 to $52,000 in FY 1982. 

A second Adult Day Health Center, 
located in Acton, was recommended for 
funding at $12,000. Hospice Care Inc. a 
program which meets the medical and 
social needs of families with terminally 
ill members, received a recommendation 
for $5000 to begin their service. 

To strengthen the statewide elderly 
advocacy network, a $4000 grant was 
recommended to the Massachusetts 
Assn, of Older Americans. 


Existing programs recommended for 
continuation are as follows: In-Home 
Health Assessments, $600; Protective 
Services, $15,439; Senior Citizens Law 
Project, $42,000; Project HIRE 
Employment Bank, $8,667; House- 
Sharing Program, $5000; Mass. Deaf 
Senior Center, $2245; and LIFE Nursing 
Home Advocacy and Ombudsman, 
$16,000. 

The Reagan Administration has 
proposed severe cuts in the federal Legal 
Services Corporation budget. These cuts 
will force a reduction in services by the 
Senior Citizens Law Project, (SCLP) 
although SCLP will receive the same 
level of funding as in FY 1981 from MH¬ 
CC. 

Copies of the updated Area Plan on 
Aging for FY 1982 are available for 
review at public libraries and Councils on 
Aging offices in the MHCC area. Sum¬ 
maries of the updated plan and copies of 
the 1981 three-year Area Plan may be 
obtained at Minuteman Home Care

elderly will consider running for, or 
selecting peers as candidates for the fall 
elections to the Silver Haired 
Legislature. The primary purpose of the 
mock program is to develop a means of 
reflecting the concerns and needs of 
seniors citizens. 

Election this year will be held on 
Tuesday, Sept. 15, at the Jenks Senior 
Center. The polling place will be open 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Nomination 
petitions for Senator or Representative of 
our District are due on July 31. It is 
requisite for candidates to obtain 50 
signatures. 


Two candidates have already shown 
an interest in participating in the House 
and Senate programs. Margaret and 
Clarence Borggaard are running for 
office. Others who are interested in 
serving may obrtain nomination papers 
at the Center. 

It is important for all senior citizens to 
come and vote on September 15 to sup¬ 
port the candidates if we want 
representation among the communities 
of the state. 

The 1981-1983 elections will be for a 
two-year term for the 160 seats in the 
House of Representatives and 40 seats in 
the Senate. When introduced for the first 


time this past year, SHL elections were 
for a one-year term only. 

Jessie and Arthur Pratt served ably 
during this initial term. Those elected 
will attend a 3-day session at the State 
House in November and participate in 
General Court Hearings. 

During the past year the 160 
representatives and 40 senators in the 
mock legislature adopted 12 bills which 
were sent along to the regular 
Legislature for consideration. 

Many of the bills are currently before 
the Ways and Means Committee. Others 
have been incorporated in bills of the 
regular legislature.

Police arrested a 33-year-old 
Somerville man last week and charged 
him with larceny and breaking and en¬ 
tering in the nighttime. 

Kenneth J. Babineau was discovered 
hiding in the bushes in the park area of 
Sandy Beach shortly after midnight 
when a cough gave him away.

Quick Town Government Fix 


All you town government 
junkies aren’t going to get your 
fix this week. 

The Board of Selectmen took 
the week off. The School Com¬ 
mittee met, but only for a half- 
hour. Some of you could get a 
minor high from the Planning 
Board or the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, but for the real addict, 
the person who just has to have 
staggeringly important town 
decisions every week, these are 
no relief. 

So as a public service to these 
poor sufferers, I’d like to offer an 
antidote - the re-usable, all¬ 
purpose, town government story 
(complete with appropriate 
quotes). 

Creating one of these isn’t as 
difficult as you might expect. 
The first thing you have to do is 
think of an issue. 

You can make up your own, 
but if you want suggestion, try 
these oft-discussed topics. 

Selectmen: Re-evaluation; 

the water system; stopping over¬ 
time parking, false alarms, or 
public drinking; cable television 
or downtown revitalization. 

For the School Committee: 
What Prop. 2.5 has done to our 
schools; what Prop. 2.5 has done 
to our staff; what Prop. 2.5 has 
done to our children’s education. 


All right, have you picked one 
yet? Good. Then all you really 
need is the quotations to go with 
the stories. 

This is an easy task, since 
town officials invariably use the 
same phrases over and over 
again. 

At some point, Selectman 
Wade Welch will tell the board 
that ‘T’ve been sitting here 
quietly, but this really ticks me 
off.” Or, he will declare himself 
"an unrepentant liberal,” who is 
“caught between the devil and 
the deep blue sea." 

Board of Selectmen chairman 
Edward O’Connell will say the 
word "schedule" with a soft 
"sch," tell the board they must 
proceed cautiously but ex¬ 
peditiously with whatever 
matter is under consideration, 
and crack a few bad puns. 

Sometimes he has to stretch 
those, like the time he was ad¬ 
dressing the Chamber of 
Commerce’s CARD forum, and 
came up with the classic, "The 
guys in the fire station think 
we're playing gin rummy in 
here." 

Another easy way to get an 
O'Connell quote is to scramble 
three or four metaphors 
together. For example, "the

Pick a day in July The ninth, 
let's say, when the summer is 
still young and the Glorious 
Fourth a recent event. Pick a 
day like todSy. 

What does July Ninth mean to 
people? What has it meant for 
me? To find out, I turned to my 
diaries, 22 volumes of them 
dating back to the days of hula 
hoops and 1 Like Ike. Listen to 
what they have to say about this 
date in one person’s life . . . 

When I was 11,1 was bitten by 
a spider on the Ninth of July. The 
day's entry consists of a colorful 
description of the bite, a run¬ 
down of the circumstances 
surrounding it and, with a 
morbidity characteristic of the 
age, the bloody bandage itself, 
taped to the top of the page. 

My twelfth July Ninth found 
me wondering why I hadn’t had a 
letter from the boyfriend I'd 
hastily developed the month 
before to lend poignance to my 
departure for summer camp. I 
used to hide those letters, written 
in code incidentally, under the 
Camp Fernwood emblem of my 
cot blanket. 

The next couple of years 
reveal entries dealing with 
camplife, which team had won 
the softball game, who was likely 
to be elected team captain for 
the season . . . There was a lot of 
good learning in those years at 
camp and it was a relief in a way 
to be exempted from all the boy- 
girl stuff that was going on at 
home in the summer. It was 
more fun to spend time on my 
backhand than on my hair 
anyway. 

There's one year's entry at 
Camp that does revolve around 
boys though. It was the summer 
I was 16 and a Junior Counselor. 
I’d developed a friendship with a 
boy at a neighboring camp with 
whom we sometimes had dan¬ 
ces. He played in the camp band 
and revealed on the Ninth of July 
that the boys at Camp Half Moon 
no longer cared to have dances 
with the Fernwood girls. 

We weren't allowed to wear 
dresses at these things and the 
Half Moon boys didn't want to 


"dance with another bunch of 
guys in bermuda shorts." There 
was no negotiating on this one, I 
knew: the dress ban came from 
the camp's owner and director 
who also happened to be my 
mom. I knew all about her 
feelings on matters of this kind. 
A 10-second glimpse of American 
Bandstand would send her into a 
rage ("Why aren’t those 
children out playing? !” she used 
to say). 

Then there were the college 
summers. The year I worked as 
a lifeguard, July Ninth found me 
in a jealous stew over my older 
sister and the next-door- 
neighbor who doubled as an on- 
again-off-again boyfriend for the 
better part of a decade. He was 
showing some interest in her, it 
seemed, and I believed it was 
only because of her status as an 
older woman. I was all the more 
affronted because he and I 
always figured we were more or 
less betrothed. 

By the next year, though, he 
was forgotten. I spent the day on 
a camping trip with another old 
friend. We climbed Mt. 
Washington; I remember the 
bugs and mugginess at the 
bottom, hearing the plots to the 
entire Tolkien trilogy on the way 
up, and all that remarkable snow 
at the top. We ate ham sand¬ 
wiches and camped out beside a 
brook. 

And the years continued to 
turn. 

The next year I started living 
on my own for the summer. I had 
a job on Beacon Hill then and I 
met the Speaker of the House on 
July Ninth. The Speaker was 
Robert Quinn back then and it 
was nice meeting him. But a 
nicer thing that happened that 
day was that the boy I worked 
with, a senior at Harvard, asked 
me out on a date for the first 
time. I didn't know then that 
we'd end up marrying. 

We didn't marry in fact for 
two more years. The intervening 
summer found us at the 
Esplanade July Ninth, hearing 
Beethoven’s "Eroica." I lived 
with my cousin that summer in 


an Allston apartment. It rained 
almost every weekend but we 
didn’t care. We read 19th- 
century novels together five 
stories above Commonwealth 
avenue. 

Then I was married. July 
Ninth of ’70 found me painting 
our first apartment. July Ninth 
of ’71 found me painting our 
second apartment, a roachy box 
provided by Harvard Housing. 
We were good and poor those 
years and we worked real hard, 
my husband at the task of ear¬ 
ning an MBA, and I at the task of 
teaching high school English. 

And time went by. There were 
more and more diaries on the 
shelf by my bed. 

I read Alice in Wonderland 
one July Ninth, in preparation 
for a course I was creating called 
Fantasy in Literature. I saw a 
Noel Coward play another July 
Ninth, and walked to Cambridge 
the year after that to catch a 
James Bond double feature in 
the mouldy but comfortable 
balcony of the Harvard Square 
Theater. 

1976 brought the Bicentennial 
and a trip to Philadelphia on July 
Ninth to visit the former camp 
counselor who first taught me 
Lifesaving. Air Force One was 
just arriving then with President 
Ford and so our flight was held 
up on the runway. I was 
pregnant. I remember ordering 
a Manhattan over Connecticut 
and wondering about the future. 
I knew I wouldn’t be teaching 
after the baby arrived. 

And I didn't. By the following 
year the life of a high school 
teacher seemed entirely foreign 
to me, enmeshed as I was by 
then in the round of baths and 
naps and gooey meals. We went 
to the wedding of one of my old 
students that July Ninth. She'd 
been in my class one of the first 
years I taught and now here she 
was all grown up and marrying a 
dentist. I remarked in my diary 
at the time that it seemed 
strange to see all her 
bridesmaids and still remember 
what they'd written their senior 
term papers on. Time seemed 
to be moving awfully fast. 


After the wedding we dropped 
by a club to hear an old friend 
who was playing in a group 
there. He was the boy from 
Camp Half Moon. In the in¬ 
tervening years he'd married 
one of my college roommates, 
been divorced and owned a 
recording studio with my 
husband. It was a nice ending to 
the day to sit and hear him play. 
Not a girl in the place was 
wearing bermudas. 

And so I approached 30 — 
approached it and passed it. The 
last few July Ninths center 
around talk of the children. One 
year the cousin of the Com¬ 
monwealth ave. novels offered to 
babysit so we could have an 
escape weekend. We pictured a 
second honeymoon in the Ver¬ 
mont Country Inn we’d chosen, 
but the temperature was 95 that 
day and the room a monastic 10 x 
10. Of course there was no air 
conditioning. It wasn't much of a 
honeymoon. 

The year after that my sister 
came up from Florida July Ninth 
with her husband and child. She 
didn’t in the end marry the next- 
door-neighbor any more than I 
did. But she did marry his older 
sister’s ex-husband who has four 
children from that marriage . . . 
and so I am in a sense in that 
boy’s family after all, and aunt 
to his nieces and nephews, the 
same as if I’d married him like 
we planned in the ninth grade. 

And last year? Last year we 
were at the Cape. July Ninth was 
overcast and very windy. The 
children were napping heavily as 
I wrote in my diary; their father 
napped too, a copy of Shogun 
open on his chest. I lay on an old 
glider on the screened-in porch. I 
was supposed to be reading 
Margaret Mead’s autobiography 
that afternoon, but I wasn't 
reading it. I was just listening to 
that wind. It’s blown a lot of 
people into my life. It's blown 
events around in some curious 
and surprising patterns for me. 
What will it blow me this year I 
wonder? And how will my diary 
read for the Ninth of July, 1981? 
1985? 1999? 
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Survey Shows Downtown Merchants, 
Shoppers Disagree On Needed Ingredients 


A poll ol Winchester center disclosed 

I lint I he area lacks a number of 
ingredients needed to complete a recipe 
lor a healthy, profitable downtown 
business center. 

These findings are the results of two 
surveys completed by Economic 
Development Coordinator John Connery. 
They are one aspect of an overall market 
analysis he is conducting 

With the help of the League of Women 
Voters and the Jaycees, Connery polled a 
total ol 242 shoppers on Thursday, June 

II and Saturday, June 13. Two hundred 
interviews must be completed for a 
survey .to be considered a stale valid 
sample. Connery also'polled each 
business. 

'"’These results have set the economic 
climate " Connery said proudly 
displaying a sheaf of typed survey 
results. "Some of it is obvious, but if you 
don't colled the information and have it 
on paper, then you’re just blowing wind 
yourself.” 

Although Connery said some people 
polled complained that they are tired of 
surveys and questioned t heir 
significance. Connery said, “It's im¬ 
portant to establish a base of in¬ 
formal ion 

These surveys, along with an urban 
design study, a parking study and the 
land and zoning analyses are just 
technical elements to help us create a 
revitalization plan,” he said. “They are 
not the plan itself.” 

One glaring hole Connery found in a 
potentially healthy” downtown recipe is 
the lack of agreement between shoppers 
and retailers about what the downtown 
needs. 

While seventy live percent of the 
retailers polled identified parking as the 
major downtown problem, only forty 
eight percent of the shoppers named 
parking the number one problem. 

.Sixty percent of the shoppers said the 
retail mix downtown is the biggest 
drawback of the center. 

tin the other side of the counter, only 
22 percent of the businesspersons named 
retail mix as a problem. 

"Parking is a problem," agreed 
Connery, "But retail mix is also, and 
we'll have to work on both or we won't 
sucoed.” 

When asked what additions they 
would like to see in Winchester center, 
shoppers mentioned a department store, 
a cinema, another restaurant bar and a 
liquor store. 

"The department store is nostalgia 
speaking," said Connery. "We could 
create a number of small stores in a 
large area but we could not attract 
another Filene’s. 

(tther changes suggested by retailers 
were improvement in the center’s ex¬ 
terior design, a liquor store, a downtown 
mall and fewer loiterers. 

Another discrepancy between 
shoppers and retailers’ perceptions 
concerned the mode of transportation 
shoppers use to get to Winchester Center. 

Twice as many shoppers polled said 
they walk to the center as opposed to 
driving. But retailers said eight people 
drive for each person who walks. 

"They (retailers) may be forgetting 


their local walk-in trade,” Connery said. 

According to Connery, it is ideal for a 
"healthy" downtown center to have a one 
to one relationship between retail goods 
and professional services on the first 
floor store spaces. 

But the ratio in Winchesler is two to 
one in favor ol services. "Obviously 
something here should be addressed," 
Connery said. 

Pointing to the survey results that 30.4 
percent of the downtown commercial 
space is retail goods, Connery said, “This 
number won't be easy to raise, but we'll 
focus on it," adding that a lot of down¬ 
towns even have a six to four ratio in 
favor of retail. 

Winchester center now has a six 
percent vacancy rate, which Connery 
termed “a little ftbovc average, adding 
that he expects it to go even higher. 

"I’m not sure yet what we’ll try to 
attract to Winchester to fill the vacan¬ 
cies, but I think we could look at the 
possibilities of a book store and a tobacco 
store,” Connery said. “I’m not going to 
solicit another restaurant at this point. 

“I've got a lot of raw numbers but I 
want to pul them together before I make 
any recommendations," he added. 

Connery detected another drawback 
of the center concerning ownership of the 
stores as opposed to renting. 

Ninety two percent of the retailers 
rent their stores with only eight percent 
owning their actual space. “That’s low,” 
Connery said shaking his head. “It's 
normal to have more renters than owners 
but the average is 20 to 25 percent 
owners. 

"It's important that we have more 
owners, he continued. "They’d take more 
pride in their storefronts. "I will address 
this issue." 

One half of the storeowners have been 
in Winchester for ten years or more and 
one third for over 20 years. “That says 
there is a nucleus that has been surviving 
and making it here and there are others 
that keep turning over," Connery ex¬ 
plained. 

The incomes supported that finding. 

Fifty percent of the retailers said 
sales were up by 13 percent this year, 36 
percent said sales were constant and 12.5 
said sales decreased by an average of 
nine percent. "About half the retailers 
are not keeping with inflation,” Connery 
said. 

The survey also disclosed that Win¬ 
chester center is operating primarily as 
a convenience center. 

One out of every two shoppers polled 
said they come to the center daily. Four 
out of five shoppers said they come down 
more than once a week. 

“That says they’re here for con¬ 
venience," Connery said, adding that this 
finding makes sense because it reflects - 
the inventory of the stores. 

Seventy three percent of shoppers 
surveyed come to Winchester because of 
convenience, 15 percent because of the 
services, seven percent because of the 
stores themselves. 

Seventy five percent of the shoppers 
are residents. "It's almost totally a local 
market," Connery said. 

Survey results showed that one out of 
every three shoppers are drawn to 


Winchester center by the government 
and postal services. “People are always 
saying 'let’s move Town Hall to a dif¬ 
ferent location,’ Connery said. “But they 
don't realize that those services draw a 
good number of people here." 

Another magnet attracting shoppers 
to the center is the supermarket. 

Thirty five percent of the shoppers 
surveyed said they came downtown for 
food. "That shows you how important 
Purity Supreme is," Connery noted. "If 
you take them away, many people will 
say they have no reason to shop here," he 
said. 

Banking came in second to food as a 
downtown attraction and Woolworths 
was the most popular individual store. 

“They’re (Woolworths) not acting as 


an anchor but almost acting as such," 
Connery said. 

Sixty three percent of the shoppers 
spend less than $10 per shopping trip 
downtown and the 16 percent who spend 
more than $25 are food shopping, ac¬ 
cording to the poll. 

Connery said the survey has helped 
him gain a better understanding of the 
downtown situation emphasizing that it 
will help him to have the figures in front 
of him in "blaci and white." 

“I’ll take this information and develop 
a retail market analysis which could lead 
to development policies,” he said. 
Connery also said he plans to run 
seminars soon, informing interested 
persons about what the analysis says and 
how he intends to use it.

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My Broker Says ...Oriental Rugs

A lot of people are looking for a hedge 
against inflation these days, and the 
market for items like gold, stamps and 
jewels has increased dramatically. 

But most people can't get much use 
out of those items — you can look at a 
gold bar, maybe fondle it, but you can’t 
really use it for anything. 

So people have started thinking about 
oriental rugs as a way to invest their 
money. After all, every home can use a 
rug Anri the return on the investment 
rivals gold or stamps. 

According to Steve Boodakian, of 
Winchester's Koko Boodakian and Sons, 
many oriental rugs will double or even 
triple their value within three or four 
years. 

Oriental rugs have always been a 
good investment, Boodakian noted. 

"Over the years," Boodakian said, 
"the value of oriental rugs increased by 
about 15 to 20 percent a year. Now that 
doesn't seem too impressive today, but 
this happened all through the OOs and 70s 
when the interest rate was around eight 
percent.” 

Today, Boodakinan continued, 
"There's been a lot of talk about rugs as 
an investment 

“However," he added, "the people 
who are really buying for pure in¬ 
vestment buying the rug and then 
selling it for a profit only amount to 
about five percent of the market." 

tin the other hand, over half of 
Boodakian's sales are to people he calls

"passive investors," the people between 
the rug entrepreneur and the person who 
just wants something to cover a bare 
floor. 

“Everybody can’t help but think that 
when they buy an oriental rug, within 5 to 
10 years, their rug will have increased 
tremendously in value," Boodakian said. 

“That’s one of the strengths of 
oriental rugs,” he pointed out. "The 
beauty of an oriental can be obtained 
with, say, a modern hand-tufted rug. 

"But no Other floor covering can even 
approach the appreciation potential, the 
durability and track record of an oriental 
rug.” 

Or the price. The average cost of a 9- 
by-12-foot oriental is between $2,000 and 
$8,000. So investors have to be sure what 
they are getting for that price. 

Unfortunately, it’s not easy for a 
layman to discern the quality and value 
of an oriental rug. Everyone can tell 
what color they like, but color isn’t the 
only factor in chosing a rug. 


"The things that make a gooa oriental 
rug are the tightness of the weave, the 
material-plus a little bit of the ar¬ 

tist’s magic," said Boodakian. 

For example, which sheep are used 
for wool makes a big difference in the 
quality of the rug. As Boodakian said, 
“what makes a good rug is a good 
sheep." 

“The best wool for rugs comes from 
sheep raised in a rugged climate, 
because the sheep grow more wool to 
keep warm, and it contains more 
lanolin," he explained. 

“The lanolin helps the wool stay 
together,” Boodakian explained, “and 
the longer wool makes a stronger rug." 

Rugs made with short pieces of wool 
tend to fuzz, become mushy, and lose 
their integrity, Boodakian said. 

Yet once the rug is woven, it is dif¬ 
ficult to tell how long the wool is, he said. 
About the only way to be sure is to know 
the practices of the company that makes 


the rugs, 

And that, Boodakian said, can be done 
best by a dealer. A dealer can also help in 
judging the quality of the dye, the 
tightness of the weave, and the weaver's 
skill, he said. 

A person who buys an oriental rug at 
an auction or in a department store is not 
going to get that same help and ex¬ 
pertise, he added. 

“Itinerant auctioneers or vendors 
have no responsibility to the buying 
public, unlike an established dealer,” 
Boodakian said. 

“And in a department store, the 
salesmen know nothing more than how to 
read a tag’” he added. “They have no 
expertise in offering a good rug, although 
they might be able to give you a better 
price.” 

Boodakian said that a better price 
isn’t the most important thing in buying a 
rug. 

“Obviously the buyer wants to be 
concerned with price,” he said, .“but 
you’re more likely to get burned by 
buying the wrong rug for the right price, 
than the right rug for the wrong price. 

“Quite frankly," he continued, “there 
is a dealer in Boston who charges a lot of 
money for his rugs. But I would rather 
see someone going to him and getting the 
right rug, than going to an auction, and 
not pay as much money, but get a rug 
which won’t increase in value the same 
way. 

“You’ll be hurt by buying the rug at 
the dealer,” he said, "but in five years, 
when that rug goes up in value while the 
rug from the auction isn’t worth any 
more than when you bought it — the hurt 
will go away."

said. 

After his knee injury, Carroll’s family 
moved to Winchester for 25 years. This is 
when John started to go out on his own on 
a daily basis.

residents 70 years of age or older would 
be allowed to stay in their apartments 
indefinitely with no increases in rent 
beyond cost-of-living increases. 

But Bergeron claims that the realty 
company is required to give a 30-day 
notice of a rent increase since his 18- 
month lease has not expired. Bergeron 
signed the lease last October. 

According to Heslin, Bergeron does 
not have an 18 month lease. A tenancy 
agreement was sighed by Bergeron in 
October 1980 which is different than a 
lease and allows the'realty to raise the 
rent any time. 

Heslin claimed that, despite the 
tenancy agreement, the realty has the 
right to change a tenants rental status 
and increase one’s rent because of the 
condominium development. 

“We sent out letters in March 
notifying tenants of their new rental 
status,” he said. “Tenants like Traina 
have been tenants at will for years. 
Bergeron was notified just recently 
because he moved in last October.” 

In the notice, the rent was raised 
to $16.20 per day of $98 dollars per month 
for a one-bedroom apartment and $20.85 
per day or $168 a month for a two- 
bedroom. 

For a one-bedroom the rent, formerly 
$387, increased to $487 or by 25 percent. 
The rent for a two-bedroom, which was 
$457, increased to $625 or by 36 percent. 

Bergeron claims that the realty 
company has no right to change his 
rental status or to increase his rent. 

“1 have an 18-month lease and 
nowhere in the lease do I see a clause 
allowing the owner to change my rental 
status,” he said. 

“When 1 moved in, I was notified of 
the condo-conversion plans, but 1 was 
assured of a secure and uninterrupted 18- 
month lease,” he added. 

Traina also feels that the move is 
unfair. He, nonetheless, plans to pay the 
increase since he is no longer protected 
by a lease. 

“Most of the people in the building 
haven’t renewed their leases and are

only lose his or her job for just cause or in 
a Reduction In Force (RIF) situation. 

School Committee member Mary 
Jean Weylman said she was 
“philosophically opposed” to the tenure 
system stating, “It is unfortunate in this 
day and age to have the pressure of a 
tenure commitment.” 

Weylman said she is strongly against 
the tenure system even though she was 
tenured when she was a teacher. 

All other School Committee members 
agreed. 

Weylman and other School Com¬ 
mittee members thought the time for 
evaluating the teacher should be longer 
than three years. 

“A longer period of time would be 
more beneficial,” Weylman said. 

School Committee chairman Roger 
Bauman said that many administrators 
also agree that a three-year period is too 
short to make such a serious com¬ 
mitment. 

In other elections, the School Com¬ 
mittee unanimously elected Dr. Rhonda 
Spiro for school physician for the fiscal 
year 1981 to 1982. 

The position demands attendance at 
football games and Spiro will work with 
about 900 students. The job does not 
entail athletic physicals since the 


position had to be cut from full to part 
time. 

Dr. Spiro has a special degree in 
pediatrics and maintains a part-time 
practice in Winchester.

around the reservoirs. 

According to Water Department Supt. 
Richard Warrington, his department had 
been carrying out “normal” patrols — 
sending one man in a truck through the 
Fells seven days a week — since summer 
began. 

But, he added, “That’s an awfully 
large area, and it's difficult for one man 
to cover it." 

So Warrington said he has increased 
patrolling of the areas around the 
reservoirs. 

On random days, he said, he will send 
u crew of men into the Fells to look for 
trespassers. 

He added he has also instructed 
temporary summer crews working in the 
Fells, and his men making daily trips to 
the reservoir treatment plants, to look 
for fires and trespassers. 

“I’m concerned about the fires,” 
Warrington said. “Not only because I 
happen to like green woods, but because 
when you lose the woods, you lose the 
clarity of the water.” 

Warrington explained that tree and 
help trap rainwater in the 
can run into the reservoirs, 
dust with it. 

But he added that the department's 
patrols can’t hope to cover the entire 
Fells, since most of it was not on town 
land. 

Groux is trying to do something about 
that problem. 

Last week, Groux sent a letter to MDC 
Commissioner Terrence Geoghegan, 
requesting he step up patrols in the 
MDC owned section of the Fells. 

"1 have asked the various town 
agencies in Winchester to give more 
attention to patrolling the Fells in order 
to prevent fires where possible," Groux 
wrote. 

“However, most of the property is 
under MDC jurisdiction and could more 
ellectively be patrolled by the MDC. 
itself. 

“We, therefore appeal to you and the 
Commission to consider making a major 
committment of resources to bring the 
fire setting in the Fells under control.” 

Groux said this week that he has yet to 
receive a response from the MDC. 

“But I would guess they are taking 
steps to help us,” he said. "At least I hope 
so.” 

McElhinney doesn't take such an 
optimistic view. 

“I doubt if they will put in more 
patrols,” he said. “1 don’t think they 
have the funds.” 

Nonetheless, Groux stressed that 
without MDC assistance, it would be 
almost impossible to prevent 
trespassers, and consequently fires, in 
the Fells. 

"Most of the access to the Fells is 
across MDC property," he said. “The 
people who come into the Fells, and who 
set the fires, come on MDC trails. 

“It would help us out a lot if they tried 
to control the people using those trails,” 
he said.

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Modern Alchemist Wants To Turn Water Into Gasoline

Better yet, they can he used within the 
cell itself as an electric current to 
produce hydrogen from the water. 
"Since it is a storable fuel, hydrogen 
could replace gasoline or natural gas," 
Wrighton said 

Because of his outstanding work as an 
imitator of nature’s molecular jujitsu, 
Wrighton was just honored by the 
American Chemical Society's annual 
award for Distinguished Service in the 
Advancement of Inorganic Chemistry. 

As it stands, there are some dif¬ 
ficulties with chemical energy con¬ 
version or photoelectrolysis. Like 
photosynthesis, the process by which 
plants exploit sunlight to split the firmly 
bound carbon dioxide molecule into its 
constituents carbon and oxygen, 
photoelectrolysis tends to go backward 
more readily than forward. The positive 
and negative electrical charges tend to 
make links faster than they can be 
separated. So do the oxygen and 
hydrogen. 

W'righton's group has developed 
"semiconductor catalytic electrodes and 
solutions that can imitate many of the 
properties of enzymes without them¬ 
selves undergoing any changes," he said. 
These electrodes can briefly gather 
enough energy from the sun to propel 
reactions uphill, while "separating 
positive and negative charges quickly 
enough to keep them from recombining,” 
he said. 

In the six years that Wrighton's group

has been together, they have been able to state photocells,” he said. In producing 
develop photochemical cells capable of hydrogen they have attained an ef¬ 
fing sunlight into electricity with an liciency that is three times as practical 
elficiency of about 14 percent a rate as photosynthesis, 
that is comparable with the best solid- "With 5 percent efficiency, there is 


still a long haul before the reaction is 
useful," Wrighton added. “To be 
economically practical, you need up to 10 
percent efficiency." 

Other difficulties with his project 
include photocorrosion (the decom¬ 
position of electrode materials when light 
is shined on them), the durability and the 
acceleration rate of electrodes, and the 
absorption of light. Wrighton, scratching 
his forehead, added, “It’s difficult to 
simultaneously optimize these things." 

Wrighton is very optimistic about the 
direction of his project. "We have 10 
years of basic research before we need 
anything more than we have,” he said. 
“This gives us a great chance to identify 
all approaches and to investigate them 
fully." 

The payoff from the project will be 
great in the long-run. “It will give us a 
great opportunity to provide fun¬ 
damental insight into photo¬ 
electrochemical conversion and imaging 
devices,” he said. 

Wrighton accomplishes many things 
in the course of a day. In a typical day, he 
holds at least one faculty meeting, 
conducts interviews, writes articles, 
mails others, and willingly advises any 
student who comes to him for assistance. 
“It’s a full-time endeavor, but it’s work 
that I really enjoy,” he added. 

"But to become successful, you have 
to be near the best in your field in your 
age group," he said. “All you need is a 
threshhold level of intelligence and a 
sensibly ambitious attitude.” 


Wrighton goes out of his way to clarify 
any misconceptions dealing with his 
research project. His dark eyes stare 
intently as he concisely describes and 
diagrams the process of chemical energy- 
conversion for anyone who questions 
him. 

Wrighton is the author and co-author 
of more than 130 articles published in 
professional and scholarly journals. 

Wrighton is a graduate of Florida 
State University where he graduated 
with honors in chemistry and received 
the Monsanto Chemistry Award 

He came to MIT in 1972 as assistant 
professor of chemistry, was appointed 
associate professor in 197G and professor 
in 1977. 

Wrighton came up with the idea for 
his project in 1975 after he read 
numerous reports on photoelectrolysis in 
Japan and Germany where the process - 
began., After writing numerous 
proposals, he was awarded an Alfred P. 
Sloan Research Fellowship and was the 
recipient of a Dreyfus Teacher-Scholar 
Grant from 1975-1980. 

When asked what he does in his spare 
time, he said: "What I do at MIT I enjoy 
so much that the rest of my time I spend 
on personal activities with my family." 
Wrighton and his wife Deborah are the 
parents of two children. 

“1 am sensibly successful and very 
happy," he said. “I can come and go as I 
please and MIT provides lots of 
resources, good students, and good sums 
of money."

Drills And Lectures Highlight 
Week At Hoopster Clinic

Inspiration, and a lot of perspiration, 
drove approximately 120 young Win¬ 
chester hoopsters toward perfection 
during last week’s Winchester Basket¬ 
ball Camp. 

For six grueling hours each day, 
youths between the ages of 10 and 17 ran, 
shot, passed, ran, dribbled, defended and 
ran some more at the high school gym. 
The second annual five-day clinic, 
directed by WHS head basketball coach 
John Meyers and Youth Basketball 
director Kevin Thomas, included in¬ 
struction in skills and theory from the 
coaches and guest lecturers, endless 
drills, one-on-one competition and full- 
scale games. 

And regardless of which of the three 
age groups the players came from, they 
all shared one thing in common — an 
intense desire to learn. Each was 
determined to leave camp a better 
player. 

“On Monday we had a lot of very 
confused kids,” said Lou Ricci, former 
coach of the ninth grade WHS basketball 
team. “It’s just amazing to see the dif¬ 
ference between Monday and Friday." 

Despite all the help the players 
received from their coaches, the main 
source of improvement came mainly 
from within, Ricci said. 

“The most important thing we’ve 
done for them is to tell them they have to 
work hard,” he said. "The ones that have 
learned that — well, they're the ones that 
have really done well." 

One youngster who had learned his 
lesson well was ll-year-old Matt Howell, 
of 81 Walnut st., who played in the 5th- 
and 6th-graders’ division. Hi3 Teward for 
the week was the title of one-on-one 
champ for his group and it made all the 
work worth it. 

“l.feel terrific, but it was tough," he 
said. "1 came here because basketball is 
my favorite sport and 1 really want to get 
better at it. I think I did." 

His teammate, Phillip Barba, 10, of 
107 Erlington st., was also glad he had 
come to the camp. 

"Every day in the morning, they 
would work us real hard," said Barba. 
“But it was fun. 


“And 1 made a lot of friends,” he 
added, smiling and breathing heavily 
between quarters of his play-off game. 

The game was just a little different for 
the youngest group, Myers explained, 
because they played with lower baskets 
and slightly smaller basketballs. 

“Basketball is a hard game for kids 
this age to learn because it’s a success 
game," Ricci said. “II they were to try to 
use the higher baskets, it would be too 
hard for them. This way they can start 
earlier.” 

Two former WHS varsity players 
coached the youngest group Michael 
Blackwood, who graduated this year, and 
John Brosnan, who graduated in 1980. 

Other coaches in that and the older 
divisions included Bill Penza, a teacher 
at WHS; Paul Wysocki, a Winchester 
resident who has worked at numerous 
area camps; Bob Gleason, the WHS JV 
coach; Bob Warner, a former assistant 
coach at Boston University; and players 
from BU and the University of Maine. 

The daily routine for all ol the par¬ 


ticipants was basically the same. Mor¬ 
nings began with warm-ups, and then the 
three divisions spent the next hour 
moving around the gym to different 
“stations,” each focusing on one par¬ 
ticular skill 

“This is where kids get constant 
training in individual skills," Myers said. 
“Easily by the second day, you see some 
kind of improvement because of the 
intense drilling.” 

After station training, the boys played 
games until lunchtime, and came back 
for more drilling and games.

The Winchester Ambulance 

Four Years Of Joy & Despai

Their job means they have to 
face death and pain on any given 
day. 

Working as an Emergency 
Medical Technician on the 
Winchester ambulance can 
mean moments of despair, when 
after working to revive the 
victim of an accident for hours, 
he suddenly dies before the eyes 
of an EMT. 

It can also mean moments of 
pride, of joy, after successfully 
bringing back the victim of a 
heart attack. 

The Winchester ambulance 
began rolling out of the doors of 
the Fire Station four years ago 
this month. In that time, it has 
answered thousands of calls, and 
the EMTs that work on the 
ambulance have handled 
situations that literally range 
from death to birth. 

Working on the amubulance 
isn’t the most popular job in the 
department. 

Since the ambulance was 
given to the Fire Department 
four years ago, most of the 
original EMTs have dropped the 
title, and the responsibility. 

- “There's a lot of burn-out 
among the EMTs," said Fire 
Chief Robert McElhinney. 
"They don’t like the work and 
they give it up. 

“It’s an awful messy job," he 
said, "and some of them can't 
hack it." 

The guys who work on the 
ambulance confirm McElhin¬ 
ney's observation. 


“You take a lot of this work 
home with you," said EMT Peter 
Plachowicz, who has worked on 
the ambulance since it came to 
the department. 

“If you’re at an accident, and 
you’re talking to the victiim 
he's alive and the next minute 
he’s dead that stays with 
you.” 

“It’s difficult for a lot of the 
guys to cope," said John Nash, 
the coordinator for the 
Emergency Medical Services. 
"Accepting death is something 
you don’t get used to." 

But, Nash continued, many 
men quit not because of death, 
but because of the hours involved 
in being an EMT. 

To become an EMT, the men 
must go through 90 hours of 
initial training. Then, every 
year, the men must take 24 hours 
of refresher courses, and 48 
hours of additional training all 
on their own tijne. 

They are trained extensively 
in CPR, first aid, advanced first 
aid, splinting, treating shock, 
bleeding and orthopedic injuries, 
orthopedic injuries. 

“What the town’s asking the 
EMTs to do is work 42 hours a 
week at the station, go home, 
have dinner, and then go right 
out again to a class," Nash said. 
“At least twice a month, you’re 
spending three hours in a class." 

"Our trouble is," Nash 
continued, "a lot of guys are fed 
up with the work that goes along 
with being an EMT. ’ ’ 

There are other troubles that

go along with a job on the am¬ 
bulance. Like trying to do a job 
in the field that should be done in 
a sanitized, equipped hospital. 

“It’s not like being in a room 
with fluorescent lights and all 
the right equipment right in front 
of you,” said EMT Peter Reid. 

“Carrying a 300-pound guy 
who’s just suffered a cardiac 
arrest isn't the type of thing you 
run into in a hospital," he added. 

Yet the men who still work on 
the ambulance say that, at 
times, the job can be worth the 
hassles. 

Riding the ambulance has 
some benefits within the 
department, according to Nash. 
The job pays an extra $750 a 
year, and “being an EMT gives 
you a certain status, a certain 
worth to ttie department," he 
said. 

It also gives the men some 
personal satisfaction, despite the 
sometimes brutal side of the 
work. 

John Frongillo knows that 


brutal side well. He and 
Plachowicz were on the am¬ 
bulance the April night when two 
Winchester youths were killed in 
a van accident on Washington st. 

Frongillo said he and 
Plachowicz were “pumping on 
their chests for over an hour" to 
revive the two, to no avail. 

Frongillo had to go through 
the same experience only a 
month later, wjien another 
Winchester youth was killed in 
an automobile accident on Main 
st. 

Yet he describes himself as, 
“one of the few EMTs who really 
like the job." 

“It’s not because I like to see 
gruesome things,” he said. 
"There are rewards the 
thanks of people. I really like it 
when I can help someone." 

“If we can revive people, 
bring them back, it makes it all 
worthwhile," said Reid. "You 
work hard on someone, giving 
mouth-to-mouth, or chest 
compression, and when they 


come back, you feel really 
good.” 

But in many cases, the 
patient doesn’t survive. . The 
EMTs admit they try not to 
blame themselves. 

“We're taught we are limited 
by the knowledge we have and 
the extent of the injuries,” said 
Plachowicz. "But you don’t walk 
away and smile." 

Nash said he would like to 
extend the EMT’s limited 
knowlegdge. 

"Everything the EMT does is 
a stop-gap, a way to keep the 
patient from deteriorating 
before the ambulance can get 
him to the hospital," said Nash. 
"But if we can get EMTs trained 
as paramedics, that changes it 
from being a stop-gap to having 
someone who can improve the 
situation.” 

Nash himself is the first, and 
only EMT who has trained as a 
paramedic. He had to attend 
Northeastern University for a 
year-and-a-half, spending 1500 
hour's in the classroom, to ear n 
the title. 

As a paramedic, he can ad¬ 
minister fluids, or give in¬ 
jections, acting on orders from a 
hospital team. The paramedic 
keeps in touch with the team 
during the entire emergency 
treatment, using a radio. 

"If someone is trapped and 
bleeding in a car, it may be 20 or 
30 minutes before they can get 
him out,” Nash said. "A 
paramedic can be replacing 
fluids all that time, and give the 
patient a chance."

Nash has not yet set up a 
paramedic program with 
Winchester Hospital because 
he doesn't have the paramedics, 
and Winchester Hospital would 
have to expend a lot of money 
and time to set up the program. 

Nash said it would be difficult 
to convince many of the EMTs to 
become paramedics. 

"To ask them to attend two 
more years of school, on their 
own time, isn't really fair," he 
said. "And unless the town 
compensates them for taking the 
course, it's probably too ex¬ 
pensive. 

"It cost me $(5,000 to become a 
paramedic," he added. "It’s 
unfortunate I had to eat that.' ’ 

Even if having a staff of 
paramedics is in the doubtful 
future, the EMTs think their 
crews do the best job they can. 

“We are providing a service 
to the town, and doing a pretty 
good job at it," said Plachowicz. 
"We work together with the 
police and the hospital its a 
real team effort.” 

“In the old days," noted Reid, 
"it used to be a case of ‘You call, 
we haul.’ The ambulance drivers 
used to throw the patient on a 
stretcher, give him oxygen 
whether he needed it or not, and 
rush him to the hospital. 

"Nowadays, there are very 
few cases where we have to rush 
the patient to the hospital at a 
high rate of speed," lie said. 
“The EMTs know their job, and 
they can handle almost anything 
that comes up."

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Underground 
Toxic Wastes 
Seeping Into Town

The site was a center for chemical 
manufacturing and leather tanning 
from the 1850's to the 1960s, according 
lo Richard Chalpin, of the state 
Department of Environmental 
Duality Engineering. 

“And their disposal practices were 
to dump everything in the back 40,” 
added Chalpin. 

The ERA started to look in Win¬ 
chester’s direction after getting the 
results of the first three parts of a 
four-part study undertaken by 
Ecology and Environment, a testing 
firm under contract with EPA. 

The second part of the study 
showed that the bedrock formation 
along the Aberjona would probably 
carry the toxic wastes from their 
source at the industrial park, which is 
at the headwaters of the Aberjona, to 
Winchester. 

"The bedrock is the bottom of the 
bowl," said Leighton. "When the 
water hits that, it stops going down 
and into the ground and starts running 
along the bedrock.” 

"In effect, the bedrock acts as a 
conduit for the contaminated water," 
he continued. “What the second study 
shows you is that there is a-bedrock 
trench which follows the Aberjoana 
into Winchester." 

With an indication of where the 
chemicals were likely to go, EPA and 
Ecology and Environment began to 
test water from existing wells along 
the bedrock trough. 

And they found a chemist's 
nightmare. 

"Within the nine-square-mile area 
covered by the study, the tests have 
conclusively shown that the con¬ 
tamination has spread," Leighton 
said. “The contamination is already 
into Winchester." 

The tests found that wells in places 
never before considered con¬ 
taminated showed traces of 
trichlorethylene, dichlor-ethane, 
bezenes, toluene — a virtual soup of 
chemicals.

Distance has not saved Winchester 
from the toxic wastes seething un¬ 
derground at u Woburn Industrial 
Park. 

A study sponsored by the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) has shown that the toxic 
wastes are moving towards Win¬ 
chester via the groundwater along the 
Aberjona River. 

And there is a possibility that the 
groundwater is leaching toxic 
chemicals directly into the Aberjona. 

Groundwater acts as a reservoir 
for rivers —- taking and holding water 
during wet seasons, and letting the 
water seep back into the river during 
dry ones 

"Ultimately, the theory goes that 
groundwater is going to break out to 
the surface water somewhere along 
the line although it may not be until 
Boston Harbor," said Richard 
Leighton of EPA*. 

"Where you have contamination in 
the groundwater, it’s not unlikely that 
there will be some contamination of 
the surface water." 

Even if there was no possibility of 
tfie surface water being con¬ 
taminated, the chemicals in the 
groundwater itself are enough to 
worry EPA officials. 

"If you pollute the groundwater, 
your're talking about writing it off for 
a long, long time," said Leighton, who 
is the uncontrolled hazardous waste 
coordinator for the EPA. 

"If somebody dumps hazardous 
toxic chemicals into the ground, 
they’re screwing up the groundwater 
for maybe hundereds of years'" he 
said. 

The suspected source of the 
chemicals is the Mark Phillips Trust 

Industriplex Park on Commercial 
Way in North Woburn. 

The site has come under increasing 
scrutiny over the pusl year by both 
state and federal officials after the 
site was discovered to contain buried 
piles of rotting tannery hides and 
various pools of chemicals, including 
chromium lagoons.

House-Senate conference committee, the 
money is headed for Winchester’s cof¬ 
fers. 

That increase will bring Winchester's 
total state aid lor this year to $3,3 million, 
which is $200,000 above last year’s aid 
total. 

At the time of Town Meeting, town 
officials were estimating, based on Gov. 

Edward King's original budget, that the 
town's state aid would drop by $243,000. 

The conference committee decision 
broke a dead-lock that began July 1, after 
the House failed to aprprove the Senate 
version of the budget. 

But the budget that came out of the 
committee was very close to the rejected 
Senate budget, according to Winchester's 
Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh. 

Saltmarsh said the conference 
committee budget achieved the aims of 
the earlier Senate budget, which at¬ 
tempted to send more state aid lo the 
cities and towns by cutting state 
government. 

The conference committee also used

"I've felt all along that the state 
should come up with some money to help 
out the cities and towns," said Salt- 
marsh. "This local aid package is fair. 

"The state shouldn’t have to pick up 
all the cost of Prop. 2.5, but the voters 
leel we should do our share," he said. 
"We're giving buck $265 million in local 
aid, while the towns lost $(i(H) million to 
Prop. 2.5." 

The increased local aid will come at 
the expense of about two dozen stale 
agencies and programs which will tie 
eliminated under the budget, and another 
17 which will be deeply cut. 

The cut will mean between 3000 and 
5000 state employees will lose their jobs.

may as well let it die right now," he 
stated "Without recognition from the 
town, the committee is worthless to the 
neighborhood so I'm recognizing that this 
Board does not support it."

Selectmen Monday refused to 
establish a committee proposed to fur¬ 
ther communication between Winchester 
Hospital and its neighbors over the 
hospital's expansion plans. 

Board ol Selectman Chairman 
Edward F. O’Connell said such an act 
would lie "overstepping our prerogatives 
and is not within our jurisdiction." 

But O'Connell did agree to serve on a 
"Hospital Study Area Committee." if the 
group formed on an informal basis. 

"I view the group you described as an 
informal, self-help committee at the local 
level,” O'Connell told over 20 hospital 
neighbors who came before the Select¬ 
men to express their views on the 
hospital's $22 million expansion plans. "I 
will go to it (the committee) but we won’t 
go beyond our purview." 

However, this offer did not satisfy 
Dan Chain, chairman of a ten taxapayer 
group opposed to the hospital's plans to 
construct a 305 car garage 

Chain had initiated the idea for the 
committee to "get the hospital zone more 
integrated with the resident area 
surrounding it," he said. Chain said 
Winchester Hospital president Jack 
Hunter and many neighbors liked the 
committee idea and said they would 
serve on it. 

But Chain emphasized that the 
committee must be formally recognized 
by Ihe Selectmen before it can effectively 
work 

"If Ihe Selectmen are opposed to it we

Winchester’s voluntary restrictions 
on water use have apparently not cut 
down water consumption, Town Manager 
Thomas J. Groux told the selectmen 
Monday night. 

However, residents appear to be 
shifting their water consumption from 
daytime to nighttime in compliance with 
the guidelines set by the selectmen three 
weeks ago, Groux said. The restrictions 
ask residents to voluntarily limit their 
outdoor water use to one-and-a-half hours 
a day between 7 p.m. and 7 a.m. 

Groux told the selectmen that meter 
readings at two pumping stations in¬ 
dicated water consumption for the first 
12 days of July this year was about the 
same as last year’s consumption'for a 
similar weather period. 

He added, though, that automatic 
water pumps at the station have ac¬ 
tivated less frequently, indicating that 
people have been shiting their use to the 
nighttime hours. The pumps generally go 
on more frequently during the day 
because most consumption takes place 
during the day, Groux said. 

Groux also said he does not believe the 
town needs to impose mandatory 
restrictions now. He said notices about 
the need for water conservation to 
educate residents will be hand delivered 
within the next week to all homes. 

Groux said the selectmen should wait

to see whether the notices influence 
water consumption before considering 
mandatory restrictions. He added that 
the MDC is compiling booklets on water 
conservation that the town will distribute 
when they are ready.' 

Literature currently available from 
the MDC includes the following 
suggestions for conserving water: 

— Water gardens by hand with a hose 
instead of an automatic sprinkler. 

— Mulch gardens by spreading leaves 
or grass clippings to keep the soil moist. 

— Don’t water your lawn with more 
than an inch of water a week, including 
rain. That's all it needs. 

— Use a nozzle on hoses when washing 
cars. 

— Irrigate lawns and gardens. 

•■ I — Don’t leave water running when 
brushing teeth, shaving or washing 
dishes. 

— Use low flow aerator faucets. 

— Reduce the volume of the flush in 
toilets by putting objects in the tank to 
displace some of the water. If your toilet 
has a float cup, it can be adjusted for a 
lower level. However, don't use bricks 
and make sure the objects you put in the 
tank don’t interfere with the mechanism. 

Richard Warrington, water depart¬ 
ment superintendent, said in an in¬ 
terview that he will ask for a mandatory 
water ban in about a month if meter 
readings do not change. 

"As far as the operation of the water 
system goes in terms of fighting fires and 


keeping pressure at moderate levels, the 
voluntary ban has been successful,” he 
said. "But in our effort to cunserve and 
help the MDC cope with the water 
emergency, I would hope to start seeing 
better compliance.” 

Warrington said he would wait for 
several weeks, after residents have 
received the town's conservation in¬ 
formation, before deciding whether to 
ask for mandatory restrictions. 

"Voluntary bans have worked in some 
towns but not in others," Warrington 
said. "There are no reasonable ex¬ 
planations.” 

Before the selectmen voted three 
weeks ago for the voluntary ban, 
Warrington told them that the area faced 
a serious drought cycle that could cause 
water shortages if conservation action 
was not taken. 

He said the drought cycle appeared lo 
be the second worst in more than too 
years, rivaling the severe drought of the 
mid-1960s. 

“MDC reservoirs are at 85 percent of 
their full-house level," he said. “But we 
have worse conditions now than in the 
1960s when the yuabbin Reservoir was 
reduced to 37 percent of capacity.” 

Warrington also told the selectmen 
three weeks ago that they should not wait 
for a crisis to occur before acting. “The 
MDC is so large it takes a long time for a 
drought to take hold," he said. "But it 
also takes a long time to recover.” 

"When the MDC is in trouble, we’re in 
(rouble," Warrington concluded.

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The Day The Lights Went Out In Winchester 


A black-nut in Winchester center last 
Thursday had Winchester merchants 
sweating — and not just because their 
air-conditioners went out 

According to Edison Co. officials, a 
faulty underground cable near Town Mali 
stopped Ibe juice to Ml. Vernon st.. parts 
of Church st. and Shore rd. f or just over 
four hours. 

The downtown section of Main st also 
lost power, but it was restored after an 
hour. 

The power went off al 11:50 (as 
everyone with electric clocks knew) 
making freezers, refrigerators and 
electric cash registers useless. 

For the downtown merchants with 
their entire stock of food in those freezers 
and refrigerators, it was a distinctly 
uncomfortable afternoon. 

And although some of them came up 
with imaginative ideas to keep their food 
cold, the loss of the cash registers and 
lights still meant the loss of an af¬ 


ternoon's business 

Purity Supreme manager Joe 
Doherty said Thursday would have been 
one of his busiest days of the week, if it 
hadn’t been for the black-out which 
closed his store. 

"I can’t sell anything because the 
registers don't work," he said, "but I 
can't let my help go because they have to 
work. I'm getting it both ways. 

"This has not been one of life’s most 
pleasurable moments," he added. 

But at least Doherty didn’t have to 
worry about his food spoiling. Soon after 
the lights went out, Doherty called for a 
Purity Supreme refrigerated truck. 

When it arrived, he just loaded his ice 
cream, milk and other perishables into 
the cool trailer. 

Next door, at Pisces Pantry, owner 
John Frongillo wasn't so lucky. 

Frongillo didn't have a handy truck to 
load his fresh fish and frozen shrimp 
onto. Everything was on ice, of course. 


but Frongillo wasn't sure the ice would 
survive the black-out. 

"It's 88 degrees in here now," he said. 
"That ice is only going to last another 
three or four hours. If it goes, I'm in 
trouble. 

"Look, only one percent of my stock is 
dry goods,” he added. "The rest is 
perishable —all fish and frozen shrimp. I 
could stand to lose $1000.” 

Fortunately for Frongillo, the power 
came back on before his ice melted. And 
the black-out didn’t hurt his business 
either. 

"I'm lucky, because I've got an old- 
fashioned register and can stay open," 
Frongillo said. “I've done a great 
business in cokes and crab-meat sand¬ 
wiches, because Bandall's was closed 
and people came over here looking for 
lunch.” 

Frongillo's gain was Randall's 
Restaurant owner John Drougas' loss. 

"It was terrible," he said. "We lost a 


whole lunch I had to stand in the street 
and turn away customers." 

Although Drougas wouldn't sav 
exactly how much lie lost, bis wife Bertha 
noted that, “We've been breaking all 
kinds of records for business the last two 
weeks." 


There was one business in Winchester 
to which the black-out was a positive 
boon. 

Although the lights went out at 
Baskin-Robbins, Edison workers 
restored the power on Main st. a good 
three hours before Mt. Vernon st. offices 
got their electricity back. 


And that, Baskin-Robbins manager 
Bobbi Tarlow explained, caused her 
business to boom. 

"All those people in offices without 
air-conditioning just came down here for 
the pause that refreshes,” she explained, 
handing an ice-cream cone to another 
sweltering customer.

Winchester Will Lose Employee To Pay Loans 


To help Middlesex County pay oil 
bank loans that expired July 10, Win¬ 
chester will probably lose the equivalent 
of one employee in this year’s budget, 
according to comptroller Alphonse J 
Faggiano. 

Because the state legislature refused 
to provide the $725,930 needed to retire 
the loans, the county was forced to post 
special tax assessment hills to the 
treasurers of the 54 Middlesex com¬ 
munities. Winchester’s bill is $14,979 
According to Faggiano, the 
Proposition 2'j tax cap means a 
corresponding budget cut, rather than a 


tax increase, will be needed to pay for the 
additional charge. However, the finance 
committee may also decide to pay the 
new assessment through a surplus fund, 
Faggiano said. 

Faggiano said the new charge, in 
addition to the $9000 Winchester owes the 
county from last year’s budget, raises 
the town's estimated payments to 
Middlesex to about $520,000 for fiscal 
year 1982. which began July I 

Town Manager Thomas J. Groux said 
the countv lias asked for additional 
money after the July 1 budget deadline 
before. "It seems to be standard practice 


lor the county to tag on extra payments," 
he said. 

"I wish we could send out an extra tax 
bill each year to do the same thing," 
Groux said. 

The county had taken out the loans to 
pay for salary increases that were not 
approved by the legislature. In 1978, the 
stale Emergency Finance Board, the 
agency that reviews county spending 
when the legislature is not in session, 
gave Middlesex permission to borrow the 
money. 

Since that decision, however, the state 
has failed to provide the money

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Cable TV Is Only Weeks Away

( able television, with a circus-like 
array of news, entertainment features 
and sports, is just around the corner. 

Continental Cable Company plans to 
he offering its entertainment, in 
formation, and education cable services 
to \\ inchester residents by September 15. 
Spokesmen for Continental, which won 
the \V inchester cable franchise last year, 
said they will meet the early fall deadline 
lor service as stipulated in the 
agreement with the town. 

The company will provide two 
systems - residential and institutional 
t he residential system will bring sports, 
news and other programs directly into 
the home The system will carry all 
commercial TV stations currently 
available in the Boston area as well as 
special channels for movies, sports, 
news, and entertainment and a channel 
for local Winchester programming. 

There w ill be a basic cable TV charge 
for till the services and the local 
programming. Installation will be free 
until residents decide to buy other of- 
lered services which will require an 
added charge. 

"We have a capacity to have 52 
channels," assistant manager Steve 
Pollack said: "As far as I know, Con¬ 
tinental Cable expects to have 40 chan¬ 
nels at the start and hopes to expand as 
new services become available.’’ 

In addition to its broadcast and 
satellite services, Continental Cable will, 
provide Winchester residents with a 
I oeal (,'ommunity Programming channel 
designed to broadcast town events. At the 
cable studio, trained employees will offer 
technical assistance to any resident 
interested in programming a town event. 

As the cable service. Continental 
Company will also offer a pay program 
providing all locally broadcast networks 
including stations from Providence, 
Worcester and Manchester, and all 
Winchester produced programs. 

According to Pollack, the en¬ 
tertainment services will include three 
major premium movie services and 
other special features. Home Box Office, 
for example, will offer movies and en¬ 
tertainment features and sports. 

Movies like Itocky II and The Electric 
Horseman tire scheduled to be included 
in the HBO service as well. 

According to sales manager Fred 
McSweeney, HBO has carried live 
coverage of the recent Marvin Hagler 
boxing match and the Ken Norton-Jcrry 
Cooney light. Both events, said 


McSweeney, were very popular. The 
sports service will also feature football 
and weekly updates. “If baseball comes 
back, McSweeney said, "we will have 
services featuring the race for the 
pennant.” 

Continental will also offer a mini-pay 
service, one of several in the pay network 
series which will show films during 
prime-time viewing hours 

Another special pay service, 
Cinemax, will feature movies 24 hours a 
day — all unedited — including special 
interest films, recent popular movies, 
adventure-packed blockbuster movies, 
children's films, and foreign films, to 
name a few. 

Pending the Federal Communications 
Commission approval, distant channels 
from New York, Chicago and Atlanta will 
be added to pay service offerings. 

According to Pollack, the monthly 
costs of cable services will be: regular 
pay service — $8.95; Home Box Office — 
$7.95; Cinemax — $6.95; and Home 
Theater Network — $3.95. 

McSweeney said there will be no 
discount for buying the full package, 
unless Show-Time, another service, is 
added to the list. 

“Show-Time hasn't been arranged 
yet," Pollack said. But if Continental 
agrees to carry this service, residents 
will be able to select programs from 
seven different categories. Show-Time 
will carry comedy specials, films, 
broadway theatre performances, after 
hours K-rated movies, and en¬ 
tertainment specials from places like 
Las Vegas and concerts for rock and roll 
fans. 

“In the regular pay service, we will 
offer an array of satellite services in¬ 
cluding 24-hour news and 24-hour sport- 
s." Pollack said. The entertainment 
Sports Program Network (ESPN) will 
include wrestling, fishing, and cham¬ 
pionship bicycle racing. 

Programs offered on other satellite 
channels will provide religious services 
offered by the Christian Broadcasting 
Network. On another channel, the 
Nickelodean will offer children’s specials 
from stations in New York, Chicago and 
Atlanta. The Satellite Programming 
Network, also aired on a separate 
channel, will offer 22 hours of 
programming per day with 55 movies per 
week. 

The second system — the institutional 
system — provides services for town use. 
Continental will simply provide technical 
assistance and the town, which will have

complete control of the system, will use it 
lo store, exchange and monitor a wide 
variety of data. 

Thermostats, for example, could be 
installed in central locations and a 
computer would utilize information fed 
into the cable system to control the 
temperature in town buildings. 

The institutional system will provide 
educational and informational benefits 
as well. Pollack said. Town offices can 
transfer data by plugging the in¬ 
formation into the cable system and then 
sending it to another office. 


Data retrieval will benefit interested 
citizens who, for example, don’t have 
time to attend three-hour long select¬ 
men's meetings. Tapes of various board 
meetings and other important town 
events will be stored and offered for use 
during business hours. 

"Many new things may develop over 
time," Pollack said. “Maybe security 
systems and closed circuit T.V.'s would 
help hospitals and other institutions to 
monitor things from a central location 
and then send the information to various 
points around a building or around 
town."

The Winchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce will challenge New England 
Telephone’s (NET) rate structure in a 
public hearing before the Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU). The hearing will 
he Wednesday, July 22 at 7 p.m at the 
Jenks Senior Center. 

The Chamber has been battling with 
NET for a year, demanding a reversal of 
the rate practices NET has been offering 
Winchester for 55 years. 

Representing 10 Massachusetts 
towns, the Chamber has filed a bill with 
the state legislature demanding the 
option to purchase flat rate service for 
town offices, businesses and chur.ches. 

While compiling a calling pattern 
study to prepare for the hearing, the 
Chamber discovered that businesses 
using a private branch exchange (PBX) 
switchboard may also be entitled to the 
flat rate option the Chamber has been 
fighting for 

However, the Chamber has been 
receiving conflicting reports about the 
availability of flat rate service for I’BX 
users, according to Chamber Executive 


Director Kiln Spence. 

Spence said the NET Superintendent 
nl Business said BI’.X users were entitled 
to a flat rate option hut the Head ol 
Revenue for NET said they were not 

Currently all non residential phone 
users pay a "measured "rale meaning 
that after making till calls a month, each 
call is charged according to toll rates. 

This means that after tin calls a 
month, non residential customers pay 
almost 11 cents to call Boston as well as 
neighboring communities like Woburn. 

The Chamber is accepting letters 
protesting "NET's discriminatory rate 
practices by refusing to grant Win¬ 
chester a Hat rate service option," said 
Spence "The Chamber will be happy to 
receive letters from businesses, charities 
and other interested Winchester 
residents. 

"We would be bappv to introduce their 
letters into the hearing as testimony," 
she said. All letters addressed to the DPU 
may be mailed to the Chamber at 573 
Main st.. Winchester and Spence said she 
encourages interested persons to call her 
for information or explanations

Winchester people, on the 
other hand, know there’s a water 
shortage. Not just this year — in 
fact, it may turn out that this 
northern corner of Boston comes 
out quite well for the year. 

No, the water shortage is 
creeping towards us, like the 
chemicals from Woburn. 

People simply use more 
water each year than nature can 
provide. People have had an 
easy ride for so long, they see 
their reservoirs full and they say 
“let’s water the lawn.’’ 

Think of all the ways you 
waste water. Consider the water 
that goes down the toilet. That 
was drinking water. Or the water 


that goes down the drain when 
you run the tap to get a cold 
drink. Or to get a hot shower. 

What do you need a watered 
lawn for? You’ll only have to 
mow it more often. And I would 
rather have a drink than mow 
the lawn. 

The people of this town, and 
this country, just have no con¬ 
cept that any resource could 
ever run out. 

It took people at least five 
years to realize gasoline really 
was scarce, and that it wasn’t 
just some trick of a filthy rich 
Arab to get a higher price for his 
crude. 

Water is taken even more for 
granted than gasoline. It’s going 
to take a long time to convince 
people that the water shortage 
isn’t just some Water Depart¬ 
ment plot to get a new pipeline. 

Meanwhile, we can all twirl 
our Simon Legree moustaches 
and dump tomorrow’s drink 
down the toilet.

On An Unsung Hero 


A refrigerator is a 
remarkable invention. Sitting at 
the kitchen table the other day, I 
pause to consider how hard this 
invention works on our behalf. 
Here it is, 8 a.m. and already 85 
degrees. By day’s end I know 
well that I'll be a walking human 
stew — that the heat will have 
wrung every drop of comfort and 
good humor from me. And yet 
our milk will still be cold and our 
butter a firm and orthodox 
rectangle. 

The refrigerator’s an unsung, 
hero all right and I see now that 
I've been taking ours for 
granted. 

Let me tell you a little bit 
about it. Put yourself in my 
place, in a kitchen begging for 
remodeling--You—walk- in., the 
dodr, the ice cljpet, as I grew up 
caljing it, is what catches your 
eye first. 

It wears a toupee of sweat 
along its flat-top at this time of 
year. The thing is 35 years old 
and in spite of several 
regasketing jobs, it sweats like a 
malaria victim come summer. 
Sweat pours down one side as 
well, not beads of moisture, mind 
you, but rivulets, tributaries, 
whole Mississippis’ worth of 
water trickle down its flank. On 
top of that, it shakes all over; its 
motor roars hours a day — roars, 
knocks, burps and gurgles. If it 
had teeth I swear they'd be 
chattering. 

One side wears the bash 
marks from our latest move; the 
other sports some good deep 
scratches, mementoes of the 
move before that, when those 
guys decided to try rolling it 
down the stairs. It wears some 
half-obliterated jungle decals 
along its rounded front (I love its 
shape somehow — it has that 
plump and rounded look, like a 
'49 Studebaker, like an Art Deco 
radio, like a Rubens derriere). 


Someone tried to scrape the tiger 
decals off with a razor blade 
once, till it was discovered that 
the entire enamel finish was 
chipping away too... 

The view from the inside isn’t 
much better. Somehow we're not 
the sort of people who properly 
rotate the contents of our 
refrigerator, putting new items 
toward the back and bringing all 
the old tenants forward. There 
are species of food in there that 
have slept undisturbed since the 
Iowa caucuses. There’s a con¬ 
tainer of flour, for example, the 
stone-ground variety that 
you're told to refrigerate. I used 
it to make some pumpkin bread 
18 months ago, knd I haven’t 
used it since (the bread tasted 
like sand.) Over to the left 
there’s a tub of cottage cheese. I 
lay this in regularly; it seems 
like the sort of thing you ought to 
have around — but somehow I 
never get around to opening it till 
it’s already begun smelling like 
an old sponge. 

There are not one but two 
bottles of catsup in the back, 
each with an Elizabethan ruff of 
coagulated red goo around its 
neck. There’s the gallon of milk 
that runs out every 36 hours, and 
the packages of meat on the 
lowest shelf, their inky labels 
smudged with moisture, — poor 
slaughtered lumps huddled 
fraternally together in death. 

I bend next to pull out the 
hydrators, two spotless por¬ 
celain bins designed to caress 
the produce in a frosty embrace. 
What are they caressing today? 
Two shrunken heads of lettuce, 
each leaf fringed with rust; an 
earthy profusion of potatoes in 
toward the back; and ofi in one 
comer a lone and bloated zuc¬ 
chini. With its grey whiffle of’ 
mold it resembles nothing so 
much as a grizzled drill 
sergeant. The slightest touch 


would make it explode like a 
grenade; it lies sleeping in a pool 
of thick viscous muck, a pool 
crowded, I am sure, with a 
myriad of life forms not visible 
to the naked eye. 

My inventory ends with the 
freezer. It’s small to begin with 
and made smaller by three good 
inches of insulating snow. The 
cans of frozen juice sit cemented 
in a glacial lake. There are 
stalactites of frost inside the 
mocha almond. Only a pick and 
shovel will succeed in disloging 
the trays of ice...

Security Contractors 
Rebut Alarm Story 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On behalf of the 110 members of the 
Massachusetts Security Contractors 
Association, we wish to register a strong 
rebuttal of the contents and implication 
contained in your June 18, article on the 
alarm industry. The picturization of 
widespread corruption and distrust was 
dramatic and sensational, but is not 
borne out by any statistics or other proof. 

It is true that we are in a growth in¬ 
dustry and people are turning to private 
alarm companies to protect themselves 
and their property. However, we know of 
no statistical data to support the claim 
that one out of three drop out of the 
Yellow Pages — implying that they go 
out of business. Many firms switch their 
advertising media without going out of 
business. 

Using a single example does not 
substantiate the statement, “Several 
alarm industry employees have been 

arrested, convicted.’’ Nor is there any 

proof to support the claim that “one in 
every ten alarm companies is corrupt." 
We do not know which eight alarm 
companies were interviewed, but as 
officers of the MSCA we know of no such 
position being taken that “Corruption is a 
major problem.” 

Vague rumors of installations 
followed by burglaries are rare and 
usually unsubtantiated. Some companies 
use a “scare technique" as a sales pitch 
and may have to resort to two hours of 
creating and then overcoming that aura. 
The overwhelming majority of our 
members do not experience this distrust 
in dealing with customers. 

The MSCA is actively supporting 
passage of the licensing bill drafted by 
the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Safety. However, corruption is not the 
major motivating force behind our 
support. Licensing can help establish 
financial stability, continuity of 
operations,. recourse for consumer 
dissatisfaction, screening of employees, 
etc. Fly-by-night companies, as your 
article labels them, do exist; but, that is 
a far cry from being convicted of 
corruption. 

The Massachusetts Security Con¬ 
tractors Association is proud of its efforts 
and accomplishments on behalf of the 
alarm industry. We are pledged to 
establishing criteria for membership, 
codes of elhics, professionalism of 
performance and accountability for our 
members' actions. It is most unfortunate 


that this article chose to focus on the 
negatives and used isolated examples to 
discredit an entire industry. 

Thank you for the opportunity to 
redress this wrong impression.

Ever since she could remember, Judy

chemicals do" exist in the groundwater, 
no one yet knows how great the con¬ 
tamination is. nor how far it has spread 

"It'sas if I had a garden, and I knew 1 
had apples, oranges and cucumbers 
planted in it. but I didn't know how many 
were going to come up." explained 
Leighton. "Hut well find out with further 
study." 

The fourth part of Ihe Kcology and 
Knvironment study should show just how 
tar the toxic waste problem has spread. 

The study will take at least 50 water 
samples Irom each of the 52 wells 
already tested, as well as 20 more that 
are now being drilled by the firm. 

The water from those wells will bo 
tested lor 129 chemicals the federal 
government has deemed "priority 
pollutants,"', Leighton said. 

Seven of the new wells have already 
been drilled, according to Leighton, and 
the remaining 13 will be finished within a 
few months. 

After waiting for the wells to stabilize 
and for a laboratory to get ready for the 
testing. Kcology and Environment will 
begin the water sampling, which should 
be done within a few days. 

"Then we'll have a good picture of the 
groundwater in that nine-square-mile 
area." said Leighton. 

Another study underway may show if 
chemical contamination has reached the 
Aberjona. 

The Mystic Valley Watershed 
Association is conducting testing of the 
waters of the river from Heading to the 
Mystic Lakes 

While the tests are mainly to show 
effects of urban run-off on the river, 
association Director Charlotte Berman 
said the results of the tests will be passed 
on to the EFA. 

"We are working with them (EFA) 
very closely, looking at the possibility of 


leaching into the Aberjona," she said. 
"That possibility definitely requires 
investigation." 

Berman said within a few months, the 
association should have collected enough 
samples to see if there is any connection 
between the groundwater contamination 
and any chemicals in the river.

The Hetiremcnt Hoard did not decide 
to reject Logan's disability pension until 
six months after he tiled, according to 
Cogan 

"I’m thoroughly disgusted with the 
actions of the Hetirement Board from 
day one, excluding Captain McNutt,” 
Cogan said. 

"The reasons for this treatment only 
they know.” 

Cogan, 47. retired from the Win¬ 
chester Police force in .June, 1979 
following his second open heart 
operation. He underwent a bypass 
operation in 1974 and a second double 
coronary bypass in 1977. 

After Cogan's application for 
disability pension was rejected by the 
Hetirement Board, Cogan appealed the 
case to the state Contributory 
Hetirement Appeal Board (CRAB). 
Town Counsel Douglas Randall 
represented the Winchester board and 
Donald E. McNamee of Winchester is 
Cogan’s lawyer. 

Cogan claimed he was entitled to 
disability pension under a state law 
known as the “heart law.” 

This law states that "any health 
impairment suffered by heart disease or 
hypertension resulting in total or partial 
disability or death to a uniformed 
member of a paid fire department or 
permanent member of a police depart¬ 


ment is presumed to have been suffered 
in the line of duty unless the contrary be 
shown by competent evidence.” The 
employee is then eligible for disability 
pension. 

Cogan currently works part-time as 
director of security for Electronics 
Corporation of America (EGA). The 
Retirement Board has maintained that 
this position proves Cogan is not totally 
and permanently disabled, a condition 
that must be met liefore the heart law 
can be applied. 

Cogan was examined by .Jonathan L. 
Adler, a physician appointed by the 
Hetirement Board who said Cogan’s 
heart had been permanently damaged 
and that any confrontation, such as 
chasing a suspect, would dangerously 
stress Cogan’s heart. 

Cogan has been receiving a full-time 
salary Irom ECA of about $18,000 despite 
his limited hours. He said ECA president 
Arthur G.B Metcalf of Winchester pays 
him that salary as a favor and as com¬ 
pensation for not receiving a pension. 

Two months ago the case was brought 
before stale hearings officer Robert J. 
Capeless Jr. Capeless made a recom¬ 
mendation to CRAB that Cogan receive 
his pension 

Last week, CRAB ordered the Win¬ 
chester Board of Retirement to grant 
Cogan the disability pension.

ft must now be determined whether or 
not Cogan is entitled to his pension from 
the day he filed. 

There is a ceiling on the salary Cogan 
is entitled to earn. Cogan earned $18,333 
on Ihe police force. He may earn the 
$5.113 difference between his pension and 
his salary as a police officer, but (he 
salary may not exceed $3,000 above that 
figure. If that happens, the "excess" 
goes to the town. 

"I will make absolutely sure my 
salary does not exceed that number," 
Cogan said. "You can be certain that I 
w ill take whatever steps are necessary to 
see that none of my pension reverts back 
to the town of Winchester. 

"I can only wonder why it took 24 and 
one-half months for the town to agree to 
pay me my pension," Cogan said. “I 
think Mr. Randall and Mr. Kaggiano had 
some reservations about the heart bill 
and 1 think mine was.the first case of the 
heart bill in Winchester. But I didn’t 
write the law and it's there." 

Although Cogan was able to support 
himself during his legal battle he said he 
was worried about the next person. 

“I was fortunate in that I had 
something to tall back on," he said 
referring to his ECA job. "But there will 
come a day when a guy will be in my 
position but without something to fall 
back on." 


update of the status of the plans by 
hospital representatives. So far,-31 of the 
32 “upgrading and expansion" elements 
have been approved by the Greater 
Boston Health Flanning Council iGBH- 
FC). They recommended all the 
hospital’s plans except a request for 28 
additional beds, to the Board of Health. 

The GBHFC did approve the plans for 
the 305 car, two story garage that the 
hospital plans to build on the corner of 
Kairmount si. and Maple rd. 

Neighbors attending Monday's 
meeting emphasized that they favored 
all of the hospital’s plans except the 
garage. They pointed out that some 
people mistakenly think they are opposed 
to all of the plans. 

“We never once opposed the 
upgrading of the health facility,” said 
ten-taxpayer member and Town Meeting 
member Roberta Augello. "It’s a good 
hospital and we all use it. Our only op¬ 
position is the garage." 

Neighbors said they are now sub¬ 
jected to undesirable living conditions 
caused by the parking lot and other 
functions of the hospital. Most of the 
complaints concerned excessive noise 
and light. 

But when questioned by O'Connell, the 
group said they would rather continue to 
live with the present situation than with a 
garage. 

"We can live with the traffic on the 
streets for eight hours, but a garage is 
there forever," said Elizabeth McCar¬ 
thy. “There is no such thing as a discreet 
garage." 

Residents said that under present 
conditions they do not need lights at night 
and are constantly disturbed by loud 
noises. 

“You can sit in my living room 
anytime during the night and read a book

Residents said the hospital could pul 
the garage on Highland ave. or move the 
parking area to a location off Ihe 
hospital's properly and transport em¬ 
ployees to work in a shuttle bus. 

After the meeting the future of flu- 
proposed "Hospital Study area com¬ 
mittee" was uncertain. 

"I don't like the idea of an informal 
committee because il'll never carry 
enough weight lo sink a cake of soap," 
said Chain. I’m frankly disgusted. In this 
town they don’t listen to you without a 
badge of status. 

"I’m brokenhearted," he added. 

But O’Connell insisted after the 
meeting that the selectmen were not 
opposed to the group — they just did not 
have the power to establish a committee. 

"We’d be presumptious to establish a 
committee," O'Connell said after the 
meeting. "The hospital is a private in¬ 
stitution and frankly it’s none of our 
business The selectmen have always 
been vigilant to the affairs of the com¬ 
munity but we don’t see ourselves as a 
committee of vigilantes." 

However, after the meeting most of 
the ten-taxpayer members did say they 
would serve on the committee whether or 
not it was recognized by the selectmen. 

"We will meet with a committee but 
we don’t have any high hopes for it," 
Henriques said.

WHO ARE THE “LENDERS” 


In past columns, you 
have probably noted the 
words "lending institu¬ 
tions." Just who or what 
are these lending insti¬ 
tutions who tinance 
home loans? 

Historically, the 
nation's major suppliers 
ot residential mort 
gages have been finan 
cial institutions such as 
savings and loan assoc 
iations, mutual savings 
banks and commercial 
banks. They have ac¬ 
counted (or as much as 
87 percent of total resi¬ 
dential financing in 
years when deposit sav¬ 
ings have been plentiful, 
and as little as 70 per¬ 
cent in a year, such as 
1969, when new savings 
deposits fell to a very 
low level and credit gen¬ 
erally was scarce. 

Lite insurance com¬ 
panies also play a signi¬ 
ficant role in the resi¬ 
dential mortgage mar 
ket, although their par¬ 


ticipation has declined 
considerably since the 
1950's as they have 
shifted funds to higher 
investment yields. 
Other mortgage lenders 
include Federal and 
State agencies, pension 
funds, real estate in 
vestment trusts and in¬ 
dividuals. Savings and 
loan associations are by 
far the largest source ot 
mortgage money ot all 
the above. At the end of 
1974, they held almost 
half of all outstanding 
mortgage debt.

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Town Loses Big In Aid

Winchester may have lost a pile of 
money in the state lottery, and not 
because town officials bought thousands 
of “Big Money" tickets. 

The loss came because the slate will 
rely on the same formula used to 
distribute lottery profits to divide up the 
$265 million in additional local aid con¬ 
tained in this year’s budget. 

That budget was signed by Gov. 
Edward King Tuesday. It bad been ap¬ 
proved early last week by both the state 
Senate and House of Representatives. 

No one knows exactly how much extra 
local aid will come to Winchester. Last 
week, state Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
estimated the aid would come in at about 
$450,000. 

On Wednesday, Winchester state Sen. 
Samuel Rotondi came up with yet 
another local aid figure — $527,500. 

Sunday, the Boston Globe published a 
report based on figures from the state’s 
Joint Committee on Taxation which 
stated that Winchester’s aid would be 
$318,0000. 

But according lo Robert Sherman, the 
press officer at the state Department of 
Revenue, which issues the Cherry Sheet 
listing state aid, the Globe report was 
based on a four-month old estimate. 
Sherman said he would not release the 
actual aid figures until next week. 

Saltmarsh still feels the aid will be 
approximately $400,000. 

But regardless of which figures are 
correct, they all show that Winchester 
has suffered from the use of the lottery 
formula. 

Sherman noted that although the 
Globe figures were probably off the 
mark, they did reflect the way the funds 
will be divided between communities. 
And that split goes against Winchester. 

While some towns are getting 200 to 
300 percent of their Proposition 2.5 losses 
back in state aid, Winchester is only 
getting about 25 percent back. 

Amherst, for example, will receive 
three times the amount it lost because of 
Prop. 2.5. And Lexington is getting 
almost all, or about 96 percent, of its 
losses back. 

Winchester, on the other hand, lost 
some $1.5 million because of the tax¬ 
cutting referendum, according (o the 
Globe. The increased aid will bring that 
loss down to about $1.1 million, a drop of 
about 25 percent. 

Saltmarsh, along with local officials, 
have decried the lottery formula as being 
unfair to towns like Winchester. 

"1 don't like any formula that doesn't 
get my towns a fair share,” said Salt¬ 


marsh. "I’d much rather see local aid 
distributed on a per capital basis." 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said he 
couldn’t understand why the legislature 
opted to use the lottery formula at all. 

"The thing just makes no sense," he 
said. "If the purpose of the formula was 
lo help the towns suffering from 2.5, and 
all the towns suffered lo one extent or 
another, the lottery formula has no 
relationship to the amount of money lost. 

"And if the formula was to help out 
the older cities, that doesn’t work 
either,” he continued. "Some of them, 
like Everett, aren't making out too well 

Everett will receive only about 13 
percent of its Prop. 2.5 losses from the 
lottery aid distribution. 

Groux said he had conferred with 
Saltmarsh on Monday to see if legislative 
action could be taken to give a fairer 
distribution. 

"Our chances are slim though," said 
Groux. "The House leadership set up the 
formula to take care of their own, and 
they forgot there were towns like Win¬ 
chester. 

"In effect the budget formula was

constructed lo benefit certain larger 
cities, and they ended up being sugar 
daddies for smaller towns like Amherst," 
he added. 

One possibility for changing the lot¬ 
tery formula would be if the legislature 
adopted the 60-40 distribution proposed 
this week by House Majority Leader 
George Keverian and Arlington Rep. 
John P. Cusack. 

The formula would put a limit on the 


amount cities and towns could recover in 
local aid against their Prop. 2.5 losses. 
Under the plan, a town would get no more 
than 60 percent and no less than 40 
percent of the loss back. 

However, Saltmarsh is not too 
sanguine over the possibility of the 60-40 
plan being passed by the legislature. 

Saltmarsh pointed out that since More 
cities and towns benefitled under the 
formula than lost under it, few 


representatives would vote for it change. 

And he noted that in King’s report on 
the budget, the governor stated that he 
would not support a new distribution 
formula because it would slow the 
passage of a budget already three weeks 
over-due. 

Which leaves Winchester about where 
it was before anyone in the state

Saltmarsh Calls Change *.Drastic But Good’ 


Town To Have Say In County Budget

Winchester will no longer have to 
pump money into Middlesex County 
without having any say in how the cash is 
spent. 

An outside section of the budget ap¬ 
proved this week by Gov. Edward King 
will put the control of county government 
spending “back into the hands of the 
cities and towns, where it belongs,” 
according to Winchester’s state Rep 
Sherman Saltmarsh. 

And some officials think the new 
provision could eventually result in the 
elimination of county government. 

Until this week, the state legislature 
had the authority to set county budgets. 
Now, that power will rest in the hands of 
the county advisory boards. 

Selectman John J. Williams, Win¬ 
chester's representative to the Middlesex 
Advisory Board, explained that before 
the change, his group had very little say 
in the budget. 

"Up to now, the advisory board’s 
budget committee reviewed the budget, 


much as a Finance Committee does, sent 
it to the full board, which voted on the 
recommendations and sent them on to 
the legislature,” he explained. 

Yet, Williams continued, the 
legislature rarely followed any of the 
board’s recommendations to cut spen¬ 
ding. 

"There have been things passed that 
we did not want to see go through," said 
Williams. "And when the county budget 
rose by 20 percent last year, you know 
some drastic changes to that system are 
called for.” 

Williams pointed out that the lack of 
control by the advisory board over the 
spending of county monies had lead to 
many abuses. 

“Just look at recent history,” he said. 
“Last year, in non-interest bearing ac¬ 
counts, we bad $5-6 million that wasn’t 
collecting any interest. 

"And we had a county highway 
department when there aren’t any 
county highways,” he added. 

Saltmarsh said giving power to the 


advisory committee would help prevent 
such abuses. 

. "This is a drastic change, but a good 
change," Saltmarsh said. "Now there 
will be a much stronger measure of 
control within the counties. And par¬ 
ticularly with the advent of Proposition 
2.5, cities and towns have to have a 
tighter reign on how their lax dollars are 
being spent.” 

Rep. Michael Barrett of Reading, 
spokesman for the County Project, 
pointed out that each city and town has to 
pay an assessment for county services 
with property tax dollars that could 
otherwise be used for other functions. 

Members of his group believe that, 
since cities and towns carry the costs of 
county government, they should also be 
able to determine the size of the budget 
and the services that should be con¬ 
tinued, he said. 

Saltmarsh called the present system 
of county spending "very inefficient,” 
one in which "we have no way of 
monitoring how monies will be spent.” 


"The state appropriates money, the 
county spends it, and the cities and towns 
pay for it,” he said. 

Barrett explained that "the pattern of 
legislative control has been so strong in 
(he past that the advisory boards have 
been virtually ignored" in determining 
how monies are spent. 

“This fiscal year, which began July 1, 
is likely to be the first year the Middlesex 
County advisory board will have a 
powerful voice in county government," 
he said. "And this is only the beginning. 
Next year, the board themselves will 
hold the reigns.” 

Barrett added that he expects this 
year's Middlesex County budget to be the 
lowest in the last ten years. 

"This has been almost a unique in¬ 
stance of the legislature totally giving up 
control over something. And it’s going to 
result in a much, much lower budget," he 
said. 

"The important thing is that the

Study Reveals Leaks In Sewers 





A study of the town’s sewer system 
has discovered nearly 175,000 feet of 
faulty sewer line, which is allowing 
excess water to come into the system. 

The excess water is either causing 
catchbasins and storm drains to back up, 
or is placing an extra burden on the 
pumping and storage capacities of the 
system. 

The problems were explained to the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night by two 
engineers from Coffin and Richardson, 
the firm now undertaking an evaluation 
of the town’s sewer system. 

Ralph Grieco, the assistant project 
manager on the study, explained to the 
selectmen that the sewer problems broke 
down into two categories — infiltration 
and inflow. 

Inflow problems occured, he said, 
.when storm water somehow managed to 
get into the sewer lines, causing the pipes 
to back up and overflow. 

Infiltration comes when cracks in the 
pipe allow groundwater to seep into the 
pipes, putting an extra burden on the 
capacity of the system, he continued. 

David McAnaney, the project 
engineer, told the selectmen that in¬ 
filtration was the lesser of the two 
problems. 

"While infiltration is going to cause 
problems by reducing the capacity of the 
system, an inflow problem is going to 
cause sewage to bubble out on the street 
if there’s a storm,” he said. 

Normally, he explained, storms 


wouldn’t affect the sewer lines since sewer pipe line. If smoke comes out of a 


Winchester has separate lines for sewage 
and stormwater. 

The Coffin and Richardson team had a 
general idea of where most of the 
problems were, but they said further 
study will be needed to pin-point the 
exact location and causes of most of the 
flow problems. 

So far, Coffin and Richardson has 
completed two parts of the multi-faceted 
study. An inflow infiltration study in 1978 
recommended an evaluation of the whole 
system which would come up with 
recommendations to correct the 
problems. 

The first part of that evaluation has 
been done, discovering in what areas the 
inflow and infiltration problems exist. 

Greico explained that the study had 
divided the town into 47 quadrants, and 
found infiltration problems in six, and 
inflow problems in 11. 

McAnaney estimated there were 
172,000 feet of sewer line which could 
have inflow problems, and another 2115 
feet which showed infiltration. 

The second part of the evaluation will 
find exactly where those feet of pipe are. 
To do so, Coffin and Richardson’s 
engineers plan to conduct two tests — one 
complex, the other amazingly simple. 

To test for infiltration problems, the 
firm will use a closed-circuit television 
camera, which will travel up sewer lines 
and photograph leaks. 

To check for inflow, the engineers will 
simply drop a smoke bomb down the 


storm drain, the engineers will know 
there’s a leak. 

While McAnaney conceded that a 
homeowner with smoke coming out of the 
drain in his cellar might get a bit 
worried, he said the homeowner should 
be glad to find out there is a connection 
between the drain and the sewer line. 

"If he has a drain going into the line, 
that's a dangerous situation,” said 
McAnaney. “Sewer gas and bacteria 
could be rising into the house, or 
somebody could dump gas in the sewer 
line and blow his house up.” 

McAnaney told the selectmen his firm 
would distribute flyers in neighborhoods 
before smoke testing began. 

McAnaney reported the firm had 
already found several inflow problems 
around town, including lines on Sylvester 
ave., where sewage was rising in a pipe; 
Kenilworth rd. and Fells rd., where 
sewage backed up into cellars; and 
Cambridge st. near the Winchester Boat 
Club, where sewage often bubbles out of 
a low man-hole during heavy rains. 

McAnaney said one of the final 
products of the study will be a set of 
recommendations on how to solve the 
problems. 

Seventy-five percent of the study is 
being funded through federal funds, 
Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia told the 
selectmen, and if new construction is 
done to correct problems, the state will 
pick up 90 percent of the cost.

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Officials Watch And Wait 
As Toxic Waste Draws Nearer 


Winchester officials are keeping a 
wary eye on the toxic waste moving into 
Winchester through the groundwater. 

The town Water Department is testing 
the Hudson Industry well which feeds 
Leonard Pond for traces of chemical 
contamination. 

The selectmen have invited Thomas 
Ward, the town's representative to a 
citizen's group working witli federal 
officials on toxic waste, to speak to them 
next Monday. 

And the Board of Health is keeping its 
collective eye on the developing 
situation. 

Their concern stems from a report 
released three weeks ago by the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
which revealed that toxic wastes from 
the Woburn Industriplex 128 park had 
entered the groundwater and spread as 
far as the north end of Winchester. 

The Woburn site has been under in¬ 
tensive study by the EPA and the state’s 
Department of Environmental Affairs 
since buried arsenic, chromium and 
rotting tannery wastes were discovered 
on the site. 

Water Supt. Richard Warrington said 
this week that he wants to “put the 
kibosh" on any idea the contaminated 
groundwater from the site had entered 
the town's drinking supply. 

Although the town's reservoirs are 
geographically close to the path of the 
contaminated water, the reservoirs are 
uphill from that path, Warrington said. 
Hence the groundwater could not run up 
into the water supply. 

“The chances are nil to non-existant 
of the contamination ever getting up to 
the reservoirs,’’ said Warrington. “It's 
going to follow the (Aberjona River) 
valley.” 

Warrington said he was more con¬ 
cerned with the possibility that the 
contaminated water was getting into the 
Hudson Industries well on Cross st 
which feeds the Leonard Pool. 

"The maps from tjie study showed the 
wells at the Atlantic Gelatine factory 
(just over the Woburn line from Win¬ 
chester) were picking up some 
chemicals,” said Warrington, “so we’re 


monitoring the well at Leonard Pool very 
closely. 

"Hudson Industries has been using 
the well for an extended period of 
testing, and that water is going into 
Leonard Pool,” he said. “So our first 
thought was that the chemical con¬ 
tamination was getting into the pool.” 

But Warrington said he had tested the 
water from the well with a mass spec¬ 
trometer gas chromatigraph (a test also 
used by the EPA in their study). 

Warrington said the tests showed “no 
detectable traces" of contamination in 
the well at Hudson Industries. 

But he added that this did not mean 
the well, or the pool, was safe from the 
contamination. 

"It is moving in this direction,” he 
said. “Hopefully, the EPA study will 


from speaking to the press. 

The public group most involved in 
monitoring the progress of the toxic 
waste studies is the Citizens Advisory 
Committee, a group set up to advise, 
keep in contact with, and criticize the 
EPA. 

Tom Ward, Winchester's represen¬ 
tative to CAC, said he would like to see 
his group branch out to investigate all 
sources of pollution to the Mystic River 
Valley. 

Ward explained the original intent of 
the committee, and the EPA study, was 
to evaluate and clean up the hazardous 
waste on the Industriplex site. 

But now that the waste, and the EPA 
study, have moved beyond the bounds of 
the site, Ward thinks Hie committee 
should move beyond it too. 

"The problem is a lot broader, the 
investigation is a lot broader, and our

show what type of chemicals we’re 
dealing with, and when they will get 
here." 

The Board of Health is also watching 
the advance of the toxic chemicals 
closely, although Board Chairwoman 
Jeanne Thomas said it is still too early 
for the board to become actively con¬ 
cerned. 

"We're aware of the problem, but not 
concerned over it yet," said Thomas. “If 
something happens we’ll take steps, but 
until it does, we're just going to watch the 
situation.” 

Thomas noted that the Health 
Department tests the drinking water in 
seven locations once a week, and also 
tests bathing water, to see if the water 
met state norms. 

Asked if the tests for state norms 
would pick up traces of toxic wastes, 
Thomas said she didn't know. Board of 
Health policy bars the person who does 
the testing, the health inspector-agent,

scope should be broadened as well,” 
Ward said. 

"Ideally, the logical scope of our 
study should be the limits of the Mystic 
Valley Watershed," he continued. “But 
the political reality of the situation is that 
we must look at the problem one little 
piece at a time.” 

While the little piece the EPA happens 
to be working on is the waste site and its 
effect on the groundwater, Ward feels 
there are other sources of pollution of the 
Aberjona that should be looked at. 

"All of the pollution that goes into the 
Aberjona by no means comes from the 
Woburn Industriplex,” said Ward. "For 
example, Trichlor-ethylene has been 
found in the water, and it presumably 
comes from chemical companies located 
to the west of the Industriplex. 

"Bui Ibis is still a developing 
situation,” he added. "We and the EPA 
just have to feel our way along.” 

Last week, the Star reported the 
details of the EPA study which revealed 
the contamination of Winchester's 
groundwater.

Traffic 
Committee 
Lends Support 
For Garage 

The town’s Traffic Advisory Com¬ 
mittee gave a back-handed word of 
support for the the proposed Winchester 
Hospital garage in a report given at 
Monday’s selectmen’s meeting. 

While the report didn’t make any 
recommendations in favor of the plan, it 
did note that “without a garage, the on¬ 
street parking area problem which is 
already unsatisfactory will only become 
more severe.” 

The report went on to note that “we 
are reliably advised” that once Win¬ 
chester Hospital expanded, 50 to 60 more 
cars would be parked on the streets 
surrounding the hospital each day. 

“Such an increase would spill over 
and further impede street parking on 
Fairmount, Valley, Maple, Highland, 
Reservoir, Alben and Highland terrace,” 
the report said. 

Both Town Manager Thomas Groux 
and Police Chief John McHugh, who are 
on the committee, noted the only con¬ 
sideration in making the report was 
traffic. 

For their part, the selectmen steered 
clear of commenting on the traffic 
problem, noting they had discussed the 
matter with neighbors and hospital of¬ 
ficials at their previous meeting. 

Other recommendations of the 
committee concerning the garage in¬ 
cluded requesting additional access to 
the garage from Valley rd., not closing 
Maple st. during construction, and 
charging no fee for the garage, to en¬ 
courage parking there.

tax assessment should be restructured. 
This is where the advisory board should 
direct their efforts.” 

“I’m not adverse to the people paying 
the taxes having control over their 
money. But the services that they need 
can be provided by the county govern¬ 
ment. What's got to be done here is 
rethinking a very serious problem," he 
added. 

“If the members of the advisory 
board have made up their minds in ad¬ 
vance to eliminate county government, 
they're off on the wrong foot," Antonelli 
said. “There should be some more 
creative and productive work done by the 
board.” 

Saltmarsh disagrees with this 
reasoning. 

“Frankly, I think that we should 
abolish county government. There’s a lot 
of duplication in programs administered 
by different levels of government, 
particularly here in Middlesex County,” 
he said. 

Saltmarsh explained that he would 
like to see the new process put on a “trial 
basis" in Middlesex County. 

“After a year or two, if the advisory 
board feels that they can’t handle it, I 
wouldn't be surprised if they wanted to 
abolish county government,” he added. 

But Barrett, although he advocates 


the cutting of a large number of services 
now performed by the counties, still sees 
a need for the existence of those 
governments. 

“I'm hoping that the county budget 
boards will serve as a contact point for 
inter-town communication," he said. 
“Right now, there is precious little of that 
kind of cooperation.” 

Barrett said he sees room for ex¬ 
perimentation in joint projects between 
towns, citing waste disposal as an 
example of a problem for which coor¬ 
dinated solutions might be found. 

“The political climate in 
Massachusetts right now is to cut down 
on the counties. And that' something 
that’s defintely going to happen," he 
said.

No Winners In The Lottery 


It doesn't really upset me that 
Winchester is only getting 25 
percent of the money it lost from 
Prop. 2.6 back In state aid. 

Thjs town's not hurting from 
the tax-cutting measure. Unlike 
some, Winchester had an easy 
out the value of its property — 
and it used that through re- 
evaluation to avoid most of the 
sting of Prop. 2.5. 

But what I don't like about the 
lottery formulas is the basic 
unfairness of the whole thing. If 
Winchester, Lexington, and 
Amherst all fairly well-off 
communities — only got 25 
percent back while the Everetts, 
Chelseas and Bostons got 50 
percent, or even 75 percent, I’d 
say "Bravo." 

These cities are the ones that 
need the money. They're the 
ones who have to lay off dozens 
of firefighters, policemen and 


other town employees. 
Employees who are people, with 
families, not just symbols of 
waste in government. 

But the distribution isn’t 
working that way. Everett is 
getting only 13 percent of its 
losses back, and Amherst is 
getting 320 percent. 

There have been a couple of 
suggestions thrown around the 
state house this week to change 
the distribution formula. One is 
to do it on a per capital basis — 
meaning the smallest towns get 
the least money. But that really 
has no more relation to Prop. 2.5 
losses than the lottery formula. 

A better suggestion is a 60-40 
plan, where cities and towns 
would get between 40 and 60 
percent of their Prop. 2.5 
revenue loss back. 

This at least measures the 
local aid against Prop. 2.5 losses. 


And it will mean no community 
is actually making money off a 
referendum that was supposed to 
cut local spending. 

The chances for any kind of 
change in the formula look slim 
though. Gov. Edward King chose 
not to veto the budget because of 
the formula, for the very good 
reason that a veto would only 
keep paychecks from the 
Commonwealth's employees for 
another three weeks. 

For the same reason, the 
legislature will hurry the signed 
budget through the approval 
process. If some quick-footed 
senator or representative can’t 
get a formula change past the 
legislature in the next week, the 
lottery formula will stay. 

And as is usual with lotteries, 
a few win big, and many more 
lose out.

In Defense Of 
Common Cause 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

A recent letter in this column was 
critical of Common Cause for having 
accepted some start-up money from 
members of the Rockefeller family and, 
apparently, for not being “anti- 
establishment.” 

Common Cause is a grassroots public 
interest group, founded ten years ago 
with the goal of increasing government's 
responsiveness and accountability to the 
citizens it is meant to serve. It is a matter 
of public record that contributions came 
from various members of the Rockefeller 
family, especially as the organization 
was getting established. Over the ten 
years of Common Cause's existence, 
contributions from the Rockefeller 
family have totaled less than $100,000, an 
amount that is less than one-fifth of one 
percent of the organization's income for 
that period. Common Cause is a volun¬ 
teer organization, funded almost com¬ 
pletely through subscriptions and con¬ 
tributions from it’s 230,000 members 
nationwide. 

Common Cause believes • that our 
democratic system of government can 
work if citizens actively work at it. 
Common Cause has effectively used 
volunteer efforts to achieve the goals of 
making government more open and 
responsive at both the federal and state 
levels. 

For example, at the federal level, 
Common Cause was instrumental in 
passing legislation which provided for 
public fi. ' ncing of presidential cam¬ 
paigns (the one-dollar check-off on 
federal income tax forms), opening up all 
Congressional bill-drafting sessions to 
the public, and forcing the House Ethics 
Committee to take action against 
representatives who abused their power. 

In Massachusetts, Common Cause 
worked long and hard to strengthen 
conflict of interest laws, require financial 
disclosure of outside income by public 
officials, andcreatean independent State 
Ethics Commission to enforce these 
laws. Common Cause has also worked for 
stricter reporting requirements for 
lobbyists so that the public would learn 
what groups were seeking to influence 
legislation and bow much money they 
were spending. Currently, Common 
Cause is supporting public financing for 
state-wide elections in Massachusetts. 

These are only a few of the many 
accomplishments Common dause has 
achieved in its ten year history. With the 
continuing support of citizens throughout 
the country, hopefully Common Cause 
will continue to make government more 
responsive to the citizens’ needs.

Rebuts ‘Kiddie 
Corral* Letter 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In reply to the outraged parent who 
wrote regarding your recent article on 
the Kiddie Corral, I think there are 
several things that this person should 
know. 

1) The dead child was not "unat¬ 
tended" or “abandoned" to this sup¬ 
posedly SAFE enclosure. She was in the 
corral to keep her from falling down the 
two steps on the back porch which she 
had just learned to climb. She was also in 
the corral to keep her from trying to add 
to her diet things like pebbles, ants, grass 
or all sorts of odds and ends she was too 
young to know about. 

The corral was meant to keep her safe 
and surrounded by toys designed with 
her enjoyment in mind. 

2) She was not the first and only child 
this playpen has killed. In fact, she is at 
least the third and possibly the fifth in six 
months who was killed in just one small 
area of the country. An investigation has 
been launched by the Consumer 
Protection Agency as this was not a freak 
accident and was indeed tragic to all the 
families involved. 

3) The Kiddie Corral was purchased 
with SAFETY in mind. It folded so 
easily. It could be carried so easily to the 
park, the beach, to friends' houses and to 
grandma’s. 

Every parent who has purchased it 
has thought “How great! How protec¬ 
tive!" But the easy-closing design is at 
fault. It closes too easily, as these three 
sets of parents found out. 

Had any of these children been able to 
make a sound, they may have had a slim 
chance of survival. But their little necks 
were caught in the scissor-like grip of the 
Kiddie Corral while, as in this case, her 
parents gardened four feet away. 

The article was printed in the hopes 
that some other unsuspecting family 
would be spared our recent tragedy. 

HE. McDonald is truly a concerned 
parent, perhaps she and her friends will 
think twice before placing their children 
in the corral again. None of us can 
guarantee total safety for our little ones 
— we can only do our best, trust our 
judgment and hope the manufacturers of 
children’s things have made them safe 
for their use. 

Recently a crib by a well known 
manufacturer was responsible for the 
death of several children and was 
removed from production. ‘Flame- 
retardent pajamas were removed when 
they too were proven unsafe. A teddy 
bear was recalled because it was unsafe. 
We hope the same will happen with the 
Kiddie Corral.

Town Should 
Conserve, Too 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

The Water Superintendent for the 
Town of Winchester is threatening the 
residents with a compulsory water ban if 
they do not stop washing cars, watering 
lawns and gardens, flushing toilets, 
taking showers, washing clothes and 
other conservation methods. 

We strongly suggest that the Water 
Superintendent correct the problems 
with the supply side of the water 
distribution system before imposing 
punishing restrictions on the consumers, 
the demand side. 

According to the Water Superin¬ 
tendent’s 1980 annual report to the Town 
Manager, his department cannot account 
for nine hundred thousand to one million 
gallons of water per day. On an annual 
basis, this amounts to between three 
hundred thirty million and three hundred 
sixty-five million gallons of water. Since 
our entire water supply in 1980 was 
purchased from the MDC, the cost of this 
unaccounted for water is approximately 
$80,000 to $90,000 (at a rale of $240 per 
million gallons). 

It is stated in the same report that this 
tremendous daily loss is due to hydrant 
flushing, sewer flushing, fires and leaks. 
Only approximately 10 percent of the 
annual unaccounted for water can be 
attributed to hydrant flushing, sewer 
flushing, fires and Public Works’ con¬ 
sumption. We feel that the major loss 
must l>e due to undetected underground 
water leaks, an unnecessary waste of 
water. 


The Water Superintendent has pur¬ 
chased a leak detection instrument and 
claims he is teaching his men how to use 
it. The Superintendent has as much 
experience at leak detection as he had at 
being a Water Superintendent when he 
was hired by the Town, which was no 
experience. This lack of experience and 
natural ability for the position he holds is 
very costly to the Town. 

We are not saying that we should not 
conserve water. On the contrary, our 
business is water conservation and water 
management. The proper conservation 
approach is (1) the suppliers of the water 
should be able to account for at least 90 
percent of the water delivered into the 
system, and (2) the demand side of the 
system should then be instructed on how 
to conserve water without changing their 
quality of life too dramatically.

Child Care Funding 
To Be Cut? 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The Mystic Valley Council for 
Children would like to take this op¬ 
portunity to inform the residents of our 
area about some of the attempts being 
made by Gov. King and Secretary of 
Human Services Mahoney to dismantle 
the current day care system. 

Earlier in the year, they attempted to 
do so by proposing a transfer of day care 
funds from the Department of Social 
Services to the Department of Public 
Welfare. For a variety of reasons, this 
transfer would have made it impossible 


for many families who are currently 
receiving subsidized day care to afford 
quality programs. It would have forced 
the closing of many day care centers due 
to the reduction of an average of 40 
percent in their state contracts. 

Our legislators wisely rejected this 
proposal and have sent the budget to the 
governor with provisions for the con 
linuation of contracted day care. Now the 
governor and Secretary Mahoney are 
attempting to accomplish ad¬ 
ministratively what they were prevented 
Irom doing legislatively. 

It is our understanding that the 
Governor is planning to significantly 
reduce the Department of Social Service 
1 DSS 1 accounts which fund day care. We 
have urged our legislators to vote to 
overturn this decision. 

At the same time, Secretary Mahoney 
has notified DSS of changes he is making 
in the day care delivery system These 
changes include eliminating contracted 
day care for infants, toddlers and school 
age children; reducing the maximum 
child care lor infants, toddlers and school 
. age childrejv, reducjflg the, maximum 
"child care subsidy to'approximately $40 
per week per child; requiring all par¬ 
ticipants. including those at risk of child 
abuse or neglect to pay a minimum of $20 
per month per child; and changing the 
licensing regulations to lower operating 
costs. 

These changes would seriously un¬ 
dermine the progress made in the 
Commonwealth during the past few 
years. We urge all of our neighbors to 
contact their legislators by phone, mail 
or telegram to inform them ol your op 
position to these latest attempts to 
dismantle the state's day care system

The issue concerns the to\vn dump and 
the recent abandonment of the metal 
recycling procedure which has been in 
existence for several years. 

l\fj) question is quite simply, why? The 
answer I received upon request of an 
employee was. “No one wants to pick 
them up." I ask what has happened? Has 
the procedure changed? Has the great 
town of Winchester given up on a wor¬ 
thwhile and significant action which 
seemed lo me to elicit a substantial 
public response? 

Perhaps it is merely easier to dispose 
of all of that valuable aluminum and 
steel, together with all of the other waste 
we all produce for you down there.

Steam was pouring out of the ground 
and both clanking and steady hum noises 
filled the air.

Soon an emergency 
repair truck pulled up. 

"Do you think that on Wildwood, 
Oxford, or any other streets on the west 
side of town, they would stand for this,” 
Henriques asked. 

"The noise is at the agitation level and 
we’re worried about what effect all this 
will have on our son Matthew," Nancy 
Rich said, balancing her 15-month-old 
child on her right hip. 

Each morning, the Richs say they 
wake up to the sounds of delivery trucks. 

“They deliver at 5:07 a.m. We've 
asked and asked and asked that they 
don’t start delivering until 7,” Nancy 
said pointing to a 'No Deliveries before 7 
a.m.' sign. 

“Finally we had to take our car and 
block the driveway one morning lo get 
them to stop,” she continued. “These are 
controllable things. 

“Before they expand, they should 
clean up their act over here," Steven 
Rich emphasized. 

The Richs said they had no idea the 
situation was this bad when they moved 
into their house. 

"It was wintertime and the air con¬ 
ditioners weren't on and the boiler room 
wasn’t open," said Rich. "We looked at 
the house on the weekend when things 
are not as busy.” 

"This situation is destroying us,” 
Nancy said looking at her husband. 
"Every call 1 make to the hospital gets us 
more and more angry and upset. 

“My concern with the garage is that it 
won’t make a bit of difference what they 
(hospital) promise will happen with the 
garage or while they construct it,” she 
continued. 

"All these other incidents make us 
very skeptical as to whether we can 
believe them.” 

The abutters said if the garage must 
be constructed they would like it built on 
another site off the hospital property or 
on Highland ave., where they claim most 
people would rather park anyway since it 
is closer to the hospital. 

The present plans include con¬ 
structing a ramp leading from the road lo 
the third floor of the garage," according 
to neighbors. 

“We call that the 747 airplane ramp," 
Augello said. 

“So you can see why we’d rather deal 
with all this than have a garage with the 
ramp,” said McNeill. "I’d rather have all 
this than have that garage. 

“The hospital says it will be hidden 
and look discreet, she continued. “But 
they haven’t even kept their promises to 
hide the parking lots from our view. 

"And there is no such thing as a 
discreet garage."

Austin said that while she could 
sympathize with neighbors on Fairmount 
st. and Maple rd. who live across from 
the entrances to the proposed garage, she 
was most concerned about I lie cars 
outside her own door. "I don't live over 
there," she said. 

William Jones, a Highland ten- 
resident, also said he supported the 
project "The cars on the side ol the 
streets are annoying all year long, but il 
really gets bad in the winter." lie said 
“People can't get home until II or 9 at 
night in the winter because the parked 
cars and the snow and the hill foul things 
up (on Highland ave.),” Jones said. 

But even though Jones believes the 
garage is necessary, he says he doubts il 
will ever be built. "People are loo riled 
up," he said. 

President Hunter disagreed, saying 
he remains "very optimistic" about the 
garage because the hospital has built a 
strong case. 

An important element of his case, 
Hunter said, is police and lire depart¬ 
ment support lor the project. "The police 
and fire authorities have repeatedly 
pointed out that the congestion on 
surrounding streets is hazardous and 
have been fully supportive of (he

garage," Hunter said 

Police Chief John McHugh confirmed 
his endorsement ol the project, saying 
curium driving conditions on the streets 
near the hospital create problems for his 
department "From lime lo lime, there’s 
an overabundance of cars (hat causes a 
potential difficulty for public safety 
people," he said. 

McHugh added that the new garage 
would keep police from having to answer 
calls about parking violations near the 
hospital. 

Fire Cliiet Robert McElhinney also 
said he supports the project, pointing out 
dial relatively narrow roads near the 
hospital like Alben si. are not big enough 
lor lire trucks to enter when cars are 
parked along the side of the street. 

But despite having the support of 
emergency service administrators and 
some neighbors, Hunter said he is not 
ignoring complaints and suggestions 
from people who oppose the garage. 

Hunter said one suggestion garage 
opponents have offered is lo build a 
parking facility away from the hospital 
silc Hunter said the hospital studied the 
idea but found that it could not be carried 
out. 

“Find me the property in Win¬ 
chester." Hunter said. "There isn’t any 
and I iliink the Planning Board would 
acknowledge there is no place in Win¬ 
chester capable ol slashing 2(H) cars." 

Hunter added that even if a suitable 
site could be found, the cost of tran¬ 
sporting people and maintaining the 
facility would exceed the cost of building 
l he on site garage after eight years. Such 
a project would therefore be unsound 
from a business standpoint, Hunter said. 

Another suggestion residents have 
proposed is lo build I he garage at the

corner of Fairmount st. and Highland 
ave., rather than along Maple rd. Hunter 
said he has hired consultants to examine 
the suggestion and will await their 
judgment before making a decision. 

Some hospital neighbors have also 
stated that no new parking facility needs 
lo be built. Hunter rejected that con¬ 
tention. 

"If we don't build a garage and don't 
have off-site parking, then we're not 
doing much for the neighborhood, the 
hospital or, most importantly, for the 
patients who rely on us," Hunter said 

Hunter said the hospital also has 
taken into account worries expressed by 
opponents of the garage. The hospital has 
begun to step up security in its current 
parking lots, he said, and insisted that 
the new garage will be as safe as 
possible. 

“We will do whatever has to be done lo 
provide tight security in the new 
garage," Hunter said. "I don’t want my 
own people being al any risk, either." 

Neighbors worried about a brightly-lit 
lot should also relax, Hunter said. "We 
made sure to get non-glare lighting for 
the facility,” he said. "We don’t waul the 
place lit up like a Christmas tree." 

Hunter added that the lot will be 
lucked behind 20-foot trees. “If those 
trees grow al all. you probably won’l 
even be able lo see the garage." he said 
with a laugh. 

Finally, Hunter recognized that 
traffic will probably increase along 
adjoining streets as some residents fear. 
“I don’t dodge the fact that traffic will 
probably pick up," he said. "But by- 
providing access to the garage from 
Fairmount st. and Maple rd. and perhaps 
Valley rd., we’re doing what we can to 
dilute it."

work, luck and being at the right place at 
tht* right time, which she says depends on 
the age and prnmntahility of the person 
above her 

She wistfully recalls one of her earlier 
positions in the hank, that of mortgage 
officer: "We put money out as fast as we 
could get it id S' i per cent. Of course that 
was in the sixties, when interest rates 
were low And stable." 

But interest rales are not the only 
difference between the banking business 
as it is now, and as it was when Pavliska 
began working at the bank in 1U55 

"No one remembers this," she says, 
"hut in the late 40s, it was almost a 
national policy for women to he 
discouraged from entering business or 
kicked out of business because everyone 
wanted to hire the veteran." 

During her seven years as a 
secretary. Pavliska says, employee roles 
were flexible and the structure was not 
as departmentalized as it is today, 
because there were fewer hank em¬ 
ployees 

"Most young people today are too 
impatient." she says, referring to their 
expectation of an immediate promotion. 
Pavliska does believe in occasionally 
giving employees at lower levels a short 
stint in other departments of the hank, 
because, she says, the more employees 
know how the bank operates, the better 
they do their jobs. 

Pavliska refers to herself as part of a 
management team. She believes in 
“participatory management" where all 
employees can have input. 

Last year, for example, a contest was 
held among all employees to determine 
the new name for their tellers. The 
winning name? “Financial Agents.” 

Pavliska believes that autocracy 


doesn't work, though she admits that she 
does have more input than others do in 
any final decision. 

“Young people today are too in¬ 
dependent and too bright," she says, "to 
have everything handed down to them." 
She believes that employees want to 
know what is behind a bank's policy. 

According to Pavliska, young people 
ought to go into a business that they 
enjoy, which is not necessarily the job 
which promises the most money. She 
says she gels the most enjoyment out of 
the personal aspect of banking: lending 
money to people, not corporations. 

She sees banking as a “retail service 
business” and thinks the most important 
talent necessary for success in the in¬ 
dustry is to he a good judge of people. 

While Pavliska appears to be a fair 
and flexible manager, she appears as 
tough-minded on the issue of career 
paths for others as she was on herself. 
She believes that young people should 
lake responsibility for tiieir own 
education in banking, much as she did. 

Although Pavliska has no formal 
degree in banking, she received much 
training through programs sponsored by 
the banking industry. In some cases she 
had to search outside the industry for the 
training she wanted. 

For example, when Pavliske was in 
the mortgage loan department, she 
remembers taking an additional part- 
time job with a real estate appraiser, 
using her own initiative to get in¬ 
struction. 

“Employees shouldn’t sit hack and 
wail for a company to give them 
education which is unrelated to their 
current job,” she says. 

As a bank president, however, she 
believes in reimbursing her employees' 
tuition costs if they successfully com¬ 
plete a course through the American 


Institute of Banking. 

Pavliska is more than generally 
concerned with the future of tomorrow’s 
banking leaders. She is currently 
chairman of the National Education 
Committee for the banking industry, 
helping to repay the banking education 
which she felt was so helpful to her. 

She stresses that in educational 
programs involving the entire banking 
community the most important benefit is 
becoming acquainted with one’s peers. 
During the entire course of a banking 
career, she points out, such friendships 
can lie useful. 

Sharing her experience with other 
women in banking is important to 
Pavliska. Currently she manages a 
special program for women in 
management set up through the com¬ 
mittee. In it, she shares problems “not 
written up in the textbooks" which she 
has encountered, and tells other women 
how she coped with them. 

Pavliska feels it is especially Im¬ 
portant for women to share their ex¬ 
periences on the way up. She has found to 
her surprise that the most serious 
problems women have lie not within the 
business structure but within the family 
structure. Pavliska thinks that in some 
cases the husbands of these women are 
not supportive or are even slyly 
destructive of their wives’ careers. 

Pavliska says that often a woman will 
gel to a certain level in management and 
t hen begin to refuse promotions. She says 
that often a woman’s husband will excerl 
subtle pressure on her not to advance in 
her career out of his fear that their peers 
will perceive his wife as more successful 
than he is. 

Pavliska adds that she never - 
encountered such problems because she 
had the total support of her husband. 

As a woman, Pavliska admits she has

sometimes had to be thickskinned, let- 
ling potential put-downs roll off her. 

"Getting to the top though, is a great 
way to let those tensions evaporate," she 
says. “It is important for women to build 
confidence and esteem or they will 
become sensitive to some of the slights 
against women in the normal course of 
any business career.” 

Pavliska says that if women look for 
those slights they will find them, and 
adds that she has never really found 
much discrimination against her. 

As for the “superstar," the woman 
who tries to handle the multiple roles of 
career woman, wife and mother, 
Pavliska says she believes that very few 
women can handle it. 

"The faster you are successful the 
easier you can do it,” she says, ex¬ 
plaining that if you have enough money 
io hire help for everything that you don’t 
have to do yourself, you can buy the time 
necessary to fulfill the different roles. 

Pavliska advises such women on their 
way up to spend the extra dollar even if 
they can barely afford it, or both their 
career and family life will suffer. 

After making it to the top, what kinds 
of rewards are there? Pavliska says that 
her gender coupled with the siz.e of her 
bank often place her in the limelight. But 
then too, there are a few even more 
unique circumstances. 

Take the Dave Finnegan radio show 
on WBZ. They needed several guests to 
comprise a panel on financial issues. 
Finnegan and two of the male panelists 
had low voices which the show's 
producers thought would be difficult to 
distinguish from one another. 

They couldn't invite another guest 
whose voice was similar because the 
listening audience would become con 
fused over who was speaking. Pleased by 
the opportunity, Pavliska graciously 
accepted their invitation.

The drinking driver, man or woman, 
is more hazardous than a gunman gone 
beserk, and a deadly serious challenge 
to you, your family and friends, your 
community and the nation. 

In a single year, problem drinkers 
account for nearly one million collisions 
in traffic. More tragic still, they are in¬ 
volved in the deaths of as many as 
26,000 men, women and children; 
in the injury of half a million more, and in 
economic losses exceeding $6 billion. 

One reason the drinking-driving 
problem is difficult to control is be¬ 
cause it is rooted in the American 
culture. Eight out of every 10 males 
over 21 in this country, and two out of 
every three femajes, are consumers 
of alcoholic beverages. The number of 
motor vehicle operators who drink 
is estimated to be 88.6 million, which 
is three-fourths of the driving pop¬ 
ulation. Not much change in this pattern 
is anticipated, since the percentage 
of drinking teenagers, at age 17, is 
now roughly the same as that of adults. 


The No. 1 culprit is the alcoholic, 
of which there are about nine million. 
Eight million of them drive. Alcoholism 
is, of course, a major medical-social 
problem in all aspects of social and 
economic life; it is of special import¬ 
ance to traffic safety because of the 
grisly death and injury toll form alcohol- 
involved accidents. 

If you are an occasional consumer 
of alcoholic beverages, you can res¬ 
pond to this challenge first of all by 
making sure your own conduct behind 
the wheel is safe — and acceptable. 
That's a beginning. 

As a citizen and highway user, you 
can actively encourage and support 
community alcohol education projects 
targeted to special emphasis programs 
of law enforcement. Through your 
business, farm, youth, women’s, labor 
or civic organizations, you can help 
focus more attention on this problem, 
thus helping to create a public attitude 
which will demand action. 


Joining with other interested 
groups, such as the local and state 
safety organizations, you can make 
your community a safer and happier 
place to live by getting the drunks off 
the road.

Sewer Study Grant Awarded 


Congressman Edward J. Markey has 
announced that a $48,904 federal grant, 
through the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA), has been 
awarded to Winchester for the second 
phase of an Infiltration-Inflow Analysis 
and Sewer System Evaluation Survey. 

The grant supplements a former 
award of $110,250 to the town for 
wastewater facilities planning. 

The analysis and survey is part of the 
first step of a three-step plan for the 
construction of a wastewater treatment 
system. The first step, facility planning, 
is a preliminary study to determine the 
needs and alternatives for wastewater 
treatment and to recommend the cost- 
effective alternative. 

Step two is the design and develop¬ 
ment of plans and specifications for the 
proposed project. Step three is the actual 
construction of the facility. 

Markey warned that the Reagan 
administration's pending budget cuts 
could jeopardize the construction of 
wastewater facilities like the one 
proposed in Winchester.

Construction Grant program would be 
slashed by nearly $7 billion over the next 
three years, making it potentially one of 
the largest federal budget cuts. 

Congressman Markey vehemently 
opposes such drastic cuts in the EPA 
program. 

"Vital federal grants, such as this 
EPA sewage grant awarded to Win¬ 
chester, are in grave danger of being 
eliminated by President Reagan’s 
reductions. 

“The cuts will do the greatest harm to 
those cities with older sewer systems 
lhat are in need of repair,” Markey said. 

"This $48,904 EPA grant is proof of the 
important role the federal government 
can play in the construction and im¬ 
provement of sewage and wastewater 
treatment facilities. 

“I will continue my battle to ensure 
that cities and towns in the Seventh 
District are awarded the necessary 
federal funding for these important 
community projects," Markey said.

The Winchester Summer Sachems are 
heading down (he home stretch of their 
reason leading by a nose with two 
thoroughbred baseball teams breathing 
down their necks.

Crowley said the Sachems have 
proven that coach wrong.

The Summer Sachems are high school 
juniors, sophomores and freshmen who 
expect to play for the high school team in 
the spring. Crowley said all of the players 
on his team have impressed him, 
although there have been several 
standouts. 

First on Crowley’s list is shortstop 
Rich Fennell, who Crowley said has lived 
up to all expectations. "He’s a good 


athlete and hustler," Crowley said. 
“He’ll also make the clutch hit and the 
defensive play of the game.” 

The other man on the left side of the 
infield, Paul White, has also helped spark 
the Sachems’ successful season. “He’s a 
heads-up player with a good attitude," 
Crowley said. 

Crowley said the happiest surprise to 
him has been the performance of pticher 
Steven Costello, "lie’s impressed a lot of 
people around the league," Crowley said. 
"At the all-star game last weekend, the 
coache s talked especially about him.” 

Jeff Stackpole, the team's catcher, 
has also stood out in the crowd. "Bill 
Chase, the varsity coach, can hardly wait 
to have Stackpole next year," Crowley 
said. 

Crowley also singled out the fine play 
of Mark Reardon and Chris Cahill. Cahill 
now plays first base even though lie’s 
accustomed to the outfield, Crowley said. 

Despite the Sachems' impressive 
play, Crowley said they lost a couple of 
games that they should have won. “But 
who hasn't?" he added. 

Crowley said the key game for Ins 
team this season was their 3-0 win over 
Reading last year's winner of the Nor¬ 
theast Summer League. That game gave 
the Sachems the confidence needed to 
win the championship, according to 
Crowley. 

Unfortunately for the Sachems, they 
failed to capitalize on an opportunity to 
wrap up their division early when they 
lost to Reading at home a week later.

For the last three months, 
Resident Surgeon Dr. Iceland 
Deane has worked twelve-hour 
days learning surgery at Win¬ 
chester Hospital. Challenged by 
the Surgical Residency Program 
sponsored by the hospital and 
Tufts-New England Medical 
Center, Deane lived the hectic 
day of a surgeon. 

Surgery, regarded by many 
aspiring doctors as the most 
painstaking of all medical fields, 
requires five years of intensive 
training, or residency, after 
medical school. Surgical 
residency instructs as well as 
tests the integrity of the resident 
by subjecting him to relentless 
hours of work in the hospital. 
Needless to say, it takes a well- 
disciplined candidate to remain 
calm and decisive when 
emergency surgery tries the 
soul. 

Deane, a New York native, is 
a third year surgical resident 
determined to become a 
surgeon. After graduating from 
SUNY-Downstate Medical 
Center in New York, he was 
accepted at Tufts-New England 
Medical Center for its program 
in surgical residency. His 
fascination in surgery arose out 
of his enjoyment in creating with 
his hands and helping people. "I 
was attracted to surgery initially 
because it offered me the op¬ 
portunity to combine technical 
skills with the basic sciences in 
treating injury and disease,” 
said Deane. “Working with my 
hands has always given me great 
pleasure, and surgery, in its 
many forms, satisfies my need to 
use fine manual skills.” 

The Surgical Residency 
Program at Winchester Hospital 
allows Deane to develop the 
skills needed to respond to the 
needs of his patients. Begun 
seven years ago by Chief of 
Surgery, Dr. Hugh McCarthy, 
and other staff physicians, the 
program is modeled after the 
original program designed by 
Dr. William Halsted,”The 
Father of American Surgery.”

didn’t perform surgery but 
assisted the attending surgeon 
with forceps in hand. For the 
moment, it was more important 
for Deane to participate in and 
experience an apendectomy 
first-hand and up close, rather 
than perform the surgery 
himself. 

Deane experienced a 
dramatic scene with every 
operation he took part in. The 
surgical lamps were spotlights 
concentrated on the operating 
site, highlighting the surgeons’ 
gloves. Despite the high tension 
in the O.R., the motions of the 
surgical team were concise and 
well-synchronized. A nurse 
counted out the number of gauze 
cloths removed from the 
opening, while another handed 


him a clamp following the 
suggestion of the chief surgeon. 

Following the anesthetized 
patient into the recovery room, 
Deane recorded vital statistics 
and all surgical procedures over 
a dictation phone. The phone 
transmited the case results to 
Medical Transcription, where it 
was later written up in per¬ 
manent records. 

Finished with dictations, it 
was off for a quick bite to eat and 
the remainder of the day’s 
elective surgery. 

The day’s surgery ended in 
mid-afternoon, and wearing the 
scrub suit beneath his white 
coat, Deane made a second 
series of rounds on patients. 
Unlike the earlier rounds, at¬

Many businessmen also spoke out 
against the “unfair competitive ad 
vantage" their neighboring communities 
have over them.

"We would never survive in our 
company by charging different prices to 
different customers," he noted.

New England Telephone (NET) has 
finally offered Winchester the option for 
flat rale service which the Chamber of 
Commerce has been demanding for two 
years. 

But the strings attached to the deal 
did not sit well with Chamber members, 
town officials or most of the other 30 
people who attended a hearing on NET’S 
rate practices before the Department of 
Public Utilities (DPU) last week. 

One of the strings would be a doubling 
of the cost of a call to Boston from 11.48c 
to 23c for the first three minutes. 

And while the Chamber's flat rate 
request is strictly for town offices, 
businessmen and charities, this NET 
“string” would double the cost of a call to 
Boston for residents as well. 

Another string attached to the NET 
flat rate offer is that Winchester 
residents who use Metropolitan Service 
would have to pay about three more 
dollars a month but their calling area 
would be extended lo include 23 more 
towns. Just over one third of Win¬ 
chester's residents use this type of 
service,

Governor’s Veto Saves Future

But Winchester's Sen, Sam Hotondi 
disagrees, saying that, since the offstreet 
parking program was in operation last 
year, it would be guaranteed funds 

despite a debt ceiling. 

“As an existing appropriation, I 
don’t think Rep. Saltmarsh s program 
would be affected. The section to create a

"If I find that this section will affect 
Winchester adversely, I’ll have to change 
my opinion,” he said. "But right now, I 
support it because of our debt situation.” 

Even though the Governor has vetoed 
the section, there are still two hurdles to 
pass before the debt ceiling officially 
dies. 

First, Saltmarsh explained, the State 
Supreme Judicial Court is currently 
considering the constitutionality of

But Murray and Quill do have one 
thing going for them — they have the 
neighbors on their side. 

At a public informational meeting on 
the plan, held Thursday night at the 
Jenks Senior Center, few residents ob¬ 
jected to the proposal — in fact, they 
were pleased that houses, rather than 
factories, were going up on the site. 

As Town Meeting member and area 
resident Wendell st. resident Paul Stoller 
Bald, “Anything would be better than 
having trucks come from down there.” 

And Tseckares admitted the plan 
would benefit the area, if the Planning 
Board received the rigid answers to their 
questions. 

The two developers, under the name 
Lafayette Park Associates, plan to put up 
92 two-story townhouse condos along a 
proposed street which will run from 
Swanton to River st. 

According to the projects architect, 
MyBtic Valley pkwy, resident Wally 
Sclarslc, the condoB will each have a 
garage, a second parking space, and will 
be covered with wood shingles. 

“I feel in a wooded area, shingles fit in 
better,” said Sclarslc. 

Although Sclarsic said the developers 
have not settled on how many bedrooms 
each condo will have, he did give a price 
— from $85,000 to $ 100 , 000 . 

Sclarslc said the price is one of the 
advantages of the proposal. 


“There’s a need in the housing market 
in this town for Ibis priced housing,” he 
said, "even though il’s easier for us to 
build half the units for twice Ihe price." 

But the one advantage the neighbors 
see in the proposal is that it will take up 
nearly half of the vacant industrial land 
left in Winchester. And that means half 
the possibilities of aggravating the 
trucking situtation in North Winchester. 

Quill said he and his partner had 
considered building an industrial park, 
but gave up on the idea. 

"I know al least 20 peuple who are 
willing to pul up a light-industrial facility 
on the site," he said. "But after spending 
a lot of time looking for a developer, we 
decided lo go the residential route.” 

Sclarsic, too, noted the properly could 
easily be used as industrial land, since it 
would not need a rezoning. The property 
is currently zoned for industrial use, and 
putting condominiums on (he land means 
Murray and Quill will need a re-zoning 
from Town Meeting 

"The easiest thing lo do would be to 
pave the whole thing and put buildings in 
the middle — that’s how an industrial 
park works,” he said. “But this is a 
pretty spot, and we felt an industrial park 
was not what was needed."

Astonished by the high incidences of 
fires in the Fells, and spurred by the two 
fires which destroyed acres of brush near 
the town reservoirs Inst month, select¬ 
men are considering two means of cut¬ 
ting down on fires in Ihe area. 

During a discussion with Fire Chief 
Robert McElhinncy at Monday's 
selectmen's meeting, board members 
came up with two ideas for cutting down 
on fires — buy a jeep so the fire depart¬ 
ment can patrol the Fells, and fence in 
Ihe town-owned area surrounding the 
reservoirs. 

The selectmen began to hunt for a way 
to cut down on fires in (he Fells after 
McElhinney reported that his depart¬ 
ment answered 50 calls in the Fells last 
year. 

"No other property in the town has a 
problem of that size," said Ihechief. "It’s 
an on going problem that happens every 
spring, summer and fall." 

McElhinney noted there were two 
difficulties in fighting fires in Ihe Fells. 
First, the town could not expect help 
from the MDC, which owns much of Ihe 
Fells, in fighting fires in the Winchester 
owned section of the forest. 

Winchester’s property in the reser¬ 
vation extends around the town reser¬ 
voirs, even though the reservoirs are 
actually in Stoneham and Medford 

“The MDC is so under-staffed, it's 
nearly impossible for them to offer us 
effective aid,” McElhinney said "They 
have only three men stationed in 
Stoneham, and they have to cover from 
Breakhart reservation in Saugus to Ihe 
Blue Hills." 

McElhinney pointed out that during 
the most recent fires, which burned for 
most of the first week in July and 
destroyed nearly 20acres of brush on two 
sides of the South Reservoir, the MDC 
helped out for only 1.5 hours 

"On weekends it's nearly impossible 
to get anybody, and at three o'clock, they 
start to puck up their tools and go home," 
siaid McElhinney, explaining that the 
MDC crew only worked an eight-hour 
shift and stale budget cuts had 
eliminated overtime, 

McElhinney said a second problem in 
fighting Ihe fires was that they were 
often not discovered until they were 
already burning fiercely. 

“Once a fire has started, by (he time 
we discover it, it has spread to nearly an 
acre," McElhinney said. “You go up 
there with three men. and if a wind 
comes up, it's impossible for them to 
contain an acre of fire.” 

Hearing McElhinney's report, Ihe 
selectmen concluded that since fires 
could not be effectively put out, the only 
ihing to do was increase prevention 
measures. 

McElhinney suggested Ihe town 
purchase a jeep so firefighters could 
patrol the Fells, to discover fires before 
they spread and to rid the reservoir area 


of trespassers, whom McElhinncy said 
were one of the main causes of the blazes. 

McElhinney noted that previous 
patrols by his department had "quieted 
things down." He also said the town 
Water Department patrols the reservoir 
areas. 

Selectman Wade Welch and board, 
chairman Edward O'Connell quickly 
juimped on the idea of getting a jeep 

"The need for a special vehicle is 
something we should give serious con¬ 
sideration to for another budget year," 
said O'Connell. 

"A capital idea." added Welch. 

Selectman Michael Saraco suggested 
that the jeep could carry small amounts 
of water, so that a small fire could be 
doused by the jeep's driver before the 
flames spread 


Winchester will be recycling 
aluminum cans again in a couple of 
weeks according to transfer station 
manager Andrew Connolly. 

The town stopped recycling aluminum 
cans a few months ago for lack of a 
company who could complete the job in 
an economically feasible manner. 

A Rhode Island company had been 
picking up the cans for the past four 
years but gas prices went up and 
aluminum prices decreased so the 
company decided it was not worth it 
anymore, according to Connolly. 

"Nobody will take them (cans),” said 
George Kelly, a transfer station em¬ 
ployee. "They say it's not worth the time 
and effort." 

Before aluminum can recycling was 
handled by the Rhode Island firm, the 
Boy Scouts were in charge of the process 
and they kept all profits. 

But they loo stopped their in¬ 
volvement in Ihe process and Kelly said 
it was probably loo difficult for them to 
separate metal cans from aluminum 
ones, 

"The biggest problem we have is 
keeping aluminum separate from the 
other metal." said Kelly. "We could 
make a lot of money in the aluminum can 
market if we could get the people to 
realize how important it is to separate 
the cans. 

However, Connolly said he has been 
working very hard to solicit a company to 
recycle aluminum and he is optimistic 
about future recycling prospects, 

He already lias a few options for the 
fate of Winchester's aluminum cans. 

Connolly said a company in Worcester 
said thev will take the cans if Winchester 


Welch suggested the at McElhinney 
collect statistics on how much the town 
spent to fight fires and compare that with 
the cost of a jeep. 

"That's the kind of ammunition we'll 
need for Town Meeting,” Welch said. 

A second suggestion, to fence in the 
town property along the reservoirs, was 
made by Town Manager Thomas Groux. 

Groux noted that articles providing 
monies to fence in the property had been 
put forth at the Spring 1977 and 1978 Town 
Meetings, but had been turned down. 

Nonetheless, the selectmen thought 
this another fine idea. 

“I’d rather see something like that 
than tying up our town employees by 
sending them to patrol the reservoirs," 
said Saraco. 


will pack them in bags and deliver them 
but he does not think this will work well 
for the town. 

Another option is to build a large 
container to house the aluminum cans in. 
Some companies have agreed to recycle 
the cans if they can pick them up in a 
transportable container. 

Martel Dismantling, the company 
which buys bulk metal, said it will take 
the cans but only agreed to pay the price 
it pays for bulk metal. 

Connolly said lie is holding out for the 
best possible deal. 

I'm trying to get something that will 
last,” he said “l don’t want to gel the 
people used to something and then have 
them switch to a new system shortly 
afterwards." 

“A lot of people have been asking 
about it," he noted "But if they can just 
bear with us for a little time we’ll find a 
company and have a lasting project." 

Connolly pointed out that people can 
now dump the aluminum in the metal bin 
until he finds an aluminum recycling 
company- But Connolly cautions against 
placing any non-metal objectes in Ihe bin 
that would contaminate the metal 

However, he does not want to 
discourage people from recycling 

"Anything they do to recycle is saving 
the town money," he said pointing out 
that Winchester receives revenues for' 
the reusable material it sends out. These 
revenues are added on to the money 
saved from not having to pay the fee for 
hauling trash. 

Currently, Winchester pays Charles 
George, Inc. , an out-of-town landfill 
contractor, to haul trash for $16.50 per 
Ion. 


Groux told the select men that until the 
reservations were lenced, "there is not 
going to be reasonable control over 
trespassing, and therefore fires, in Ihe 
reservoir area 

"We're spending more on patrolling 
and fighting the fires than we would on 
fencing Ihe property." iie added. 

Groux estimated dial fencing the area 
would cost $15,000 per year over a period 
of six years. 

Welch suggested a cheaper alter¬ 
native. If the town only fenced of the 
"sheep fold" area of Ihe Fells (the land to 
the east of the Middle Reservoir), it 
would solve much of the problem. 

Welch said lie believed many of tlie 
trespassers on the reservoir land come in 
from dial side 


Winchester now recycles papers, 
glass, ferrous metal, bulk metal, leavcs- 
composl. clothes, rags and tires. 

Suffolk Services picks up and recycles 
all types of papers paying Ihe town $20 
for each ton they take. 

The Miller Disposal company 
recycles Ihe town’s glass paying $8,IK) per 
ton. 

Ferrous metals are recycled by 
Winchester Salvage which pays a 
varying price per Ion. Bulk melal is 
recycled by Martel Dismantling at a 
revenue of $10 per Ion. 

Cast iron is handled by the S. Slogoff 
Co, which pays Winchester $58 for each 
ton they take 

"Whatever we recycle, we make 
money on — at least by saving money in 
not having to pay the hauling price," said 
Connolly. “No matter how smalt the 
revenues are, tliey all add up."

“Eventually 1 would like to build a 
one-story office building on the site, but 
that depends on the approval from the 
Woburn City Council,’’ he said, "I'm not 
sure if they would allow us to build 
another storage building since this one 
was loo close to the road." 

The fire, which began al 2:33 p.m. on 
Sunday afternoon, was not completely 
extinguished until 10 that night, Mahoney 
said. The cause of Hie fire has not been 
determined but firefighters and Mahoney 
suspect it originated on Hie second floor

Expectant mothers look out. 

If you are tired of searching through 
endless selections of boring and un¬ 
fashionable maternal clothing you are 
now in luck. 

A Tiny Miracle has just opened on 
Main st. in Winchester. 

This small but appealing store carries 
a new and wider selection of maternity 
wear and related apparel. Items not in 
stock can also be ordered upon request 
from Boston, New York or California. 

After remembering their own 
discomforts during pregnancy, co¬ 
partners Sharon Drillio and Jane 
Brissenden decided to try and enlighten 
this period for other women. 

“We are tired of hearing complaints 
about the limited variety of clothing sold 
for pregnant women,” said Drillio, co¬ 
owner of the three day old store. 

"Along with our selection, we plan to 
offer advice to pregnant shoppers on 
whal to do or where to go if a problem 
comes up,” Drillio added, while she 
quieted her children. 

"Both Jane and I bring our kids along 
because we don't want to deprive them 
by hiring baby sitters," Drillio said. 
"The store is a family thing, so why not 
bring them along." 

To most women, birth is a “tiny 
miracle," Drillio noted. "That's why we 
decided to name the store what it is. 

Without advertising and without the 
expected shipment of apparel, Drillio 
and Brissendon opened on schedule. 
Drillio attributed the current small 
selection of clothing on display to the 
annual factory shut down throughout the 
nation. 

;■ Factories have always closed down 
during the first two to three weeks in 

S .luly, Drillio said. This nationwide 
decision is agreed upon so as not to 


displace an assembly line at a factory 
which wants to slay open and continue to 
produce. 

They all decide to shut down, because 
factories often times require supplies 
from another outlet before completing 
their work," Drillio said. 

But despite this setback, Drillio added 
that she received an excellent turnout at 
the grand opening on Monday. "Most 
shoppers thought we had a large selec¬ 
tion in specialty items." she said. 

The store is scheduled to carry a wide 
variety of maternal suits, jackets, 
sweaters, pre-natal and nursing bras, 
night gowns, girdles, regular tops with 
nursing slits and post-parlem nursing 
tops, 

Post-partem nursing lops, Brissenden 
claims, are not sold anywhere in the 
area. ‘Tve never seen them before,” she 
said. “We ordered them from New York. 
I don’t know if they are new to the market 
or just the area.” 

"New or not, these lops will be a great 
help lo mothers with infants," Drillio 
added. 

Brissendon and Drillio have set their 
store hours from 9:30 a m. to 5:30 p.m., 
Monday through Saturday. However, due 
to the slow shopping pace early in the 
week in Winchester, Drillio said the store 
might open at to a.m. on Monday and 
Tuesday. 

Both owners are new to the business 
world but, Drillio claims the only 
problem they encountered involved the 
tedious process of buying merchandise. 

"Owners of Lady in Waiting in 
Woburn referred us to companies which 
carry the line of apparel we're interested 
in," Drillio said. 

"We've learned a lot of things the 
hard way," Brissendon said.

Winchester Hospital Initiates 
New Diabetes Program

The prospect of cable television in 
Winchester is finally out of the paper¬ 
work stage. 

With two favorable decisions from the 
Board of Appeals, Continental 
Cablevision is ready to begin work on its 
buildings in (own. 

Last week, the board granted per 
mission for Continental lo build a 15-by- 
24.5-foot addition to an existing structure 
at 724 Main st., the building which will 
serve as their office in Winchester. 

The board also approved a second 
petition requesting the right lo construct 
a cable television accessory building, 
which would house satellite signal 
receiving equipment, near the transfer 
station at 115 Swanlon st. 

And the scheduled starling date for 
cable services in town is still set as 
before, said Steve Pollack, the com¬ 
pany's systems manager. 

"The system will be turned on Scpl. 
15. There's no doubt about that," he said 

But last week he declined lo comment 
on dales of construction or the projected 
dales of completion for the studio and the 
accessory building. 

And he added that his company must 
observe a 20-day waiting period, from the 
date of the board’s decisions, to begin 
work. That requirement means that 
construction cannot begin until Aug. 12. 

"We're going to plan on having 
everything done on time — that's our 
attitude,” Pollack said. “Providing that 
everything goes smoothly, we're going to 
try to gel it built." 

Pollack explained that, although 
Continental is currently considering a 
number of contractors, he lias not ycl 
signed a contract with one in particular 

While the construction of an addition 
lo the Main st. building conforms to 
Winchester's Zoning By-Law, a petition 
was necessary because the building it¬ 
self, having been built before the enact- 
ment of the by-law, does not meet the 
zoning standards. 

One corner of the building, which is 
located on the corner of Lake and Main 
sts. and is owned by the DiVencenzo 
Really Trust, is only IH inches from the 


property line, and the by-law requires a not increase pedeslrian traffic 


20-foot setback. 

The site plan presented by Continental 
stipulated that the proposed addition 
would not violate the setback 
requirement and that on-site parking 
would be provided for to to 12 vehicles. 

The cable company also agreed to 
eliminate nn existing ramp on the Main 
st. side of the building and to not con¬ 
struct a new ramp. 


“1 still say it’s a safety hazard." 
Saraco said after hearing of the ttie 
Board of Appeals' decision. 

“I knew they would give the approval, 
and nil I can say is lhal I can rest safely 
at night and if anything happens, il won r l 
be on my conscience. Time will tell," lie 
said.

The Board decided to grant Con¬ 
tinental permission io build the addition 
after finding, as stated in their written 
decision, that "the extension is equal lo 
and more appropriate to the neigh¬ 
borhood than I lie existing struclure." 

Botli of the Board’s decisions followed 
a public hearing held at Town Hal) on 
June 25, al which Continental’s requesl to 
add to the Main st, building was the more 
hotly debated of the two petitions. 

At that meeting, Edward O'Connell, 
chairman of Ihe Board of Selectmen, 
presented his group's 3-2 vote in favor of 
Ihe petition, although he had voted in the 
minority against the addition with 
Selectman Michael Saraco. 

Saraco spoke against the petition, 
citing traffic and safely problems as 
reasons not lo approve any further 
construction at the Main st. site, lie said 
lie remembered accidents taking place at 
the corner of Main and Lake sts. and 
believed foot traffic would increase as a 
result of the cable company's new office 
location. 

Chief of Police John McHugh, 
however, scut a letter lo Ihe board that 
night which said representatives of 
Continental hail assured him that, since 


O'Connell is also disappointed with 
the Board's decision, one which now 
makes Ihe Main st. site a feasible 
location for Continental. 

"From my perspective, it wasn’t the 
best location in (he world," lie said.

renovating the building, several people 
who were baptized in the old church have 
visited, according to Mills. She said she 
gave the former parishioners pieces of 
stained glass that had been replaced. 

"They really seemed to appreciate 
it," Mills said. 

Built in 1B5U, the building was one of 
the first three school houses in Win- 
chesler. But early in this century, the 
Washington School, as it was known, was 
abandoned and put up for sale. 

In 1922, a group of black Protestants 
purchased the building and renamed it 
Ihe New Hope Baptist Church. From then 
on, the church became a congregating 
place for many of Winchester's black 
residents. 

The church enjoyed its largest 
congregations during the 1930s, when 
Winchester had a substantial black 
population. As many as 3D0 people were 
members during the Great Depression. 

But the next several decades saw 
Winchester’s black population decline 
dramatically By )%o. there were only 14 
black families in (own, with the church 
having only 30 active members. 

Nevertheless, the church struggled 
along until the early 1970s w hen it finally 
stopped holding services. The building 
remained under the ownership of the 
New Hope Baptist Church Association 
until Guarente purchased it. 


Winchester's representative to the 
Citizen’s Advisory Committee on toxic 
waste, Tom Ward, brought (he selectmen 
up to date on the extent of the Woburn 
toxic waste problem Monday. 

“We're sure it's flowing into Win¬ 
chester, the question is in what con¬ 
centration,’’ said Ward. “So far, the 
concentrations aren’t high enough to 
have the EPA (Environmental 
Protection Agency) jumping up and 
down and waving a red flag." 

The selectmen invited Ward, whose 
committee works with EPA and state 
authorities on the toxic waste problem, 
after reading reports in local newspapers 
on the danger of toxic waste seeping from 
Woburn into Winchester, via the 
groundwater. 

A recent report to the EPA showed 
lhat traces of chemicals from the- 
Industriplex L28 site, now under study as 
a hazardous waste dump, were moving 
south. 

But Ward cautioned the selectmen not 
to think the 128 park was the only source 
of contamination into the Aberjoana 
River valley. 


“Instead of industries from the past, it 
is often present industries which cause 
the pollution," said Ward. 


"The pity is," he added, "that our 
groundwater may forever be out of 
bounds. Even though Winchester doesn't 
use wells, the Aberjona Valley is one of 
the largest and most productiove 
aquifers in Ihe state. 

"It would be a shame to waste that," 
he concluded. "Wecan only try and learn 
from the mistakes of the past." 

SANBORN HOUSE 

The selectmen took an opportunity to 
make their views on town government, 
and Sanborn House, known during an 
interview with a candidate for the 
Winchester Historical Commission. 

Board Chairman Edward O’Connell 
asked candidate Rose Marie Cammarata 
how she felt about the future of Sanborn 
House. 

"Keep it,” she replied “I want it as it 
is. I want to keep the Archives there I 
don't want anything touched.” 

But O'Connell cautioned her that, 
"You can’t turn things backwards. We 
can't expect another Marycliffe 
Academy up there. 

“I’d be a little cautious of sentiment," 
he added. “We who sit on town boards 
have another obligation — to the 
welfare of the town. Sometimes we have 
to put sentiment aside and have a 
detached view."

The Winchester Chamber of 
Commerce waited two years for 
this big day, but they may as 
well have spent the evening 
running up their already inflated 
phone bill for all the hearing 
appeared to have helped them. 

The Department of Public 
Utilities (DPU) hearing 
resembled a kangaroo court 
more than a heating. 

A public hearing by definition 
is supposed to be impartial. A 
time for all sides to express their 
views to an unbiased judge so a 
fair decision can be reached. 

This did not appear to be the 
case during last week’s hearing. 
The Chamber is challenging New 
England Telephone (NETl’s 
rate practices and accusing NET 
of discriminating against 
Winchester and nine other towns 
by. refusing them a fiat rate 
service option. 

But a DPIJ commissioner and 
a lawyer at the hearing seemed 
more interested in getting the 
hearing over with than in 
listening to testimony. And the 
NET representatives seemed 
more interested in evading the 
issue. 

The end result appeared to 
have left the Chamber no better 
off than they were before they 
spent a great deal of time and 
energy preparing for the 
hearing. 

Or maybe the purpose of the 
hearing was to show the 
Chamber just how impossible it 
will be for them to continue their 
quest. If that was the case, the 
hearing was a success for the 
Chamber. 

The DPU and NET seemed to 
be old hands or at least old and 
familiar acquaintences. They 
treated one another as two 
departments of the same 
company do, calling each other 
"the department" and "the 
company” respectively. 

The hearing had been in 
progress for just over an hour 
whgn DPU commissioner John 
Bonsall tried to cut short the 
testimony of Winchester's 
counsel Robert Bigelow "in the 
interest of time," Bigelow was 
just getting warmed up and had 
only asked two questions of NET 
District Manager Robert 
Browne when Bonsatl cut him off 
asking him to "please be brief." 

At this point. Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O'Connell jumped up saying, 
"when we (Selectmen) have 
important business to get 
through, we go until it’s finished 

sometimes until 2 a.m. 

"We urge you to stay until we 
have finished here," he said to 
Bonsall. 

Missing O'Connell’s point 


Bonsall and Shawn Nestor, a 
DPU attorney, continued to 
attempt to cut Bigelow short, 
repealing over and over in long 
time-consuming sentences that 
"in the interest of time," they 
would appreciate It if Bigelow 
would "limit his questions." 

What resulted was that each 
time Bigelow wanted to speak, 
he had to waste time telling 
Bonsall what he was about to 
say. Then he had to say it. 

And Bonsall and Nestor went 
even further to demonstrate 
their disinterest in the substance 
of Winchester’s testimony. 

While they were supposed to 
be listening to the testimony 
from businessmen and town 
officials, Bonsall and Nestor 


kept whispering to each other 
and exchanging bored ex¬ 
pressions. 

When Bigelow had the nerve 
to continue asking Browne 
questions and to bother Bonsall 
and Nestor by smothering them 
in written statements backing up 
the Chamber's claims, the DPU 
representatives let everyone 
know they were not enjoying 
themselves. Nestor strummed 
his fingers on the table in front of 
him and tapped his foot to some 
unknown beat. Bonsall, mean¬ 
while, seemed to be searching 
for something interesting on the 
celling. 

This atmosphere obviously 
put pressure on any Winchester 
representative who chose to 
speak. Anyone who did testify 


had to choose his words carefully 
for fear he would be cut off. 

When Bigelow’s testimony 
ended, Browne, on the other 
hand, was allowed to give quite a 
lengthy presentation, spewing 
out a list of policies and practices 
dating back to 1900. He was 
assisted by an overhead 
projector displaying charts and 
summaries of his statements. 

The Chamber has challenged 
the criteria that the phone 
company uses to allow some 
towns flat rate service while 
denying it to others. 

But Browne chose to avoid 
that issue altogether and devoted 
his time to explaining a plan 
under which NET can bend the 
rules to allow Winchester to fit 


Into the category of towns of¬ 
fered a flat rate option. 

This Is an Insult to the 
Chamber which has filed a 
legislative bill on behalf of the 10 
communities denied flat rate 
service. It Is not the Chamber’s 
Intent to have NET devise a 
scheme to include Winchester in 
the category of privileged towns, 
while nine other towns are still 
discriminated against. This Is 
also an Insult to the nine other 
towns. 

One of the most difficult feats 
a town like Winchester can 
undertake Is to fight a monopoly 
like the phone company. The 
chamber Is made up entirely of 
volunteers except for Executive 
.Director Rita E. Spence. The 
phone company has a staff of 


paid lawyers and can spend 
much more money in hearings 
and court battles than Win¬ 
chester could ever dream of 
spending. 

But the Chamber did have one 
factor in their favor — Lee L. 
Selwyn. Selwyn’s name Is not a 
foreign one in telecom¬ 
munications circles and when 
the Chamber called him to speak 
you could see a cloud of disap¬ 
proval creep onto the faces of 
DPU and NET representatives. 

Selwyn has won cases against 
NET In the past and is 
acknowleged as a top expert in 
the telecommunications field. 

Ordinarily, his fees are high, 
but he volunteered to assist the 
Chamber for free because he 
said he believes strongly in their 
cause. 

But Selwyn was almost 
denied the opportunity to testify. 

At the beginning of the 
hearing, Bonsall said that 
everyone had an option to speak 
under oath. 

Selwyn, however, said he 
could not testify under oath 
because he could not be sure that 
he would be available later for 
any subsequent cross 
examination. 

Browne objected to Selwyn 
being allowed to testify saying 
that the DPU might give his 
statement the same weight as 
sworn testimony since Selwyn 
was an expert. 

Bonsall said he too objected 
because Selwyn did not 
represent Winchester residents 
or businesses. But Bonsall did 
not object to testimony from 
mayors or selectmen from other 
towns even though he said the 
hearing was only addressing the 
Winchester situation. 

When Bonsall finally did 
allow Selwyn to testify, he sighed 
and gestured in a partronizing 
way as if to say, "Go ahead If you 
must be so adamant about it.” 
He looked like an exasperated 
parent who had finally consented 
to letting his child use the car. 

During Selwyn’s brief 
testimony, Bonsall and Nestor 
smirked and whispered to each 
other. 

The prospect of taking on a 
big monopoly like NET is not an 
encouraging one. The relative 
slze3 of the two contestants alone 
makes the contest appear to be a 
David and Goliath affair. 

And when it appears that the 
“impartial" hearings officer is 
overly cozy with the Goliath, 
even a Don Quixote's knees 
would tremble. 

Last week's hearing was 
supposed to be a forum for the 
collection of facts and opinions. 

Instead it appeared to be a 
court of intimidation.

Hospital Study Area Group Asks For Local Support To Improve Community Relations And Clear Atmosphere 


EDITOR OK THE ST Alt: 

Due to much publicity lately relative 
to the "Winchester Hospital Study Area 
Group”, I feel, as originator of the group, 
tiial clarification of some matters is in 
order. 


The "Hospital Streels Area" has been 
over the years a local slep-child where, 
.matters of hospital growth and 
development has been concerned. Little 
interest has been shown by our Board of 
Selectmen and various other town boards 
as pressure of intermittent hospital 
expansion and up-grading has impacted 
its own site and caused the surrounding 
residential areas increased discomfort 
from noise, lighting, traffic and visual 
blight 


The area is an interesting one and was 
solely residential with each street 
surrounding the hospital site containing 
between two and five houses built prior to 
1917 when the original hospital structure 
was built. Other lots were filled between 
1920 and 1950 before the very beautiful 
hospital building and its wooded site had. 
begun to seriously impact its entire six 


Density variances and the almost 
complete lack of restriction permitted in 
ihe Conservancy-institutional Zone have 
all helped to create this site impaction. 
The resulting pressure has begun to 
seriously affect the quality of life in the 
surrounding residential zones - and to 
seriously hinder the hospital in its work. 

Many of the discomforts are minor in 
nalure and can easily be rectified with 
tri-lateral communication between 
residential areas, hospital, and town 
boards. I feel that many not so minor 
problems can be handled in like manner. 

The major problems will require a 
complete re-study of the Town Zoning 
By-Laws regarding Institutional 
districts. Unfortunately, this problem 
was nol recognized soon enougli for our 
Winchester Hospital, but it may benefit 
future institutions which may locate in 
town. 

"Winchester Hospital Study Area 
Group" is not, as Selectman O'Connell 
staled, a “local self-help group”. It is a 
group vitally concerned with a top area 
hospital being strangled by Ihe now 
obsolete site on which it was launched in 
19)7 


It is vitally concerned by the poor 
access to this hospital which is solely 
over residential streets not designed for 
the use to which they are now being put. 
It is vitally concerned with the health and 
well-being of those who thought that by 
living in an RDB Single Family 
Residential Area that Winchester Zoning 
By-Laws would protect them from the 
noise, lights, traffic, and visual blight to 
which they are now subjected twenty- 
four hours per day. 


Finally, it is vitally concerned with 
apathy at Town Kail and the refusal of 
Ihe Board of Selectmen to recognize the 
benefit to town, hospital, and neigh¬ 


borhood inherent in this study group. 

It is a group which has the support of 
Winchester Hospital as a necessary and 
vital catalyst between neighbors and 
other interested townspeople, the 
hospital, and various town boards. 

Our group is, as you can see, not only 
concerned with the neighbors well-being. 
It is making an attempt to create an 
atmosphere both mental and visual in 
which Winchester Hospital and its im¬ 
mediate surroundings can co-exist and. 
grow through mutual study and com¬ 
prehension of each others problems. This 
ultimately benefits the entire Town. 
Ultimately, our joint solutions could be a 
model for other areas with similar 


problems. 

I now must ask for local support for 
this study group for the benefit of my 
neighbors, Winchester Hospital, and our 
Town so we can get on with the job at 
hand and end the destructive atmosphere 
which has permeated this area over 
fifteen years.

our Board of Selectmen may choose to 
recognize our attempts as worthy of 
official recognition. If they do not, we 
have enough confidence in the merit of 
this idea that we will proceed as planned.

A microsurgery procedure, ar¬ 
throscopy calls for a tiny telescope and 
slender surgical instruments to be in¬ 
troduced into the knee joint through 
small punctures in the skin. Arthroscopy 
eliminates the extensive scarring 
associated with arthrotomy, and also 
drastically reduces patients' recovery- 
time irom the effects of knee surgery. 

V atsuhnshi entered the hospital on the 
morning of August 10; Dr. Pierce per¬ 
formed ihe arthroscopy that afternoon, 
and (tie next day. Yatsuhashi was 
released from the hospital walking with 
the aid ol crutches 

Back skating in two weeks after his 
operation, Yatsuhashi went on to win the 
New Kngland competition, and later 
placed second in Ihe Kastern Rcgionals. 

V atsuhastn is just one of Ihousands of 
Vtnericuns currently benefiting from the 
increasing use and sophistication ol 
orthopedic arthroscopy 

A diagnostic and operative technique, 
arthroscopy is used primarily for ex¬ 
ploration and removal of damaged or 
turn cartilage in the knees, ankles, 
elbows and shoulders For the one hour 
procedure, patients are either placed 
under local or general anesthesia 

In perlonnmg arthroscopy on the 
knee, the surgeon makes three small 
incisions m the skin, each about a 
quarter inch long 

‘through the lirst cut. an irrigation 
tube is passed which releases a water 
based solution, clearing away any loose 
panicles inside Ihe joint 

Next, the surgeon inserts a small 
telescope through Ihe second puncture.

throst-opo." Hie surgeon peers inside the 
knee joint while inserting an inslrumenl 
probe through the third incision. The 
probe is used by Ihe surgeon to diagnose 
(lie strength, or, conversely, the extent of 
damage to the knee cartilage, 

When the procedure is finished, the 
three small incisions are closed, 
frequently by applying a couple of stit¬ 
ches to the wounds, The knee is wrapped 
in a gauze bandage, and the patient is 
released I rum Ihe hospital, usually the 
same day as the arthroscopy is per¬ 
formed. 

Patients undergoing arthroscopy may 

lie adviced In walk using enilebec for a 


day or two following the procedure. But, 
by the third day, most post-operative 
patients are walking unassisted, with a 
minimal of stiffness in the corrected 
knee 

“The procedure allows a surgeon to 
perform an early, accurate diagnosis,” 
Kermond said, “and to immediately 
remove any lorn menisci (cartilage) 
which is evident during the diagnostic 
step of the procedure." 

At Winchester Hospital, arthroscopy 
is performed on an average of 3-10 
patients a week, with most admitted 
under the hospital s day surgery- 
program. 


'Because it’s a one day procedure," 
Kermond added, "arthroscopy is an 
advantage to the hospital. While, for the 
patient, post-opera live convalescence is 
shortened; made easier and, less pain¬ 
ful.” 

‘'Also." Kermond concluded, “the 
chances are very low for any com¬ 
plications to set in following ar¬ 
throscopy.” 

There are two types of cartilage in the 
knee, along with muscle bone and 
ligaments. Though serving an important 
function in preserving the knee's 
strength and stability, sections of 
damaged cartilage can be surgically 
removed without seriously inhibiting a 
person's mobility. 

'though arthroscopy has drawn its 
greatest attention in the area of sports 
medicine, it’s also proven useful, 
especially among older patients, in the 
removal of arthritic debris. 

Individuals who’ve had conventional 
arthrotomy, and also arthroscopy for the 
removal of cartilage generally agree that 
the new technique has offered the most 
satisfying results. 

Doug Yatsuhashi, whose figure 
skating future hinged on his rapid 
recovery from both forms of knee 
surgery summarized: "After the first 
open knee operation, I remember asking 
'why does it still hurl?' I was in the 
hospital for five days, and it was six 
weeks before I could even begin light 
skating. I had to take so much time off 
that I lost confidence in my skating 

"But, after the arthroscopy on my 
other knee," Yatsuhashi concluded, 
"there was no pain. It felt great, and f 
was able lo return to skating in only two 
weeks."

Jim Bossi — 


A Little Local 
Horse Sense

It’s Sunday morning at 6:15. 
and even the most avid church¬ 
goers aren't out of bed yet. But 
Jim Bossi is already standing on 
the far turn at Suffolk Downs, 
watching the horses work out. 

In Winchester, people see 
Bossi pretty early in the day, as 
he helps out with the on-the-way- 
to-work crush at the Main st. 
Exxon station owned by his son 
John. 

But he’s down at Suffolk even 
earlier, nearly every day, 
leaning on the rail at the turn, 
watching the ponies, and 
smoking an unfiltered Camel. 

You can learn a lot about the 
horses in the morning — 
although the jockeys don't ride 
the horses full out, more like 
three-quarters speed, you can 
tell which one is in good enough 
shape to win. 

Today, Bossl’s down to watch 
a special horse — a big, brown 
four-year-old named Petruzzelli. 
Boss! likes the way the horse is 
moving this morning — he runs 
the four furlongs (one-half mile) 
in just over 47 seconds. 

"A real good workout,” 
comments Bossi. "The horse 
looks real strong." 

Bossi will probably put a bet 
on Petruzzelli the next time the 
horse runs. But not because 
Bossl’s a gambler — he owns 
Petruzzelli, and two other horses 
moving around their small stalls 
in the stables behind the far turn. 

"I might make a com¬ 
plimentary bet if the horse is 
mine. Just throw a couple of 
dollars down," he says. "But if 
you're talking about gambling — 
no way." 

Bossl’s not in the horse 
business to make money — 
either from the betting window 
or from the purses. It just costs 
too much to buy, train and house 
a horse for all but a lucky few to 
make money. 

Petruzzelli, for example, cost 
Bossi $18000. It costs him another 
$18-25 for each day the horse is 
lodged in trainer Sam 
Sahagian’s stables. And today, 
for the workout, Bossi had to 
corne up with another $4 each 


time the horse was ridden 
around the oval, mile-long track. 

"It's just a hobby to me," he 
says. "I certainly don’t do It to 
make money. You never end up 
ahead." 

Bossi owns horses because he 
loves the animals. 

"I've always had horses, ever 
since I was a kid," Bossi says, 
walking back to the stables. 
"I've always loved them and I’ve 
stayed with them.” 

As Bossi walks down the long 
row of unpainted stalls in 
Sahagian’s stable, he calls each 
horse by name. Long noses peek 
out the door to nuzzle his arm, 
and maybe find a treat, a 
Canada mint. 

“I used to have horses when I 
was in the ice and oil business,” 
he continues. "Of course, that's 
going back a few years . 

"Earlier in life, I was a milk¬ 
man and I always delivered the 
milk with a horse and wagon. I 
liked the horses better than when 
they gave me a truck.” 

Bossi bought his first horse 
over 20 years ago. As he tells it, 
an old friend came to him and 
said, "I know you’ve always 
liked horses, how would you like 
to go in on a race horse? " 

Bossi agreed, and put up $1500 
for his half share of the colt. 

"That first horse was named 
'Win or Walk’," he recalls. “He 
was aptly named — he walked all 
the time." 

It wasn’t the most auspicious 
start to a career, but Bossi 
stayed in the horse business 
anyway. And looking back over 
the 20-odd horses he’s owned, he 
can see a few great ones. 

There was a colt named In¬ 
grained Silver, for example, 
which Bossi picked up in a 
claiming race for only $2000. A 
good deal — the horse ended up 
winning seven or eight races, 
and a winning race will bring an 
owner a $4000 purse. 

"That horse would give you 
heart failure," recalls Bossi 
fondly. "He'd be about 20 lengths 
behind — but then he'd make 
that stretch move and get right 
up there to win." 

Another favorite was Fried

Onion. 

"She and In-grained Silver 
were both grey horses," Bossi 
says. "I’ve had a lot of luck with 
grey horses.” 

Bossi's hoping his latest grey 
filly, Queen Aid, will bring him 
more luck. And right now he 
needs it. 

Last year, Bossi lost all three 
of his horses In the fire which 
destroyed Sahagian’s stable at 
Suffolk. 

"When they called me that 
morning, I could have died," he 
says, shaking his head. "It was 
the worst feeling you could 
have." 

Six horses were killed in the 
fire, and Bossi suffered a bigger 
loss than any other owner. And to 
make matters worse, he was 
uninsured. 

But with help from the 
Horseman’s Benevolent 
Protective Association, Bossi 
was able to pick up a new stable 
of three horses at a Florida 
auction. 

Two of them, Queen Aid and a 
big chestnut gelding named 
Blasting Sham, are still too 
young to run, at least for another 
few months. So Bossi's placing 
all his hopes on Petruzzelli. 

For two weeks after the 
Sunday workout, Bossi sits in the 
office of the Exxon station and 
waits for word that Petruzzelli’s 
going to run. 

"You have to try to get him in 
a race he can win, against other 
horses who haven't won,” he 
explains, sitting below a row of 
photos showing him with horses 
who have won. "But they leave

the decision up until the last 
minute — you put the horse’s 
name in on Thursday, and they 
tell you if he’s going to run on 
Friday." 

Waiting for that race can be 
frustrating. The first week, 
Petruzzelli's race is scratched. 

"It’s tough for the little guy, 
the guy who owns just a few 
horses, to get into a race," Bossi 
comments. "The guy who sets up 
the race might scratch yours, 
and set up an extra race so his 
friends with the big stables can 
get in. 

"You never know what kind 
of race they’re going to put the 
horse in either," he adds. "You 
might be training the horse for 
six furlongs, and then they write

phone, paying one price regardless of the 
number of calls made while he must pay 
at least 11.48 cents for every call made 

Jorgensen said his phone bill last year 
was $14,200, averaging 3,470 monthly 
message units. "We run an annual 
subscription drive each year and call 
every Winchester home," he said. "Each 
call costs at least one message unit when 
my competitor can call for free." 

Ann Hebeilo. owner of A and R 
decorating on Thompson st, stressed the 
"crucial reality" for small businesses to 
take advantage of every possible cost 
cutting measure they can. 

Rebello said she uses about 380 
message units per month which costs her 
an annual phone bill of $814. "Why should 
my cost of doing business be higher than 
it is for my competitors?” she asked, 

“Unlimited service could save me 
about $500 a year and, to a small 
business, that's something," she added. 

Presently Winchester businesses pay 
$18 a month for measured rate service. 
After using 90 message units per month, 
each user pays 11.48 cents for every 
subsequent message unit. 

Chamber Executive Director Rita 
Spence presented survey results for 
Winchester businesses calling patterns 
showing that the majority of calls are 
made within the town or to contiguous 
communities. 

Town Comptroller Alphonse Faggiano 
said the town could save $20,000 annually 
if they could use flat rate service. 

Businessmen and town officials from 
Winchester and other affected com¬ 
munities who came to the Jenks Senior 
Center last week claimed that changing 
Winchester from eight to nine miles 
away from Boston is an "arbitrary 
discrimination.” 

"Whether or not Winchester is eight 


or nine miles away from Boston is 
irrelevent to the question of whether 
Winchester should be allowed to pur¬ 
chase flat rate service," said telecom¬ 
munications expert Lee L. Selwyn. 

Selwyn, President of Economics and 
Technology Inc., a Boston firm 
specializing in telecommunication 
economics, regulation and policy, spoke 
at the hearing on behalf of the Chamber. 

Selwyn claimed that NET’S guidelines 
for determining whether or not a com¬ 
munity is eligible for flat rate service 
should depend on calling patterns — not 
on the distance to an exchange which is 
not even in the flat rate calling area. 

Selwyn urged the DPU to request 
information from the NET on Win¬ 
chester’s calling patterns to the towns 
that would be included in the flat rate 
calling area. He said the DPU should 
compare those results with calling 
patterns for Woburn or Sloneham. 

"If the level of usage demonstrated by 
Winchester customers in their flat rate 
calling area is not different than the 
usage of communities outside the eight 
mile area, such as Woburn or Sloneham, 
then it is appropriate to extend the same 
service," Selwyn said. 

Selwyn was almost prevented from 
speaking out at the hearing. 

DPU commissioner John Bonsai) said 
he questioned whether Selwyn should 
testify on NET'S rate practices since he 
does not reside or work in Winchester. 

NET’S counsel Morrison Webb said 
thal because of Selwyn’s expertise in the 
telecommunications field, he thought Ihe 
DPU would regard Sclwyn’s testimony 
as if it were given under oath. 

Chamber members and elected of¬ 
ficials from Winchester and other af¬ 
fected towns testified under oath at the 
hearing to add weight to their claims. 


Selwyn, however, said that he could 
not speak under oath because he could 
not commit himself to being available at 
a later date for any subsequent cross- 
examination. Anyone who speaks under 
oath must appear if necessary at later 
hearings. 

"But I do stand behind everything 1 
say," Selwyn insisted. 

The possibility of someone being 
denied the right to speak out at a public 
hearing drew angry protest from six 
speakers at the hearing each of whom 
said such a denial would go against the 
very definition of a public hearing. 

"We're up against a large 
organization and we’re just babes in the 
woods,” said Chamber counsel Robert 
Bigelow. "We have to take whatever 
volunteer help we can get. 

“You at the DPU are our only hope 
and it is to you that we must look for 
relief from the discrimination we suffer 
at the hands of the most powerful 
monopoly," Bigelow continued. 

Bigelow called the phone company’s 
proposal to move Winchester another 
mile away from Boston “a raw deal." He 
said the Chamber has been “treated to a 
barrage of double talk by NET since they 
first began their quest for a flat rate 
option two years ago. 

Since that time the Chamber has also 
filed a bill, now in committee, with the 
legislature demanding the flat rale op- 
lion for the 10 communities currently 
denied the option. 

Bigelow said one example of "double 
talk" was the three different financial 
estimates NET has given Winchester 
indicating how much in revenues the 
company will lose if Winchester is given 
the flat rate option. 

According to Bigelow, NET told the 
Chamber in February they would lose 


$750,000 if the service system was 
changed In March, the figure was $1.7 
million and at last week's hearing it was 
$2 million, Bigelow said. 

Bigelow called the $2 million figure "a 
figment of NET’S imagination” and said 
he challenged the validity of that 
estimation because the phone company 
does not have facts lo back up that figure. 

Browne admitted that he had no 
substantia) evidence to support that 
figure. 

Browne also said NET was opposed lo 
offering flat rate service to any more 
communities because he claimed Ihe 
phone company has been striving to 
eliminate all flat rale service and move 
towards a consistent structure of 
measured service. 

"A flat rate option is contrary to the 
goals of NET," Browne said. 

This added fuel to the fire for 
businessmen and town officials seeking a 
reversal of NET’S 55-year-old 
"discriminatory” rate policies. Some 
representatives from Winchester said 
thal NET really owes Winchester 
compensation for 55 years of injustices, 
bul all Winchester wants is fair treat¬ 
ment now. 

"It gives me pause lo hear Mr. 
Browne say it's NET’S goal not to offer 
unlimited service,” said Selectman 
Chairman Edward O'Connell. "Time 
marches on and it’s possible lo change 
the abuses of the past, 

"We won’t sue the phone company for 
pasl rates," he continued: “We’re hur¬ 
ting. Don’t kick us while we’re down.” 

Elected officials from other com¬ 
munities sent in letters, representatives 
or came themselves to show their sup¬ 
port for the bill the Chamber filed in the 
legislature last February. 

The bill, now in committee, would 


require NET to offer flat rate service lo 
all communities. 

Other officials who supported the bill 
at the hearing were: House Majority 
Leader George Keverian; House 
Minority Leader William Robinson; 
Senator Samuel Rotondi; the Mayors 
from Revere and Everett and Selectmen 
from Winthrop, Malden and Melrose. 

Bonsall said the DPU was considering 
only Winchester's situation at last week’s 
hearing and the three-member com¬ 
mission would probably schedule another 
hearing in seven weeks. Spence said the 
Chamber is considering raising money

for lawyers in anticipation of further 
hearings. 

In his closing statements, Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Edward O’Connell 
said that "Ma Bell has always been 
referred to as one big family.

"There should be no special grace 
given to our sibling Arlington because 
she's more attractive. 

"We do want you to continue being Ma 
Bell lo us and not just another ding-a- 
ling." 


Phone Co. Polling Practices Questioned 


All unreturned anwswers to New 
England Telephone (NET) polls are 
counted as "yes" votes by the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities(DPU). 

The DPU says NET must conduct 
polls to determine customer reactions to 
any proposed changes in rate struc¬ 
tures before they can be made official. 

This policy prompted accusations of 
"unfair practice" by Winchester 
businessmen and town officials at a DPU 
public hearing last week. 

The hearing was conducted to discuss 
NET’S 55-year-old practice of denying 
Winchester and nine other towns the flat 
rate option granted to neighboring towns 
such as Woburn and Arlington. 

Speaking out against NET’S 
“discriminatory rate practices,” 
Representative Sherman (Whip) Salt- 
marsh also brought the balloting matter 
to the attention or the DPU and the 30 
people who attended the hearing. 

“To me this is an injustice," Salt- 
marsh charged. "The only ballots you 
should count are the ones you get back." 


Robert Browne, ' NET district 
manager for rates and tariffs, said the 
ballots mailed to customers specify that 
they will be counted as “yeses” if they 
are not returned in an attempt to have 100 
percent participation in surveys. 

John Bonsall, DPU commissioner, 
said the DPU would not pay attention to 
the polling results if they were very 
skewed, adding that the DPU takes into 
account the number of unreturned 
ballots. 

"We want to ensure as much par¬ 
ticipation as possible," he said. "In the 
past we have received only 12 answers to 
survey questions.” 

Bul thal explanation did not satisfy 
Winchester businessmen or town of¬ 
ficials. 

“I'm unable to accept the explanation 
as to how you’d arrive at poll results,” 
said Board of Selectmen Chairman 
Edward O’Connell. "I’m aghast that non¬ 
returns are counted as yes votes. It's 
against Ihe principles of a democracy."

Former selectman Paul Amico also 
noted that “the Abcrjona is not the nicest 
smelling place to build next to, This has 
always been a real problem for the 
town."

Governor King’s unprecedented 77 line- 
item vetoes in this year's state budget. If 
jhc court rules that all of the vetoes are 
unconstitutional, then the section 
limiting state debt would automatically 
Itecnme law. 

"Hut I think the court is more con¬ 
cerned with language changes than with 
straight line-item vetoes, like this one," 
Sultmarsh said. 

The second possibility is that the state 
House a nd Senate could override the veto 
with a iwo-ihirds majority vote. But 
Saltmarsh sees the chances of this 
happening as slim. 

"I have had a tremendous response 
from my colleagues on the offstreel 
parking issue, and I don’t think they'll 
override Hie veto. I hope not," he said. 
"This is critical to us, and 1 think we can 
sustain the Governor’s veto." 

John Connery, Winchester's economic 
development coordinator, explained that 
selling a ceiling for stale bonding would 
affccl!he town's CAKI) plan as well as its 
potential for offstreel parking facilities, 
hul the financial strain would not be as 
severe. 

“If we undertook a project in Ihe 
future that required offslreet parking, we 
wouldn't be able lo offer a developer that 
incentive," Connery said. 

"The parking program, in Ihe long 
run, is going to be crucial lo center 
development throughout Ihe Com¬ 
monwealth,” he added. "And It costs a 
lot more money thn the average person 
realizes. But a 7U percent reimbursement 
from the state would make a huge dif¬ 
ference." 


"The reason is that over the years, it's 
been a natural flood containment area. 
When the river overflows, it acts as a 
temporary bathtub, holding the water for 
a while and then letting it seep in. 

“If they fill (he land, or elevate it to 
build on, it will minimize that flood 
storage capacity," he concluded. 

Tseckares said the developers would 
have lo build an alternate flood storage 
area to hold the flooding. Such an area 
must be constructed under state law, he 
said. 

Tseckares said that his board also felt 
the density of buildings on the site was a 
bit high. 

"Everything is very tight, and if they 
have lo start futzing around to provide 
for flooding, there may be more density 
than is possible," he said. 

However, Sclarsic said the high 
density was necessary to keep the price 
of the condominiums low. 

"Any major cut, and the project 
would die," he said.

the race for a mile. All the 
training doesn't do you any 
good.” 

The next week, it rains for the 
first three days. The rain has 
Bossi worried — the horse hasn't 
had a chance to work out in 
almost two weeks, yet Sahagian 
has him entered in a race 
Saturday. 

But by Saturday noon, 
Petruzzelli has had his workout 
— on Thursday — and Bossi's 
worries are gone. He’s not even 
nervous about the race. 

"The first couple of races, 
you're nervous,” he says, 
watching assistant trainer Mary 
Norton braid Petruzzelli’s mane. 
"But after a while, you get used 
to it.” 

Petruzzelli is nervous, even if 
his owner isn’t. The big horse 
paces around the stall, shaking 
his shoulders as Norton puts the 
bridles on. 

"They know when they're 
going to race,” Bossi points out. 


"They only get half-feed in the 
morning — they know 
something’s up.” 

With five minutes until the 
horses have to be saddled up, 
Bossi, Sahagian and Bossi’s 
daughter Roberta, who comes 
with her father to most of the 
races, clamber Into Sahagian's 
old station wagon and head for 
the grandstand. 

There, Bossi meets with a 
group of his friends, other horse 
owners. He'll sit in the grand¬ 
stand boxes, watching the horses 
run — except for Petruzzelli’s 
race, when he'll go down to the 
rail along the track. 

Norton slowly leads 
Petruzzelli down the track, 
around the winner’s circle and 
into the stabling area — a large, 
glassed-in pen. Bettors crowd 
outside the windows, trying to 
pick a winner. 

Then, after a quick trot in 
front of the crowd, the horses 
move to the starting gate. With

the bell, they're off. 

Petruzelli's in the number 
two post position, and he stays to 
the rail as the horses come out of 
the gate. He's up in the lead 
quickly, but at the halfway point, 
he drops back to second. 


But jockey Paul Capalbo 
keeps Petruzzelli on the rail, and 
the strategy is good enough to 
give the horse a third-place 
finish. 


After the race, Bossi’s 
creased face is spilt with a grin. 
He looks like a proud new father. 
His $680 share of the purse 
doesn't hurt either.

"He hasn’t run in two months,
